The meeting will be re- 
convened. Motion was made by Sel. O'Connell, seconded by Chairman 
Bartolini to reconvene the meeting to Tuesday, January 10, 1978 at 
O15. Dstt : 


Budz for a single family home and professional offices to be held at 
Q Crestview Drive. Sel. O'Connell moved as follows: "...thab the 
parking space as designated by John as being 10 x 20, I move that we 
approve the Site Plan of property on Crestview Drive in Southborough 
owned by Dr. Budz.' Chairman Bartolini seconded this motion and it 


was passed by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen, 


ae Chairman Bartolini then signed the agreement with Data General Corp. 
! for acceptance of $35,766.25 for purposes of construction of a 
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Corp. will assume the full cost of the project including this grant 
and interest accrued and/or additional charges if approved by Data 
General Corp. for normal extras. Ch. Bartolini signed the document 
which carried the following statement prepared by Town Counsel 
Frederick A. Busconi: 


“Accepted, with the agreed upon change, as per telephone 
conversation of January 3, 1978 between Frederick A. Busconi, 
Town Counsel for the Town of Southborough, and Morris G. 
Nicholson, Esq., Attorney for Data General Corporation, that 
Paragraph Two, sentence Two, be changed by the deletion of 
words 'September, 1978': and shall read...'such work to be 
completed as soon as possible...' signed by Chairman Louis J. 
Bartolini. 


Board of Selectmen considered the bids for the traffic signal at 
Crystal Pond Rd. and Rt. 9. Sel. O'Connell moved that the contract 
be awarded ‘to -C.. 1. Ry Blectrical Contractors, Inc. 7 Old Coach 
Road, Hamden, MA 01036 for the contract sum of $35,766.25. Motion 
was seconded by Ch, Bartolini and approved by a unanimous voice 
VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. 


Ch. Bartolini signed Change Order Number 4 between the Town of 
southborough and its Town Hall Renovation Committee and Board of 
Selectmen and Francis Harvey & Sons, Inc., 141 Dewey St., Worcester, 
MA 01610. The seven items in the Change Order amounted to $4,235.46. 
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Sel, O'Connell then signed the Agreement between the Town and the Dept. 
of Public Works for the erection of the traffic Signals on Rt. 9 and 
Crystal Pond Road, . 


Sel. O'Connell moved that the electrical bids received for the fire 
station construction project from J. E, Guertin Co., Inc. and Mutual ~ 
Electric Co. be rejected as per recommendation of Fire Chief Edward F. ae 
Brock, Chairman of the Fire Station Building Committee. Motion was 

seconded by Ch, Bartolini and approved by a unanimous voice VOTE of the 

Board of Selectmen, 


Board of Selectmen met briefly with Mr, William A. Hayes of Parkerville 
Rad. to discuss the progress made on the Cummings property. The Board 
informed Mr. Hayes that a buyer has been found who has made a substantial 
down payment, who is willing to purchase the property outright without 
bank financing and reconstruct the house. The only problems remaining 
now evolve around title search and surveying of the property lines. It 
is assumed that within two weeks, papers will be passed and that the new 
owner will immediately begin to work on the property, 


The Selectmen VOTED to name the stub road off Fairview Drive BANFILL LANE. 
Motion was made by Sel. O'Connell, seconded by Ch. Bartolini, approved 
by a unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen.

Meeting was held in the office of the Administrative 
Assistant John A. Lundblad, Fayville Village Hall. Present 
were: Chairman Louis J. Bartolini, Sel.

Paul Lindau of Madison, Wisconsin, Mr. Lindau representing Trachte Metal 

Buildings Co., Inc. 


Mr. Lindau gave a presentation for a 500-unit mini-warehouse proposal by 
Trachte Metal Buildings Co. on Route 9 approximately 600 feet west of the 
- proposal made a number of months back. This proposal, according to 

Mr. Lindau, while still requiring a ZBA Variance, would be much less 
offensive since (1) it would not have a severe drainage problem because 
the drainage could be hooked directly into Rt. 9's system, (2) the 

pitch of the land is such that all of the units could be built at the 
same elevation, therefore minimizing the appearance at the other site 
that the buildings climb up a hill. Mr. Lindau indicated that he had 
met with the Planning Board the evening before and talked with a number 
of abutters and a local businessmen was circulating a petition seeking 
their support for his proposal. Selectmen indicated that Mr. Lindau 
would still have to go through Site Plan approval and of course ZBA 
approval for this proposal. 


No votes or action were taken on this proposal or any other business 
before the Board of Selectmen.

7:30 p.m. Present: Ch. Louis J. Bartolini, Sel. Thomas W. McAuliffe, 
Sel.

7:30 p.m, Selectmen met with Industrial Development Commission: 
to Chairman Ronald Edgren and member Charles Aspesi. Ch, 
68:15 p.m. Edgren presented a progress report to the Board of Select- 
men informing the Board that in the past year two parties 
interested in locating distribution facilities in Southborough were 
put in touch with either developersortheir legal counsels. Both of 
those negotiations are still in progress, 


sel. McAuliffe requested information about the inventory which had 
been done on available land by member Ruth Gourley, asking if there 
was anything they could do to assist the IDC. Mr. Aspesi indicated 
that he saw the IDC as the coordinator to bring together all of the 
Boards, Commissions, Department Heads necessary in a development 
package. An ad hoc committee could be set up to assist the IDC made 
up of the Chairman of all these committees.so that it would be clearly 
Stated what must be done by developers in one meeting or one set of 
instructions. He indicated further that the inventory was not yet 
complete at the time Mrs. Gourley moved to New Hampshire. He would 
look into it and try to find out what work if any had been done. He 
also indicated that the Board needed to appoint at least three other 
members to the IDC that Mr. Boudreau was probably doing to resign 
because of business pressures, that Mr. Thibeault apparently has no 
interest in IDC any more, has not come to meetings (according to the 
Chairman), and has not worked on the projects of the IDC for some time. 
Mrs. Gourley has moved out of Town creating the third vacancy or 
potential vacancy on this Commission. 7 


Sel, O'Connell stated he had misgivings bringing the Board up to 

full strength if there was in fact nothing for the Board to do. He 
wanted to see a strong and active Board and felt that the coordination 
idea was a good one but that instead of setting up an ad hoc committee 
that the IDC should work closely with the Selectmen. He felt that 
they should not, necessarily be a pro-industry lobby for every 

industry applying to the Town but rather should serve as a referral 
agency to direct developers to the proper boards and commissions in 
the proper sequence. Mr. Aspesi responded that the IDC knew of no 
land available at this time that could take the heavy utilization of 
manufacturing or an office occupant , but rather the land available 

in Southborough is basically marginal land from the perspective of 
percolation and that we probably could support warehouses or trucking 
terminals. However, without sewerage, little else could be done. He 
felt that because of this, the Town should be selective about what it 
allows in and hope to maximize the tax dollars on all proposals for 
the limited amounts of proven land left. Mr. Edgren felt that it 
would be advantageous to develop a list of boards, hearings and time- 
tables for all developers to be distributed to them as a standard 
practice when they come before the Town for any permit. 
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8:13 p.m. Selectmen met with Charles Aspesi as an interested citizen. 
TO Mr. AsSpesi expressed some concerns about the proposed 
3:30 p.m. Trachte Metal Buildings development for miniwarehouses on 
Route 9 abutting his mother's property. He indicated that 
he felt that the location which the developer chose - 600 feet west - 
was chosen not to avoid development problems and find a more suitable 
lot, but rather to give them a technical option to apply for a second 
variance within one year which would not be allowed at that previous 
location. He felt further that the company left a 60 ft. strip between 
the proposed site and his mother's 4-acre lot in order to avoid having 
to notify her as an abutter, in order to avoid having any residential 
abutters whatsoever. However, severe drainage problems, severe site 
development problems would make this an undesirable development from 
the prospective of his mother's property. Mr. Aspesi went into great 
detail defining the drainage problems which currently exist and which 
were exaserbated by the removal of homes and the filling of the area 
by Mill-Hunt Realty a number of years ago. He felt that the Town did 
not want nor need a development like this and should do everything in 
its power to discourage or keep it out. 


Sel. McAuliffe and Sel. G'Connell both indicated that when they met 
with Mr, Lindau of Trachte Metal Buildings Co., that it was their under 
standing that the buildings were several hundred feet away from the 
Aspesi property not just 60 feet, but neither felt they could make any 
statement on the property until they rectified problems like this. Mr. 
Aspesi felt that this raised issues of credability of Mr. Lindau and 
his firm. Sel. O'Connell requested of Mr. Aspesi his opinion as to 
exactly what this business-zZoned area should be used for. Mr. Aspesi 
indicated that he could think of no use because of the drainage problem 
and should be left in its existing state, Sel. McAuliffe indicated 
that he was ready to support the proposal last Friday at the Special 
Meeting of the Selectmen. When Mr. Lindau comes in with his proposal 
now, he will ask to walk the site with Mr, Lindau and with Mr. Aspesi, 
his brother, his mother or anyone in the family who has an interest in 
the project. 


8:30 p.m. Selectmen met with Robert McCabe, District Manager for | 

tO Mass. Electric Co., Gerald Lamy (developer) and Phil Jacobs, 
9:00 p.m. an abutter, re 13 house lots abutting Rt. 9 and Johnson Rd. 

This is a pole hearing on the petition of Mass. Electric Co. 

which was reconvened twice (this being the final hearing), for 5 pole 
locations on Johnson Rd. and 9 pole locations on Main St. beginning at 
existing S. 0. pole #3 John Rd. then extending 1,077 feet southerly to 
proposed S.O. pole #105 Main St. then extending 1,335 feet easterly to 
proposed S.0. pole #97 Main St. to provide service to new homes being 
developed by Lamy Realty Trust. 


Sel. Bartolini introduced the basic concern to Mr, Lamy and Mr. McCabe 
that the Board of Selectmen would like to do everything in their power 
to keep down the profile of the power lines serving this development 
Since the area was extremely attractive and a high potential for 
residential development of the highest quality. 


He felt that the Board of Selectmen would like to see the lowest profile 
utilities possible, hopefully even underground service so that the 
meadow environment could be preserved and ultimately the value of the 
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property so developed, would increase because of the buried utilities. 
Mr. Lamy indicated that there were 13 paper lots and that according bo 
Mr. McCabe, the single strand, single phase power could be prought in 
first from Northborough Rd. for 2 house lots closest to the aquaduct. 
Power now abuts that location and that the other units would be served 
from the abutting house on the Johnson property on Johnson Rd. After 

a lengthy discussion concerning underground utilities, it was concluded 
that this would be far too expensive for Mr. Lamy instead of the cost 
of going overhead $12,000 which Mr, Lamy must assume. It would be 
somewhere in the range of $50,000 to $30,000. 


Mr, McCabe further indicated that the fact that other poles now service 
Route 30 to the east to the so-called mansion area and to the west to 
Westborough as well as along Johnson Rd. it would be unlikely that 
Mass. Electric would allow underground utilities in this area since it 
would not be in keeping with the service currently in existence. 
Furthermore, he indicated that it is against all Mass, Electric and 

New England Power Co. policies to allow underground service on existing 
roads and/or state highways, rather the only undergroundservice that 
can be adopted under the current rate structure is that for new sub- 
divisions. 


Sel, Bartolini then requested whether lower profile poles could be 
installed and asked what sort of height and color restrictions could 
be brought through. Mr. McCabe indicated that bare conductor aluminum 
wire would be used to minimize the visibility of that. He further would 
— look into the possibility of having the lowest possible poles installed 
to service those power and telephone services and would try to find the 
least offensive color possible. Sel. O'Connell felt that the color was 
irrelevant. However, he felt that the shorter the pole the better, 
Mr, Lamy indicated that he would need service by the Spring since it is 
anticipated that construction would begin in March for at least the two 
homes abutting Northborough Rd. 


sel. McAuliffe moved that the permit be granted as proposed by Mass. 
Klectric for the poles and wires along Rt. 30 Main St. and Johnson Rd, 
Motion was seconded by Sel. O'Connell and approved by a unanimous voice 
VOTE of the Board of Selectmen.

Lamy, local insurance agents. Messrs. Lamy and Williams 

presented an amended package policy for the Town of Southborough as per 
the specifications written by the Betterley Risk Consultants for the 
Town of Southborough in 1976. There were six issues discussed which 
would total $39,000 if all were adopted. Prior to detailing these, 
Mr. Grant informed the Board that the other reason for the increase 
would be the fact that the values have increased for the Town by approxi- 
mately one and a half million dollars with the coming on line of the 
pumping station, the new fire headquarters and the renovated Town Hall. 

In addition, the rate which is currently in effect for the Town was the 

last of a three-year policy and as such is not going to be maintained 
for the next year. In the past it has been guaranteed for three years — 
and now would be renegotiated at a higher rate. ~~ 


lIt was stated that the total Town valuation of $8.4 million on a co- 
insurance policy is only held at 90% valuation - $5.6 million. (It 
was later noted by Sel. O'Connell that this represents 80%. This 
discrepancy should be explored with the inSurance agents. This policy 
is for fire, extended coverage, vandalism.) Selectmen questioned why 
only $1,@00 deductible was mentioned and why the agents did not con- 
sider higher deductibles. Mr. Williams indicated that moving from 
$1,000 to $10,000 deductible only represented a 4% saving whereas 
moving from $50 to $1,000 deductible represented a major savings of 
from 10% to 15%. Therefore he felt that it was not worth going 
beyond $1,000. The Selectmen concurred. 


Mr. Williams informed the Board that he deleted coverage on 
the water tanks feeling that fire, extended coverage and vandalsim was 
an unnecessary coverage for these structures and since earthquake and 
other natural disasters were not included, it seemed unlikely that we 
should cover these structures for damage that clearly was problematic 
at best. This would cost $19,471. 


2. Relocation and rental policy which would only be incurred if 
the Town suffered catastrophic loss and had to pay rent in a facility 
on a temporary basis. This would cost $175. 


3. and 4, Builders' Risk Policies - first for the Fire Station 
$1,522 and the Town Hall $953. These two policies are already in 
force and in fact just about expired. However, they will show up in 


this year's package policy bid. 


5. $25,000 policy for valuable papers. This is a policy to 
replace the records of the Assessors, the Collector/Treasurer Dept. 
in the event of a loss of all documents. The suggested price of 
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$1,315 was questioned by Mr. Jenks as very high. It was agreed by 
Mr. Williams, Mr. Lamy and Mr. Grant that perhaps it could be a 
mistake. | 


6. The last policy increase was for increasing the Town's 
bodily injury coverage from $25,100/$50,000 to $100,000/$300,000. 
This would cost $16,200. Total cost of $39,636.00. 


Selectmen informed Mr. Williams and Mr. Lamy that they would be 
looking into other policies with other agents requesting bids on the 
Same specs. 


The Selectmen requested information from Mr. Grant as to why the 
street and road coverage was excluded saving a potential $18,000. 
Mr. Grant indicated that since the Town was still liable for 
litigation, it seemed unnecessary to put this coverage in. 


Sel. O'Connell requested further information from Messrs. Lamy and 
Williams as concerns the fire volunteers working on the station. 
Sel. O'Connell indicated that he would request that the Board move 
to secure the policy and all the necessary coverages by Thursday. 
Therefore, he requested that Messrs, Lamy and Williams make one last 
effort to get all coverages necessary for the Town and if they were 
unable to, the Selectmen would have no choice but to go to another 
agency whose insuring company would request the Town move other 
policies from its current carriers to this company in order to get 
the necessary inSurance coverage. 


The Board discussed an issue raised by Mr. Williams concerning the 
Library. Currently the Library has $100,000 coverage for contents . 
and books. The Trustees request a half-million dollar replacement 
cost coverage. Ordinarily,Mr. Williams indicated, coverage is not 
for the replacement cost but for actual cash value. However, if 
they wish a half-million dollars coverage, it would be paid if all 
the books were lost so long as the Trustees could demonstrate at 
this time that the books are, in fact, worth a replacement value of 
a half-million dollars. He indicated that he was not able to make 
this determination and that the company itself would have to send 
Out an expert to determine whether or not the Town's policies were 
in fact reasonable and their determination of cost was acceptable. 
Selectmen instructed the Administrative Assistant to talk with the 
Library Trustees and/or the Librarian to find out what format they 
used to determine the value of the contents. 


Mr. Jenks requested that information concerning the institution of a 
policy to lower the primary coverage and go into an umbrella policy 
to pick up the overrun in cost. Mr. Grant indicated that the 

ninimum coverage of an umbrella policy is $300,000 which is what 
Betterley recommended where the Town used to have $50,000/$100,000. 
Sel. O'Connell indicated that perhaps we should look into keeping the 
$300,000 bodily injury liability and go to a $1 million umbrella 
policy. Mr. Jenks concurred that this certainly was worth examining 
and that if the policy were in fact accepted at $300,000 that perhaps 
a second umbrella coverage could be instituted. 
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Selectman McAuliffe moved that Thomas J. Boland, 35 East Main SUss 
Southborough, be appointed as a Reserve Officer in the Southborough 
Police Dept. Motion was seconded by Sel. O'Connell. Selectman 
McAuliffe indicated that in the past it was discussed by the Board, 

the Administrative Assistant, and the Police Chief the possibility 

that LEEP Funding would be available for Mr. Boland if he were appointed 
a Reserve, Late last semester LEEP Funding was cut back and it was the 
policy of Northeastern University that Reserves would not be eligible 
for funding. Apparently an increase in this funding after January 1 has 
made it possible for Reserves to be funded under this program. Therefore 
the Board of Selectmen should move to appoint Mr. Boland a Reserve. Sel. 
O'Connell indicated that he concurred with Sel. McAuliffe wno reviewed 
the letter from the Financial Aid Office of Northeastern University 
hoping that it had been more specific but felt that it was a reasonable 
risk and that the Board should encourage higher education among ali 
employees, even Reserves and Civilian Dispatchers. It was approved by 

a unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. Selectmen requested 
Administrative Assistant Lundblad to look into this matter with 
Northeastern University. 


Sel. McAuliffe informed the Board of Selectmen that at the Testimonial 
for Ralph Clark he had spoken with a number of senior citizens living in 
Colonial Gardens, 49 Boston Road, who had expressed concern about two 
major problems, One is the lack of transportation at that site with 56 
units occupied and only 20 cars are housed in that area and it is 
difficult for some of the individuals to get around for shopping and 
other purposes. It was requested of the Administrative Assistant to 
look into the possibility of State or Federal funds to provide a 


that. Second issue discussed was the possibility of having a hot-meal 
program brought into Southborough. This also was referred to the 
Administrative Assistant to further research. Selectmen concurred that

sel. O'Connell moved that the proposal made by Telephonics, Inc., Rt. 9, 
Southborough, be approved as recommended pending the funding of the 
Advisory Committee.

Library. Mr. Welch presented a copy of the complete inventory 

of all contents including books, historical documents, museum pieces, as 
well as normal furnishings, office equipment, etc. He indicated that the 
Betterley Study had recommended that the contents coverage be increased 
to $540,000 from the current level of $100,000. Mr. Welch indicated that 
there are nearly 30,000 volumes in the library excluding the Mass. Gen. 
Laws and that collection was reduced by some 10,000 volumes over the past 
year or two when the obsolete volumes were discarded. The rate used for 
determining the value of the collection is $8 for fiction, $12 for non- 
fiction, $20 for reference books. It was pointed out that these rates 
are Substantially lower than the rates used by the Worcester, Framingham 
and Boston libraries in the valuation of their collection. He indicated 
that all the costs are current levels of cost. Ch. Bartolini asked 
whether any area towns had suffered loss and if so, how coverage was 
made. Mr. Welch indicated that fire was not as serious a danger as 
water damage. Therefore, he wanted an "all risk" coverage. Although 
water damage in the suppression of a fire was covered, a bursting 
water pipe, which occurred last year in the Librarian's office, was 
not covered by the policy and, therefore, all damages had to be paid 
out of the operating budget. Sel. O'Connell asked what the total cost 
would be for the coverage. The level of the coverage requested was 
$521,833, $300,000 of which was for the collection of books. This was 
slightly under the $540,000 recommended by Betterley Associates. Sel. 
O'Connell commended the Trustees and Librarian for their diligent work 
in trying to put together this information. He further indicated that 
the Selectmen would be discussing this with our insurance agent, as well 
aS looking at other costs from other companies and agencies. He finally 
had a question for the Trustees to research - that was how other 
casualties have been paid in regard to situations like this; whether or 
not actual cash value or replacement value payments can actually be 
achieved for the total cost of the collection. 


9:10 p.m. Selectmen met with Cemetery Commissioners Grady, Mooney, 

TO Supt. Bertonazzi, (Mr. Grady indicated that Mr. Rynning 
9:45 p.m. would have attended but was out of town on business.) Water 

Commissioners Valcour, Hosmer, Phaneuf, Supt. Binder, High- 

way Supt. Boland, Tree Warden Truesdale. Ch. Bartolini gave a brief 
introduction of the Warrant Article which the Selectmen were placing 
before the Annual Town Meeting in April to petition the General Court 
to have a Public Works Department created for the Town of Southborough. 
sel, O'Connell then gave a brief presentation noting that certain 


advantages in centralizing these functions would be achieved through 
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management efficiencies. The Tree Dept. would be appointive with 
responsibility to the Public Works Chief. This department would 
stay the same as it is naw. The Cemetery Dept. would keep the 
Same level of personnel with the same rates. However, new titles 
will be created - the Superintendent becoming a Foreman and the 
Foreman becoming a laborer. At this time (9:15 p.m.) Mr. Grady in- 
terrupted Sel. O'Connell who requested that Mr. Grady allow him to 
finish. Mr. Grady at that time abruptly walked out stating that 
the facts were all wrong, and that he would not sit through a 
meeting where he was not allowed to discuss the matter. Sel. 
O'Connell then indicated that the Water Dept. would have one less 
person and that the Supt. position would be removed, but that this: 
proposal would upgrade the Foreman position and that Mr. Binder 
would stay at the same rate of pay tnat ne is receiving now with 
all cost of living increases for as long as he would like. The 
total cost of this package would only be $10,000 and that is if 

Mr. Binder were red-circled and not promoted to a higher position. 


Questions were then entertained from the floor. Mrs. Duggan, a 
member of the League of Women Voters, but also a former member of 
the Department of Works Study Committee, requested information on 
why this happened so quickly and why the Selectmen were now doing 
this when last year they did not even support the measure, Further, 
were these departments involved in the planning for this proposal. 
Ch. Bartolini indicated that their involvement started Brent now 
when they heard this proposal. 


Mr. Valcour asked if there was any new input or what new data was 
assembled to trigger this proposal by the Selectmen. Sel. O'Connell 
indicated that no new data was received, but the Selectmen favored 
proposing a relatively simple reorganization and treated as a 
beginning point to bring it to the Town Meeting to discuss it ine 
stead of creating another study committee which would, as the last 
study committee, probably not be able to come up with a recommen- 
dation because of a very divisive membership on the committee, all 
with their own positions to support and foster. 


Howard Truesdale then stated that he did not support the reorgani- 
Zation. He saw no reason for it. It would not reduce cost, that 
perhaps it would streamline, but this was not shown to him in the 
proposal and that this looked like change for change sake and he 

was not in favor of doing that unless it would show some progress. 


George Mooney, Cemetery Commissioner, stated he has been a Cemetery 
Commissioner for seven years, 23 years as a Water Commissioner, and 
felt that in his 30 years he has not seen a time when cooperation 
is as good as it is right now and it is not necessary to force these 
departments together under a highly paid head just to get better 
cooperation. Cooperation is now at an all-time high. Harmony is 
now the best it has been in 40 years. Mr. Hosmer asked if this 
would be the same format as the one recommended last year by the 
Committee. Sel. O'Connell said it would not. 


Mr, Phaneuf asked what were the criterion used for detailing what 
efficiencies would be gained. Sel. O'Connell indicated that the 


examples of some sort of efficiency would include minimizing rental 
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of equipment, better utilization of manpower, greater coordination in 
subdivision inspections. Mr. Phaneuf indicated that he didn't feel 
those were compelling reasons to create a DPW and that certainly there 
must be a stronger management concern then just those three. Sel. 
O'Connell indicated those were just examples and further study would 
be brought forth. Mr. Phaneuf asked whether or not comparisons were 
made with other towns. The answer was in the negative. The Board 
really recommended that instead of adopting the General Laws which 
create a number of other positions and a great deal of rigidity, 

that the Board merely wanted to set up its own Bill much as we had 
with the Treasurer/Collector. It was a feeling among the members of 
the audience expressed by Mr. Phaneuf that change for change sake 

was not good - in fact, it probably would hurt. Sel. McAuliffe asked 
how this could hurt. Mr. Phaneuf indicated he had no evidence it 
would work. Therefore, it could disrupt the very delicate good 
working conditions that now exist. The change for the sake of change 
was not wise and he would need to see concrete evidence. 


Water Commissioner Valcour said that as a citizen and taxpayer if this 
could be proven to cut costs, he would support it. However, Town 
Meetings are too emotional. It is needed to have more data. The 
Committee did have problems. Perhaps there were too many people with 
axes to grind but some good data was brought out by small towns and 
more data is needed before we go to the Town Meeting. Sel. O'Connell 
concurred, 


Cemetery Supt. Bertonazzi indicated that since both Cemetery Com- 
missioners had left, he felt that the question of the Trust Funds 
should at. least be brought up. What would happen to the Trust Funds 
in the event this reorganization were initiated. Sel. O'Connell 
indicated that it would be possible, in fact reasonable, to have some 
sort of probate agreement initiated to turn around the administration 
and management of the Trust Funds to insure they would not be lost by 
the Town. 


Commissioner Hosmer indicated he was in agreement with Mr. Mooney; 
that in recent years 100% cooperation has been the trade mark of the 
work between the departments and that for 25 years the idea of a 

DPW has been discussed extensively and always turned down by the 
people and felt, therefore, it should be dropped now and get on to 
maintaining the cooperation and doing separate departmental functions. 
He felt that setting up a DPW would just cost more money and disrupt 
the activities that are now working very well. The project has 
failed in Westborough and failed in Ashland and should not be 
instituted here. 


Mrs. Duggan stated that she felt the DPW was not practical, that 
there were some very high startup costs which should be taken into 
account prior to any work being done. 


Mr, Hosmer indicated he was against taking more names off the ballot 

and the Treasurer/Collector position was taken off last year and that 
has not worked well and now we're talking about taking off seven more 
names off the ballot which takes away a greater amount of accountability 
and the people's right to choose their commissioners and department 
heads, 


\t 
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Mr. Valcour asked if the Article was going in. Sel. McAuliffe 
indicated in the affirmative. Sel. O'Connell indicated that it 

could be withdrawn at any time, of course, if the overwhelming 

burden of evidence was presented showing that it was not in the best 
interest of the Town. It could, of course, be withdrawn all the way 
up to the Town Meeting itself. Mr. Hosmer asked if he could have 
copies of Sel. O'Connell's opening comments. Mr. Mooney, Mrs. Duggan 
also asked for copies. Sel. O'Connell indicated he would try to put 
them together. 


9:45 pm.to Board of Selectmen recessed the meeting. 
9:50 pm. 
Meeting was resumed. Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Connell, 6 John 
Matthews Road, Mr. and Mrs. Raymond J. Rosseel, 3 Gen. 
Henry Knox Rd. and four other residentsfrom John Matthews 
Road and Gen. Henry Knox Road area met with the Board of Selectmen, 
Highway Supt. Boland, Fire Chief Brock, Police Chief Mattioli to 
discuss a very serious water condition and safety problem between the 
Subdivision they live in and the main entrance to the Neary School on 
Parkerville Road. 


Mr. and Mrs. Connell led the discussion indicating that the principal 
and the Supt. of Schools have supported the bussing of children for a 
Short-run solution until the icing condition has been resolved. What 
was needed was a sidewalk along Parkerville Road on Town property so 
that the children could be off the road and away from this dangerous 
situation. This is a safety problem not only in the wintertime but . 
also in the Spring and Fall because of the uncompleted condition of 
the road which has in the past been a serious safety problem and also. 
has resulted in a number of near misses because of the potholes and 
the loose tar on the road. Vehicles have swerved a numperoi times 
just barely missing the children. 


Chief Mattioli indicated that the problem could be solved by con- 
structing a sidewalk. Personally, he would prefer to see a sidewalk 
go through either Mr. Waller's property, the A. T. & T. easement 
and/or the landfill so that the children aren't even walking parallel 
to the road - a sidewalk, bike path or walkway similar to the ones 
off Flagg and Deerfoot and Clifford Streets. He would recommend that 
we run a path through Town land or perhaps another one if that is not 
feasible... Another suggestion would be to run a path parallel to 
Parkerville Rd. through the landfill but not adjacent to the street. 
He acknowledged the biggest problem here would be the maintenance in 
the wintertime for Mr. Boland's Highway Dept. Further, he indicated 
that he had discussed this with the principal and that in the short 
run he was assured that they would have the pickup by the school 
busses. Mr. Connell indicated that the twenty homes in the area pay 
approximately $40,000 a year in taxes and have about 35 children, and 
he feels that they should get some solution to their problem, Mr. 
Boland, at the Chairman's request, indicated the situation does 
warrant immediate action. In response to Ch, Bartolini's question, 
the progress on the street has been substantial and the problem will 
be totally eliminated in the Spring. Unfortunately, the work program 
was delayed due to the Town Hall renovation and the freak snow storm 
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in May so that the Town was unable to finish this project in the Fall 
as originally anticipated. This will be the first project to be under- 
taken in the Spring after the schools close. The road will be re- 
surfaced; the drainage will be completed from the landfill to the 
school all the way back to the brook by the Andrea Restaurant; if 
necessary, even further, but the time for putting in a sidewalk or 
bike path is now so that efforts are not duplicated by doing this 
project a year or two from now. Sel. McAuliffe suggested that Mr. 
Boland and Mr. Lundblad work together on this project, work with the 
School Committee and find out what progress has been made in regard 

to making that bus run permanent for this school year until we finish 
the sidewalk project, to come back with recommendations of various 
routes for a sidewalk as soon as possible and to keep the residents 
informed. Police Chief Mattioli is to work with Mr. Boland and Mr. 
Lundblad in regard to the location of the sidewalk and the institution 
of crossing guards as soon as possible. 


10:15 p.m. Selectmen met with Highway Supt. John Boland concerning 

the Engineering Account. Mr. Boland presented a letter. 
to the Board of Selectmen detailing a number of projects for drainage 
work in the Town. In discussing these, he added a couple of more and 
came up with eight projects which will cost approximately $20,000 in 
engineering work. That included Oak Hill drainage problem as suggested 
by Ch. Bartolini. Mr. Boland would like to have the design work done 
for at least three of these and have them on the shelf in the event of 
some Federal funding or some emergency public works legislation - 
either State or Federal - and we would have a project ready to go and 
to be put out to bid. Ch. Bartolini indicated that we should concen- 
trate on the higher density areas instead of the outlying areas. Sel. 
O'Connell indicated that we should table this discussion and review the 
Suggestion as well as looking at the problem individually. Ch.Bartolini 
noted that the Conservation Commission had approached him about a Town- 
wide drainage study. He requested Mr. Boland's opinion of using this 
instead of spending $20,000 for this project. Mr. Boland indicated 
that he would oppose it, that a drainage study is needed, the compre- 
hensive detailed contouring of the Town is necessary, however he would 
prefer to have a standardized formal study of the Town instead of one 
by the Assessors, one by the Highway, one by the Planning, and one by 
the Conservation. Ch. Bartolini indicated that this, of course, would 
be very expensive. We might be able to look for State or Federal 
funding. Mr. Boland indicated that he doubted that funding was 
available, but he would get the estimates on this sort of a study. He 
felt that spending $2,300 on working from the Raytheon Maps which were 
never formally accepted and guaranteed, would not provide the necessary 
data for this drainage work and that even given the detailed work for 
the drainage study town-wide, would not give him the construction 
drawings necessary that he is requesting in this letter. Sel. O'Connell 
indicated that he did not have a feeling for what should be done either 
in regard to picking between these projects or in regard to picking the 
overall study for the specific working drawings. Did not know if they 
Should go for life, limb and safety or for geographical division on 
the priority statement.

8:30 p.m. Board of Selectmen met with the following to discuss 
to industrial options for Southborough: Conservation 
9:56 p.m. Commission Chairman Inge Tufts and member Charles Self; 
Advisory Committee members Sherman Ball, Ed Chaput; 
Planning Board Chairman Paul Brefka and member Lawrence 
Kimball; Assessors Chairman Arthur Holmes and member 
Arthur Sisson and their Secretary Betty Davis. Board of Health 
did not attend. Industrial Development Commission did not attend. 
The Board of Health responded by letter and stated their position 
on this matter; letter was read by Chairman Bartolini. Planning 
Board Chairman Brefka requested that the meeting be adjourned 
until the Industrial Development Commission was present in full; 
he wanted to criticize them, but did not want to do it behind 
their backs. Assessor Sisson felt that he was not here to 
criticize the IDC but rather to give them advice. He would like 
to see a focal point of reference, a central organization of this 
function with a set of guidelines created. 
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Sel. O'Connell proposed that the current discussion be rescheduled 
with adequate notice, that we try to return within a month or so... 
Sel. McAuliffe felt that the Board of Selectmen had a responsibility 
to aid people in locating here, and at the very least we should 
discuss these features while we are all present. Mr. Kimball of 

the Planning Board indicated that in his opinion, Southborough has 
been blackballed by the business community, that businessmen feel 
that they are not respected or supported here, that they do not 
approach Town Hall first when they come to this Town, or other 

Towns for that matter, rather they go to industries that are here 
such as Data General. He felt that Trachte Metal Buildings Co. 

and its problems is a prime example of the problems that you can 
experience when you go first to Town Hall. Mr. Kimball further 
indicated that we should examine our leadership problems and not 
blame our small Industrial Development Commission, that we have 
driven out Data General, and we should try to encourage more Western 
Electrics, but first we should examine our leadership problem and 
see where we can go from here. 


Sel. O'Connell stressed that that was precisely the reason for 

this meeting, that the IDC needs direction, and assistance, that 

we must be ready to handle those requests coming in from people 

who still want to build and develop here. The IDC, although it 
should be reorganized and do research and put together comprehensive 
statements on the Town, should also be ready and able to direct 
applicants through our bureaucracy and the related bureaucracy of 
the Commonwealth, but they should not necessarily be an advocate. 
Mr. Kimball asked why theycouldn't do that now. Chairman Bartolini 
indicated that they are not a full-time board, they are not here 
during the day and that we are currently using the existing staff 
to try to carry out that sort of activity. Sel. O'Connell stated 
that if nothing else we should try to find a collective philosophy 
of whether or not we should encourage industry, and if we should, 
which kind should be encouraged. He felt that the only way we 

can change our image is to do something and make the next one work. 
Mr. Kimball asked whether or not we should try to attract industry. 
Chairman Brefka indicated that it is too important an issue for 

the Town to leave to a part-time Board. The attraction of new 
industry, the assistance in bringing that industry into Town and 
ushering them through the red-tape of the bureaucracies is 
critical. In Maine, he indicated Ed DeCastro got all the help he 
could want from an Industrial Development Commission when Data 
General moved one of its facilities to that State. Mr. Brefka 
recommended that a full-time professional be hired or that full-time 
consultants be put on a retainer to seek out industries and to 

help them work through our local bureaucracy. He felt that the 
cost of this program would easily pay itself off. The current IDC 
is not performing. It does not have a budget. It cannot do 
anything. At the most, the Commission could serve as a policy- 
making body assisting the Director or Consultant. But, if we 
expect to get something accomplished, we have to be able to be 
willing to pay for it. Chairman Bartolini stated that in his 
estimation the speakers were too critical of the IDC, that it 

was the IDC that brought in Data General, Ingersoll-Rand, Crandall- 
Hicks, Western Electric and Jarvis Company, and now the problem 
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is not with the IDC, it is with the remaining property that cannot 
be developed. 


Chairman Brefka indicated that they did have a great track record 
and that if land use is the problem, then perhaps we should look 

at the rezoning of the property, rezoning that property back into 
agricultural or conservation or some other use. Chairman 

Bartolini felt that either making more land available or opening up 
other areas for warehousing could well be the answer, but that is 
the sort of thing that should be examined in depth by the Committee. 
Sherman Ball felt that there was still a need to define what we 
wanted from the IDC, what we have to offer and how could we 
accommodate developers coming into Town. Inge Tufts felt that we 
still need the inventory done and that we should check with the 
Planning Board to see if perhaps Ruth Gourley had left it with 
Patricia Capone. Mr. Kimball stated that he felt that sewerage was 
a critical problem that cannot be ignored, that we do know that 

we have some poor soil. We should resurrect the notion of at 

least a limited soil survey of this area and try to identify those 
areas that could have some limited development. Ed Chaput proposed 
that we discuss with Westborough the possibility of a joint 
sewerage district. 


At this point Chairman Bartolini read aloud the Board of Health 
letter which itemized the following five issues. 


1. The Board of Health feels that the Town should 
respond to businessmen who contact the Town 
concerning an interest in locating in Southborough 
by referring them to the Industrial Development 
Commission. The Board feels that the Industrial 
Development Commission should be in charge of this 
responsibility. 


2. The Board of Health does not feel that at the present 
time the Town should assume any leadership roles 
Or responsibility in trying to solve the sewerage 
problems in the Industrial Park and in the 
industrially zoned land at the intersection of Route 
9 and 495. 


3. The Board of Health feels that the Town should 
encourage storage and distribution business and not 
manufacturing. In other words, companies with few 
employees and low sewage loads. 


4. Quality Business can be defined as those businesses 
which lend themselves to storage and distribution 
rather than manufacture. 


5. The Industrial Development Commission should extol 
Southborough as a location for storage and distribution 
and not an excessive labor pool. 
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Assessor Arthur Holmes stated that he felt there was not a great 
demand for industrial development in Southborough, that if you 
witnessed the recent development along Route 9 there seems to be 
some available underutilized property already built. For example, 
Plywood Ranch warehouse is supposedly going to become an auto body 
and paint shop. The H. F. Davis Company has become an auto body 
shop and is now half vacant with a light industry using part of it. 
The Shapiro Sales and Service building is empty. He felt that with 
existing structures like these available, that the Town is obviously 
discouraging industry whether actively or not, and that even while 
land is scarce between Boston and Worcester, that the proposals for 
Southborough come in as miniwarehouses using the very lowest taxable 
assessment for property. 


Sel. O'Connell stated that he was concerned about runaway growth 
which has occurred in other towns. Mr. Holmes stated we can run 

a program on valuation to determine what would be the best use of 
land. Ed Chaput stated that unless sewerage is brought into the 
Industrial Park, that it will simply be a warehouse or trans/shipment 
center for freight lines. Chairman Brefka stated that the soil 
survey is now being undertaken by the Soil Conservation Service of 
the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture. This will begin to give the 
information we need. Chairman Bartolini indicated that we do have 
some data already on soil tests which were furnished by Data General. 


Inge Tufts requested information on the legal status of the Industrial 
Park and its access road. Mr. Sisson indicated that it was still 
owned by Centennial Properties but landlocked. Mr. Kimball stated 
that there is also 80 acres on the north side of Route 9 zoned 
Industrial Park and there is the Johnson land on Northboro Road 
which was rezoned recently for possible industrial development. Mr. 
Holmes noted that the land along Route 9 especially in the Fayville 
section now has a higher value than the homes sitting on the 
property - a clear indication that pressures of development are 
upon this Town. Mr. Kimball felt that the Planning Board should 
look into a change of the narrow strip zoning since it keeps out 
large developments but encourages strip developments similar to 
which has been experienced in Framingham. 


Sel. O'Connell indicated that a request to increase the depth of 

the zone has always been opposed by abutters. However, he felt 

that it could be explored in the future. He then attempted to 
summarize a consensus of this evening's meeting stating that he felt 
that each board wanted to approach the issue positively. They all 
agreed that someone must do the job, planning for industrial 
development stating areas that can take the growth, and that the 

IDC is expected to do the job but needs some professional advice. 


Sel. McAuliffe lamented that the Board is in the same position it 
was two years ago when they met at the Police Station with the 
Industrial Development Commission, that since the attempt to 
rezone the Andrew Lane property off Route 85 into an industrial 
park failed, it appears that the IDC has become gun shy. Mr. 
Holmes asked about the Citizens' Planning Committee and Dr. 
Susskind and whether they would consider this sort of issue. 
Chairman Bartolini indicated that they are mainly concerned 
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with growth policy. 


Mr. Sisson, in discussing sewerage, stated that even though Data 
General does have permission to tie into the sewerage facility 

in Westborough, that that issue is tenuous at best, the issue of 
sewerage with Westborough, and as Westborough continues to grow, that 
the hook-in to Southborough less and less likely.

8:30 p.m. Selectmen met with Highway Supt. John Boland, Town 
to Accountant Elaine Hinckley, Fire Chief and Civil Defense 
9:30 p.m. Director Edward F. Brock, and Advisory Committee Ch. 

George McClelland. The prime issue discussed was reim- 
bursable cost under the Federal Disaster Assistan Administration 
(FDAA) for the recent blizzard. Mr. Boland indicated that the best 
estimate he had at this time for the Town's cost from the blizzard 
was around $70,000.00. This would run from Monday, the day of the 
blizzard, February 6, through midnight of Saturday, Feb. 11, the 
State of Emergency for the Town of Southborough. It also included 
projected cost over the next two weeks for overtime, rentals, meals, 
sand, salt, hired equipment and repairs to vehicles that were damaged 
during the storm. It did not include unknown damage to private 
property. Selectmen asked if it was possible to place a minimum ex- 
penditure for the total storm. Mr. Boland indicated that because of 
the unknown qualities concerning the damage to private property, it 
was virtually impossible to do it and in fact all of the hired 
equipment was not even accounted for at this time. _ 

The $70,000 figure includes $44,000 replacement cost for 
two major breakdowns - 1970 International Sander and 1973 Chevrolet 
Pickup Truck 4-wheel drive utility vehicle. 


At this time the Selectmen, Mr. McClelland, and Mr. Boland entered 
into a detailed discussion of the sander fleet which originally was 
3 vehicles, but due to accidents and mechanical failures, was now 
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reduced to 1 vehicle with 2 unusable vehicles. Mr. Boland asserted 

that if the 2 unusable vehicles were combined or cannibalized, one — — 
good vehicle could result. He was therefore requesting the Board's 
permission to carry out that activity. The one vehicle that would 
remain would have a bad cabin chassis, a bad drive train and a bad 
sander body. However, for about $5,000 ($4,800) that vehicle could be 
put back on the road. 


Mr. McClelland asked how good the vehicle would be if that were spent. 
Mr. Boland indicated that it would still be an old vehicle and the 
life expectancy would still be less than 1 year but would get us 
through the winter. It might be worth $3,000 trade-in value at that 
time instead of its now $2,000 junk value. This $4,800 would put a 
new engine in but it would still have a bad body, a bad chassis, a 
bad drive train, a badly bent frame with a market value very low. Ch. 
Bartolini asked whether or not we could buy one under the emergency 
powers, sel. O'Connell indicated he felt that if we could buy it 
under the emergency powers, would we be reimbursed. Both gentlemen 
concurred that this was a good idea and that the Admin. Ass't and 
Town Counsel should look into the matter. 


Mr. McClelland then questioned Mr. Boland about the problems he would 
encounter with only one out of three sanders functioning. Mr. Boland 
indicated that with 2 sanders running, the normal 34 hour .time that it 
takes to make one sweep of all streets would be pushed up to 5 or 6 
hours. It is not just a simple fact that the 2 other vehicles can 
pick up the one vehicle's sanding responsibility since those vehicles 
would add on pieces of the route and have to return earlier to refuel 
and to be filled up with sand again. Therefore, it is not just a 
Simple division of the normal 3s hour run. It could run as high as 

5 or 6 hours, and in fact - if only one sander were running, this 
problem would be further compounded and it would take between 10 and 
12 hours to make a run of the Town. 


Concerning the plowing operation, Mr. Boland indicated that at this 
moment the situation was terrible with the 2 sander plows in bad 
Shape, 3 dump truck plows in good shape, 1 sander plow in good shape 
and a 3/4 ton vehicle in poor shape. 


Mr. Boland was then asked by Mr. McClelland how much $4,800 would buy 
in rental services if this were the decision of the Advisory Com. and 
Selectmen. Mr. Boland indicated that normally that would be enough and 
that if all of last year's storms were considered, it would certainly 
be enough. However, because of the extraordinary nature of this storm, 
we Simply cannot rent any equipment and therefore any Sum of money, 
while it would normally suffice, is not adequate unless of course 

there 18 a venicie that can be rented. 


sel. O'Connell then recapped the meeting suggesting (1) that the 

Selectmen authorize the Highway Supt. to combine and cannibalize the 

e existing but nonfunctioning sanders and into one workable machine iis 
and one machine, although assembled, was not workable; (2) that the | 
Selectmen not authorize the $4,800 to make the other vehicle usable 

even in the event that $4,800 were reimbursable; (3) that Mr. Boland 

find out if any other sanders are available for purchase; and (4) 

that Mr. Lundblad and Town Counsel Busconi research the Federal 
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statutes to determine whether or not a sander would be a reimbursable 
expense during a State of Emergency. 


In discussing the pickup truck, Mr. Boland indicated that the 
transmission was in bad shape, the frame was bent, the steering was 
gone and that a replacement cost would be $4,000, the repair cost 
would be $2,000. However, that would not include body work or re- 
pair or replacement of the frame. Originally Mr. Boland had planned 
to replace this truck this year. However, against the advice of his 
foreman and his mechanic, he chose to try and squeeze one more year 
out of the vehicle. He obviously made a mistake. Since the vehicle 
is now barely running, he is therefore requesting the Board of 
selectmen to reopen the Warrant to place an Article for the replace- 
ment of this vehicle into the Town Meeting Warrant, The Selectmen 
granted his request. 


Selectmen then discussed with the Administrative Assistant the con- 
dition of two police cruisers that were disabled during the snow 
emergency - one with an automobile accident damaging the front end, 
the A-frame and ultimately the transmission itself. Selectmen in- 
structed the Admin. Ass't to discuss with the Sergeant in charge of 
the Police Dept. to have the vehicle repaired at a transmission 
specialist location. The other vehicle, the Selectmen were informed, 
had electrical problems and problems with the siren, flashing light 
and loud speaker. However, it was assumed that that vehicle could be 
made operational in a relatively small period of time. 


Selectmen then discussed the issue of the Drop-In Center and possible 
CETA funding, as well as CETA funding for Fire Dispatcher position. 
Both matters are to be researched by the Admin. Ass't discussing 
matters with the relevant board and committee members.

7:30 p.m, Present: Chairman Louis J. Bartolini, Sel. Thomas 
W. McAuliffe, Administrative Assistant John A. 
Lundblad, members of the press. 


7:30 p.m. selectmen with the Personnel Board. Members present: 
Chairperson Janice Fletcher and member Andrew Mandell. 
Personnel Board discussed its future role in relation 
to collective bargaining. Since John Hofer will be 
the Personnel Board representative to Highway negotiations, and 
now that the Water Dept. is requesting designation and negotiations, 
1t was felt that Mr. Hofer would also be the representative for that 
department on that bargaining team. Sel. McAuliffe indicated that 
the Highway Dept. has twice met with the Board of Selectmen, however 
without designees being appointed and present from the Personnel 
Board and the Advisory Committee. No concrete discussions have 
yet been held and no decisions made. 


8:15 p.m. selectmen met with Carl Whitney of New England Tel. & Tel. 
to and Howard Truesdale, Tree Warden, regarding a request 
8:25 p.m. for underground conduit tie-in to an existing pole on 
Newton Street, under the street to the new bank building 
being built at the corner of Newton St. and East Main St. 
Mr. Truesdale indicated that he was concerned with the 
schematic plan presented since directly across from that pole (Pole 123) 
is a tree. Mr. Whitney agreed and stated that conduit would be moved 
to miss the tree by at least ten feet if that was agreeable to the 
Town. Ch. Bartolini read a letter from Highway Supt. John Boland 
dated March 14 approving the project but requesting that it not be 
done until April 15 when roads can once again be worked on, Mr. 
Whitney indicated that the bank did not anticipate opening before 
May 1. Admin. Ass't Lundblad indicated that the Water Supt.

8:15 p.m. sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr. arrived. 


sel. McAuliffe made a Motion, seconded by Sel. O'Connell, and 
unanimously VOTED by voice vote as follows: to grant permission to 
the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company to lay and maintain 
underground conduits and manholes, with the wires and cables to be 
placed therein, under the surface of the following public way: 


Newton Street from Pole 123 which is approximately 109 feet NE 
of Main St., easterly across Newton Street for approximately 
45 feet of conduit. 


with the following conditions: 


1. That work will not proceed until April 15, 1978 and only 
then after the street opening has been approved by the 
Highway Supt. of the Town of Southborough.

3. That the location be amended so that the buried cable be 
no closer than 10 feet to the large tree directly across 
the street from Pole #123 adjacent to property owned by 
Fiore L. & Barbara Iodice. 


8:30 p.m. Selectmen met with Police Chief Frank J. Mattioli. 
Chief Mattioli recommended the appointment of the 
following as Special Police Officers to serve on paid 
police details, i.e., traffic control, bank guard, and 
public events such as dances, sports, etc. until 
May 1978: 


Anna M. Beliveau, 24 Central St., Fayville 
Mary Jane Boland, 35 E. Main St., Southborough 
Veronica J. Cross, 204 Southville Rd., Southborough 


Sel. McAuliffe asked the Chief why all the Auxiliaries were not 
being recommended for appointment. Chief indicated that the 
Auxiliaries do not in fact work for him but rather worked for the 
Civil Defense Director. Therefore, the Police Chief prefers to 
upgrade his own Matrons and civilians prior to upgrading the 
Auxiliaries. However, if the Board would like all the Auxiliaries 
made as Specials, the Chief would be pleased to recommend them, 
Sel. McAuliffe requested the Chief's opinion on the matter since 
the Auxiliaries were trained by the Police Department and almost 
under their continual supervision. The Chief indicated that the 
law doesn't say what Auxiliaries are allowed to do and that their 
Special designation would be helpful in some cases. Sel. 
McAuliffe asked if any other Auxiliaries have approached the Chief 
seeking Special appointment. The Chief indicated that there is a 
procedure whereby the Regulars, Reserves and then Specials are 
given the opportunity to bid on special details and that if the 
amount of outside work continues, it would be worthwhile to have 
more Specials for this purpose. Selectman McAuliffe indicated that 
he wanted to show appreciation to the Auxiliaries for the fine, job 
they have done and this would be one way in which it could be done. 
Sel. O'Connell asked the Chief how many he would recommend. Chief 
Mattioli indicated that he would seek recommendation from the 
Deputy C.D. Director. Sel. O'Connell asked the Chief about the 
activities of the Reserve Officer Thomas J. Boland and what sort 
of activities he can do. Chief indicated that he uses him for all 
activities except patrol alone. 


The Chief then discussed the new training law under which all 
officers appointed after 4/1/78 would not have police powers until 
they passed an academy-approved course. Reserves would not have 
police powers until they have successfully completed a training 
course. Specials would not be affected. This is a potential 
problem for all future employments. The existing members are 
protected by a "grandfather" clause. Chief indicated that he is 
awaiting correspondence from the Massachusetts Training Council 

to list the officers, Auxiliaries, Special, Reserve and Regular 
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who would be "grandfathered" in. Sel McAuliffe moved that the 
following be appointed as Special Police Officers to serve on 

paid Police details, i.e., traffic control, bank guard, and public 
events such as dances, sports, etc.: Anna M. Beliveau, 24 Central 
Street, Fayville; Mary Jane Boland, 35 East Main St., Southborangh; 
and Veronica J. Cross, 204 Southville Road, Southborough. 


Motion was seconded by Sel. O'Connell and unanimously VOTED by 
voice vote of the Board of Selectmen. 


9:00 p.m. selectmen met with Senator Daniel Foley,Representative 
to Richard Rogers, School Committee Chairman Frank 

10:30 p.m, Wanemaker, Supt. of School Herbdert Geele, and Business 
Manager Richard Tibert, Advisory Committee member 
Edward Chaput, Board of Assessors - Ch. Arthur Holmes, 
Charles Johnson and Arthur Sisson and their Secretary 

Betty Davis. Phyllis Self, School Committee member arrived later. 

The issues discussed were the legislative proposals for the so- 

called fiscal surplus for the current fiscal year. 


Representative Rogers indicated that he favors the full funding 

of court reform since it would give the towns he represents the 
largest windfall from all proposals currently before the Legislature. 
For example, under the old plan the Town would receive the benefit 
of $43,640 direct funding from the State (in lieu of the Town paying 
a similar sum) to the County for the operation of the Worcester 
County courts. The full funding for fiscal 1979 would represent 
$160,000 as opposed to $43,640. The second plan which is sponsored 
by the Governor is the unequal education formula which was designed 
by the unequal Education Commission to try to increase the funding 
to poorer communities in order to equalize the educational 
opportunities for all students in the Commonwealth. Under this 
formula the Town would get approximately forty thousand dollars 
more than last year's Chapter 70 funding. Therefore, under the 
first plan the Town would receive approximately $92,000 under the 
first installment of court reform and unequal education. Under the 
full funding formula. the Town would receive the $160,000. - thus, 
$116,000 more than the court plan alone and $68,000 more than the 
joint court unequal education plan. Furthermore, Rep. Rogers 
maintained that the assumption of court cost is a continual 
windfall to the Town and the unequal education may or may not be. 
There can be no guarantee on cherry sheet funding of unequal 
education any more than there is for Chapter 766 or Chapter 70. 
However, the State assumption of the court costs would be permanent 
and continual. 


Sel. McAuliffe stated that he had favored court reform last year 
and that he had really thought that it was going to pass until the 
very last day of the Legislative session. He requested information 
on why the change in the funding proposal at this late date. Rep. 
Rogers indicated thatthe administration's Finance Secretary, Mr, 
Buckley, has found an additional $134 million in surplus and there 
is a $50 million one-time payback from the funding department of 
HEW which gives deficient funding for both of these programs in the 
current year. Ch. Bartolini requested information on the total 
court cost pickup program. Rep. Rogers indicated that while the 
total costs are $111 million, much of the Superior and Supreme 
Court costs are already assumed by the Commonwealth - therefore the 
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net pickup cost State-wide is $58 million. The Bill is the same, 
the appointing procedures are the same, it is only the funding 
that is changed and that is because of election-year politics 
and need new money available. Sel. McAuliffe stated that the 
result of that money was known about for some time. 


sen. Foley stated that the surplus has been known for a number of 
years and the Governor has been stockpiling it - building it up 
awaiting an election year - and that many people have been seeking 
that money - the Education Commission, the Commission on Unequal 
Education, the Court Reform people and a number of other interested 
people. He said he absolutely opposes court reform and noted that 
all of the judges in the Commonwealth had absolutely opposed court 
reform until substantial raises were put into the Bill. He felt 
that it was a matter of philosophy whether education or court 
reform would prevail but it would be very unlikely that both could. 
In the case of the Worcester County court system, the dockets are 
clean. There is a little backlog. He feels therefore that we in 
Worcester County should not have to bail out those court systems 
that cannot run efficiently. Perhaps if the problem rests with 
scheduling, then the simple way to solve a problem like that would 
be to authorize the transfer of Justices between court districts as 
opposed to a full funding take-over, 


senator Foley stated that if court reform is pushed through this 
session, that he would favor the full funding formula and try to 
get the program running as quickly as possible. At this time 
Senator Foley presented a chart of the educational aid received 
by the Town of Southborough and the court reform estimates. 
Senator Foley stated that he felt.that both of these Bills might 
reach the Governor and that it would be the Governor's decision 
and then, of course, if there are vetoes, the Legislature's 
decision, 


Chairman of the School Committee, Mr. Wanemaker, requested 
additional information on the breakdown of the $150 million surplus. 
Rep. Rogers indicated again that the $50 million Federal windfall 
and the $100 million increase in revenues accounted for the 

surplus, although some of these funds could be depleted because of 
the blizzard. 


Chairman Bartolini indicated that the Mass. Taxpayers Association 
had estimated the surplus to be around $134 million. Rep. Rogers 
stated that he felt that all parties who had done this sort of 
research agreed that these are very "soft figures". 


Chairman of School Committee, Mr. Wanémaker, stated that he felt 
that the unequal education formula was a very controversial issue, 
that the ten per cent increase in aid is only a sweetener for the 
suburban and rural towns. He feared that in the second year of this 
program we will find that there will be no ten per cent money and 

we will be stuck with what amounts to be a very bad formula for a 
Town like Southborough. Once again, this is a bail-out of 

large cities. 
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Sel. McAuliffe asked the Representative who would be in 
administrative control of the courts. The Commonwealth. He then 
asked why the County has received a check for $718,000 under the 
first funding of court reform, That, according to Rep. Rogers, was 
the first installment in the Supplemental Budget from last year to 
begin the phase-in. Sel. McAuliffe requested information on what 
was being done with the funds, whether they were being used for 
general purpose government or for the court system. Rep. Rogers 
indicated that he assumed it was being used in lieu of the budget 
Since the County is still being run on one-twelfth monthly budgets 
since the Governor refuses to pass the over-all budget. 


Sel. McAuliffe then reviewed with the Representative the Town's 
court costs over the last two years where it has risen from 
$240,000 in 1977 to an estimated $320,000 in 1979 - that is an 
increase of $80,000.00. 


Sel. O'Connell asked why we didn't simply reduce taxes instead of 
trying to put the surpluses into new programs. Rep. Rogers indicated 
that court reform was, in effect, a reduction of taxes, that it 
would permanently reduce by $160,000 Southborough's contribution to 
the County when in the future it would reduce the County assessment 
by 50 per cent each year. Whereas, in the unequal education 

formula we do risk creating a new program, a new funding mechanism, 
and thus perpetuating the surplus in the level of taxation. Sel. 
O'Connell asked Senator Foley how he would vote on this issue. He 
indicated that he needed more time, he needed more money information 
and could not vote at this time. He indicated that unequal 
education aid was needed for large cities because they were hit 
harder with a number of State-mandated programs. Sel. O'Connell 
asked whether or not this was a bail out of the cities and whether 
the towns were being forced to pick up still more of their costs 
while, for example, the cities continue to refuse to revalue and 
continue to benefit more and more each year from State reimburse- 
ments. 


Phyllis Self, School Committee member, stated that she felt the 
unequal education money would be going to School Committees but so 
much of it was going to cities, that they expressed little control 
over school expenditures that she felt there was some very severe 
problems with this sort of fiscal accountability. She also 
requested information on who would appoint the chief administrative 
judge. Rep. Rogers indicated that the Supreme Judicial Court 
Justices would appoint. Senator Foley stated that the Governor 
wanted the full appointing power but the Bill now before the 
Legislature gives that power to the Justices to elect their own 
administrative head. He is supporting an amendment to have that 
office placed in Worcester so it would be more accessible to all of 
the areas of the State. Rep. Rogers indicated that the Chief 
Administrative Judge would serve for a seven year term and not be 
tenured. Mrs. Self asked whether both of these Bills could fail. 
senator Foley indicated that depending upon timing, it is likely 
that the Governor would get the Bills separately but that both 
would clear. He again stated that he felt court reform was 
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unnecessary and could be done administratively. At this time 

he opposes it because the figures are not accurate. Mrs. Self 
then stated that if you oppose court reform, doesn't that mean 
that you favor the unequal educational formula. He stated that 

he does favor it, but that a vote for one is not necessarily a vote 
against the other. 


Mr, Wanemaker made the following points: 


1. If $134 million was accounted for as a surplus under the 
old formula system, why should we change the formula and give the 
monies back to cities and towns, why not just reduce taxes. 


2% The only way to make school committees and 
municipalities more efficient, is to deny them money. In some 
cases this might mean a reduction in services and a turning out of 
elected officials and so be it if they are not capable of turning 
around their own system. 


3. In regard to the unequal education bill, he feels that it 
is being sold by interest groups, the Mass. Education Dept., the 
Mass. Teachers Association, the Taxpayers Group, the League of Cities 
and Towns, and the Governor because it will tend to equalize the 
education opportunity for children, putting more money into poorer 
areas, not based on school population but rather on total 
population. His concern here is that money does not necessarily 
create better education. There is no guarantee that will work. 

It seems to be the least efficient way of changing the system. 


4, He had discussed with Mr. Bruce Pearlstein of the 
Education Dept. in the State re this Bill last year. Mr. Pearl- 
stein then drafted the Bill. He stated that the Governor was 
looking at this Bill as a way of keeping greater control over 
education State-wide. 


c: The MTA favors the Bill because of times of declining 
school enrollments, there is increasing pressure to cut staff - 
but if more money is made available by the State, that decision is 
easier to avoid. 


Responses to Mr, Wanemaker's comments: 


Sel. O'Connell lamented at the problems of trying to control the 
County budget. He was hopeful that court reform would take away 
a large portion of that budget that could not now be accountable, 
but he requested suggestions from our Legislators on how we 
could get greater control. 


Rep. Rogers indicated that there is a proposal before the aes 
Legislature to make the County Advisory Board a veto empowered | 
legislative board. Senator Foley stated that he opposes this, 

that he feels that the County level of government is necessary 

and efficient. 
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Sel. O'Connell felt we needed an impact on the County system and 
that if the State takes over the court system, we should have 
greater control over that system. 


Ch. Bartolini asked the remaining persons in the room if they had 
any comments. Mr. Geele indicated he had no further comments. 

He felt he could not take a position until the Legislators could 
give him more information. 


Sel. McAuliffe asked why we don't just return the money. Rep. 
Rogers indicated that it is really two issues: (1) politics and 
(2) preserving the existing bureaucracy. 


Assessor Holmes asked if there was any indication of when the 
cherry sheets would be available. He indicated that he would 
prefer to see the money returned to the cities and towns with no 
strings attached. 


Mr. Tibert indicated he would like to see better guarantees that 
the funding would be maintained. 


Mr. Chaput indicated he would like to see the money go right back 
to the towns excess and deficiency account for the Town Meeting to 
appropriate. 


Mr. Sisson felt that he would like to see more Home Rule and less 
State intervention. Mr. Johnson had no comments. 


Mr. Wanemaker felt that there were practical politics involved and 
that if we had only two choices, we should say no to both and leave 
the money there and fund the increase in pension liability. 


10:30 p.m. Above meeting ended and Selectmen recessed for five 
minutes.

Revenue Sharing Entitiement for the budget year 

beginning July 1, 1978 and ending June 30, 1979, in 
accordance with 31 C.F.R. Section S1.13 (a). A credit 
balance of $8,862.00 exists in the Revenue Sharing 
Account and $79,000.09 is anticipated in Revenue Sharing 
Funds for this period and have not yet been appropriated 
by previous Town Meetings. 


Present, in addition to the above were: Town Accountant Elaine 
Hinckley, members of the Board of Assessors: Arthur Sisson, Charles 
Johnson; Advisory Committee members: Dockstader, Jenks, Goldin 
and Chairman McClelland, eight citizens and three members of the 
press. 


Significant discussion developed concerning the Town's obligation 
to expend $42,015.00 of Revenue Sharing Funds for entitlement 
period 10 for the Town Hall renovation debt retirement and interest. 
Discussion between Assessor Johnson and Mr. Lundblad revolved 
around whether an appropriation had occurred at the last Annual 
Town Meeting. Mr. Johnson conceded that the commitment made by 

the Selectmen and the Advisory Committee was a moral commitment. 
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The Town Meeting had instructed the Selectmen and Advisory 
Committee to utilize general revenue sharing funds for the 
retirement of the Town Hall renovation and interest costs as 
long as that program exists. Mr. Lundblad pointed out that 

the moral obligation, while certainly being honored by the 
respective boards, is not a legal appropriation, Therefore, 
the sum of $79,000.09 is included for consideration this evening. 
Although the Board of Selectmen and the Advisory Committee 

will certainly honor the request of the last Annual Town 
Meeting to propose that $42,015 be used for this purpose, as 

of this moment, the General Revenue Sharing funds available 

for appropriation by the Annual Town Meeting April 10, 1978, 
totals $79,000.09. The Town Meeting has the power and the 
authority to reverse its previous instruction to the Board of 
selectmen and Advisory Committee by appropriating the funds for 
a different purpose. Therefore, consensus developed among the 
town officials present that the obligation to expend $42,015 
for Town Hall Renovation was a moral obligation and one which 
the Selectmen and the Advisory Committee would honor and 
recommend. With this in mind, Mr. Johnson indicated that ina 
Similar fashion he would like to see recommended the sum of 
$34,834.15 to pay off one year's interest on debt on the Town's 
water bond for the construction of the water pumping station. 
He indicated that he would like to see the money moved in its 
entirety toward retiring the debt which is eligible to be 
retired under this program. It is his concern that too many 
times the Town Meeting will consider the $79,000 in general 
revenue sharing, or whatever the sum, free money and therefore 
proponents of one article or another will convince the Town 
Meeting that this item, whatever it might be, "will cost 
nothing" when in fact the $79,000, if expended on an item that 
the Town Meeting might not otherwise purchase or authorize, 
it's costing the Town $79,000 since the revenue sharing money 
can go into operating budgets or debt retirement or needed 
capital improvements as it has so often in the past. Mr. 
Lundblad then indicated, reading from the debt retirement sheets 
provided by Town Accountant Hinckley, that this debt was 
incurred after the inception of the Federal Revenue Sharing 
program and as such was an eligible expenditure under the guide- 
lines provided in the Federal legislation. Furthermore, this 
was not for the retirement of debt related to any ineligible 
project rather one relating to water improvements and the 
renovation of a general government building. Both expenses 
were eligible under this program. Chairman Bartolini asked 
whether any of the Town Officials had any comments. Mr. Sisson 
indicated that he concurred with Mr. Johnson. Mr. Jenks and 
Mrs. Dockstader had no opinion. Mr. McClelland indicated that 
on the surface he felt that Mr. Johnson's proposal was 
appropriate. He liked the logic of trying to keep Federal 
Revenue Sharing money from becoming some sort of a "free cash 
pool" whereby people could sell otherwise unnecessary or 
unpopular programs, claiming that it was "free money". Chair- 
man Bartolini then asked if there were any questions from the 
floor, specifically asking each person by name if they had any 
comments. No comments were received in writing or from any 
citizens present. 
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areal 8:00 p.m. The Selectmen discussed with the Advisory Committee 
to members present and Assessors present the upcoming 
8:15 p.m. Cherry Sheet and the possibility of setting a 
meeting between the Selectmen and these two boards to 
discuss the impact of the local budget and Warrant 
articles on next year's tax rate. Another meeting was 
scheduled for March 28, 1978 at 8:00 p.m. 


At 8:02 p.m. the Board of Selectmen received a telephone 
call from the Water Department from a Mrs. John G. Laplante 
representing her husband. Mrs. Laplante indicated to the 
Administrative Assistant that she had tried to enter the Town Hall 
on Common Street seeing the lights on. She waited outside for the 
arrival of other persons. When no one arrived and it approached 
8 p.m, she went to the Water Department trying to find out where 
the bid should be delivered and where the bid opening would take 
place, (Note: this is in regard to the printing of the Town 
History and the legal ad & specification had placed an 8 p.m. 
deadline for delivering bids and an 8:15 p.m. bid opening time). 
Mrs. Laplante was given directions to the Fayville Village Hall. 
At 8:10 p.m. the Administrative Assistant called the Water 
Department to confirm that in fact she had arrived and the events 
which she described had transpired. Mrs. Rossi, clerk of the 
Water Commissioners, confirmed that Mrs. Laplante arrived at 
7:58 p.m. and the lights were on at the Town Hall giving the 


— appearance that someone was inside the building, perhaps holding 
a meeting. 
8:15 p.m. The Board of Selectmen considered bids for the printing 
O of the Town History. Chairman Bartolini read the legal 
8:25 p.m. ad aloud. Present: Mrs. Ritter, member Trottier and 


Chairman Quinn, two bidders were present, Mrs. Laplante 

and a representative from Plaza Printing. Chairman 

Bartolini then related the story of Mrs. Laplante and 
her difficulties in finding the Town Hall. He asked any bidders 
present whether they would have any objections whatsoever to Mrs. 
LaPlante filing the bid as requested. The representative from 
Plaza Printing indicated that he did not object. The three bids 
were opened:

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selectman McAuliffe took these bids under advisement. Mr. 
Trottier and Mr. Quinn requested permission to review these 

bids and get back to the Selectmen, if possible this evening. 
The Selectmen allowed them to do so and to use the office of the 
Administrative Assistant to carry out their review. 


8:45 p.m. The Selectmen met with Paul Brefka, Chairman of 
THUG re: Landscape bids. Chairman Bartolini read 
the legal ad. A summary of bids is attached. It 
should be noted that nine envelopes were received, 
one envelope from Stewarts Nursery, Inc., Millers Falls Rd., 
Turners Falls, MA requested specs to be mailed. On Monday morning 
Mrs. Putnam of the Selectmen's office had called that firm trying 
to determine whether or not they were placing a bid or requesting 
specs. The person who answered indicated that they were placing 
a bid. The last bid opened appeared to be from P. J. Banacos Co., 
Inc., 104 Farm Rd., Marlboro, MA. 


9:18 p.m. The Selectmen met with Leo Pessini, Jr. of Ward Road. 
to Mr. Pessini had requested this meeting with the 
9:33 p.m. Board of Selectmen to discuss problems he was 
experiencing with the Board of Water Commissioners. 
His problem specifically revolved around the charging 
of a $400 demand charge prior to his occupancy of his 
new home in Birchwood II subdivision in Southboro. Mr. Pessini 
felt that since he had been a water user since 1971, a life- 
long resident of the Town, since the contractor had put in all 
of the piping, both in the street and to the house, he felt it 
was unfair to be billed $400 merely to hook up to a system that 
he had already been supporting for seven years, especially when 
one considers that it costs the Town nothing to hook up this 
service since all the work was done by a private contractor. He 
further went on to note an irony in the situation when a family 
from Northboro having bought his former home on Ward Rd. would 
not be assessed a demand charge Since that house had already been 
contributing to the system. Mr. Pessini at this time cited 
specific legislation as concerns both the chartering of the 
Southboro Water Commission and certain standard laws governing 
the operation of all Water Departments. He indicated that under 
Chapter 40, Section 38, Water systems must provide water service 
to all citizens on the same terms. In addition he reviewed the 
1930 Acts which created the Southboro Water Commission, Chairman 
Bartolini indicated that he did have concern about even-handed 
treatment which he felt the Water Commissioners apparently were 
not doing at this time. Sel. McAuliffe indicated he felt the 
$400 charge was for time and materials and if no time or 
materials were expended, therefore, there should be no charge. 
sel. McAuliffe asked whether or not the Town Counsel's review 
was completed. The Admin. Asst. indicated that he could not 
progress any further until we got this data determining whether 
or not all individuals had in fact paid for their water hookup 
and when we have this information and have the records before 
us we can continue the investigation. 
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These records indicate that all persons paid $400 whether they 
are developers doing the hookup or whether they are having the 
Town do the hookup. Mr. Pessini indicated he would need an 
answer by May 1 the latest. 


9:33 p.m. The Selectmen met with Inge Tufts, Jeanne Duggan and 
to Sherri Sanford. These women were representing the 
9:57 p.m. Ssouthboro Community Planning Committee. Significant 
discussion revolved around the funding mechanism of 
the Committee. It was the consensus of the meeting 
that the Town Counsel should word a motion for the 
Warrant Articles whereby the funding mechanism for this project 
would be clearly understood prior to approval by the Town Meeting 
as opposed to the confusion and misunderstanding which developed 
surrounding the Drop-in Center Warrant Article this past Town 
Meeting. One possible suggestion was that the Town Meeting, 
selectmen or Moderator could create a special committee which in 
fact would serve as the instrument for spending funds but which 
also serve as the steering committee for a larger group of 
volunteers who would make up the Planning Committee itself. 
Discussion of incorporating and having a non-profit status were 
generally discounted since the paperwork required for a 181 
corporation which is the type of non-profit organization discussed 
could not possibly be carried out in time for the donations to 
be received before the Town Meeting and therefore the tax exempt 
status would be questionable. A request was made by the Committee 
for the Selectmen for approximately $250 for a town-wide mailing. 
sel. McAuliffe and Chairman Bartolini indicated that they would 
defer action on this until they met with Sel. O'Connell at the 
March 28, 1978 meeting. 


9:58 p.m. The Selectmen, after reviewing the Admin. Asst. 
Disaster Report, moved to call a Special Town Meeting 
for the first night of the Annual Town Meeting at 
7:30 p.m. on April 10, 1978 at A. S. Woodward Middle 
school, MOTION was made by Sel. Thomas McAuliffe, seconded by Chrm, 
Louis Bartolini and unanimously VOTED. The warrant was opened, 
the three articles placed on it, (1) requests for funds to be 
transferred from free cash for eight departments for the snow 
disaster emergency, (2) article for the Housing Authority and 
(3) an Article for the Transfer Station.

5. I have reviewed the demand charges

Our Supreme Court in Ladd v. Boston, 170 
Mass. 332, 335, spoke as follows: 


"Considerable discretion in 
determining the methods of fixing 
rates is necessarily given by 
statute to the Water Commissioners. 
(See Acts of 1930 Chapter 133) 
Money must be obtained from water 
takers to reimburse the City wholly 
or in part for the expense of 
furnishing water. (See Rules and 
Regulations of the Water = ol 
ment dated December 27, 197 


'At the same time, in order 
to be fair to future water takers, 
a time limit has to be set after 
which all new takers must share 
in the added burden put on the 
water system by new service 
connections,'

An equitable determination of the price 

to be paid for supplying water does not 

look alone to the quantity used by each 

water taker, The nature of the use and 

the benefit obtained from it, the number 

of persons who want it for such a use, and 

the effect of a certain method of 

determining prices upon the revenues to be 
obtained by the city, and upon the interests 
of property holders, are all to be considered," 


It is my opinion, as it was the opinion of prior 
Town Counsel, that the Water Commissioners have 
followed their Rules and Regulations and have, after 
reasonable consideration, made a proper "demand charge"

Mr. Pessini then asked whether or not the Commissioners had the 
right to double or triple the rate or increase them to any sum that 
they like. He further asked the definition of equitable and just 
rules and whether or not the demand charge was an equitable and just 
rule. Town Counsel responded that he had no question that they had 
the right to establish a demand charge that he first needs to 
review the Walter Emory Study before he can make a determination 
whether or not that charge is in fact equitable and just. However, 
he had no question as to their authority to create such a charge, 
nor did he have any question about the legality of that charge since 
it has been tested to the Supreme Judicial Court. However, after 
reviewing the Walter Emory Study he would be able to comment more 

on rate changes and the institution of the demand charge a number 

of years ago. He further went on to say that the demand charge is 
not a hookup charge. It is not a cost or charge for labor or Pipes 
or any materials. It is a charge to be assessed in order to offset 
future costs on the system created by the new demand, thereupon, 

its name "demand charge". 


David Oakes asked the question why it was not called an entrance 
fee or hookup charge or something of that nature. The Water 
Commissioners charge the money and the people get nothing for it 
except the privilege of tying into the water system and then paying 
a high rate for their water. Town Counsel Busconi responded by 
stating that he is not here to defend the charge - that was the 
rule of the Commissioners - and he is just here on the point of law 
and it is clear to him that under the law of the Commonwealth, the 
Commissioners have the right to do this and that this main demand 
charge is an appropriate one. 
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Mr. Federico wanted to know how new homes were taxed in the 
system and how a $400 charge would offset that demand. Mr. 
Busconi again responded that he did not know why $400 was 
chosen, nor did he know how new homes were taxed in the system 
but rather that the issue is one of a matter of law and that 
what he is responding to. Such questions should be kept for 
the Water Commissioners. 


Mr. Pessini then referred to the 1930 Water Acts allowing the 
Town to approve all rules and regulations. Mr. Busconi stated 
that Mr. Pessini's interpretation was that it meant Town Meeting 
was not appropriate, but rather it called for Public Hearings. 


Mr. Johnson of Johnson Road asked why all the people moving 
into town shouldn't be charged for this demand instead of just 
people who have new homes. 


Sel. O'Connell asked why not just create a Betterment Act as 
new pipes or services are brought on, they should be paid for 
by the people who directly benefit. Town Counsel responded 
that there was an attempt to put through a Betterment Section, 
but successive Annual Town Meetings have put down this request, 


Mr. Pessini then noted that he is not a new resident to the 
Town but rather a life-long resident and that he has been 
paying water charges for many years and further that the Water 
Department incurred no expense for the construction of his 

new home since the builder put all the pipes in the ground and 
the hookups to the home. He, therefore, saw no reason what- 
soever for a charge to be made against his new residence when 
no charges were made against the people who bought the house he 
sold on Ward Road. Therefore he felt that this was a clear cut 
case of discrimination. Sel. O'Connell indicated that we do 
have an answer this evening from the Town Counsel and that is 
that they have the right to establish such a rate and we shall 
ask the Town Counsel to follow through on the second step and 
find out whether or not this is a fair and equitable rate and 
whether or not it should be charged on a broader base or ata 
lower rate, etc. 


Town Counsel repeated Sel. O'Connell's statement that he 

(Town Counsel) has interpreted that it is an allowable charge 
and now will go on the second step to determine whether or not 
it is a fair and equitable rate. 


Mr, Pessini then asked under what procedures must the 
Commissioners utilize to change the rules and regulations. Sel. 
O'Connell further added to that question of how rates had been 
set in other towns in this area. Town Counsel Busconi 
indicated that the Commissioners of each town have the right to 
set the rules and regulations and the rates and it is not 
brought to a Town Meeting for action. 
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Mr. Federico wanted answers as to why they changed the rate. Do 
they do it only to run in the black, or do they do it because 
of the Town's increased debt. 


Ch. Bartolini asked that the Town Counsel also look into whether 
all homes should be charged or just the new ones or just the 

old ones, whether all residents should be charged or again just 
the new ones or the old ones. Town Counsel Busconi indicated that 
the cut-off date was 6/27/75 and that any new construction begun 
since that time would be charged a $400 demand charge. 


Iwo residents indicated that they went before the Water 
Commissioners as new residents to the Town indicating that they 
were buying a house. The Commissioners told them that it was 
only fair for them to pay this charge as a "catch-up" with the 
investment people have made who lived in town for so long and 
have been paying these rates. 


Mr. Oakes then asked whether or not the Town Counsel could 
represent both the Selectmen and the Water Commissioners. Ch. 
Bartolini indicated that he represents all Town Departments. We 
have to first get Mr. Busconi a copy of the Emory Report. Mr. 
Oakes asked what was so unique about the Water Department since 
he utilizes the services of other departments such as Highway, 
schools, Fire and ambulance if necessary and wondered why this 
department was so different and why we have to pay a special 
charge for it. Ch. Bartolini indicated that the Water 
Commissioners have a specific law which makes them self-sustaining 
and therefore they must charge rates for service. 


sel. O'Connell stated he felt that normally fees and rates charged 
in Town for selected services provided whether it was the 
Building Department, for permits, for water service, or for any 
other municipal function, that the fees do not provide a "kicker" 
to fund future development. Even in towns that have a municipal 
electric system, they do not create a special fund for future 
expansion of the facility caused by growth, but rather pay for 
that growth through a bond issue and assess all customers, He 
stated that since the charge is apparently legal, that what 
should be done is an attempt to convince the Commissioners to 
eliminate the charge because it is not fair, although it may in 
fact be legal. Perhaps the Commissioners could be convinced not 
to make the demand charge, but rather to build it into the rate 
and charge it along with usage or to charge all new residents 
regardless of whether they occupy a new or existing building. 


Town Counsel Busconi summarized what he must do based upon the 
events of the evening: 


1. Make a determination as to whether or not $400 is a 
fair and equitable rate. 


2. Make a determination as to whether all new customers 
Should be charged regardless of their structure's age or time 
of occupancy. 
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3. Whether or not there should be a fee at all and this 
of course is not illegal but a policy issue for the Water 
Commissioners. 


Mrs. Knorr requested information as to why some builders had 
to pay the $400 before they could even break ground whereas 
others had to pay the $400 only at occupancy. This question 
was referred to the Water Commissioners. 


9:42 p.m. Selectmen recessed the meeting for 13 minutes.

Group (THUG) in reviewing this bid, and the three subsequent 
attempts at bidding the landscape project, felt that perhaps 

a community involvement program, perhaps even utilizing the 
resources of Assabet Valley Regional Vocational High School 

could accomplish the same task with significant less funds.

8:20 p.m. Selectmen met with the Water Commissioners: Ch. Arthur 

to L. Hosmer, Henry C. Valcour, Jr. and Daniel A. Phaneuf; 

9:25 p.m. Town Counsel Frederick Busconi and approximately ten 
— citizens. Ch. Bartolini permitted questions directly 


from the citizens to the Water Commissioners without 
going through the Chair for each individual question. 


Leo Pessini, Jr.: Why must citizens currently living in the Town 
and moving within the Town to a new home be charged $400 when 
persons buying an already existing home - for example, the one that 
he was vacating and moving in from out of town, do not have to 

pay the $400? 


Comm. Valcour: In order to explain this question, Mr. Valcour 
wished to explain the three types of expenses incurred by the 

Water Dept. One was the purchasing and providing of water. Second 
was the maintenance of the system - ordinary changes, alterations, 
repairs, etc. Third was the expansion for the future. It was 

in the expansion for the future that the Demand Charge was 
originally envisioned in the Amory Study of 1974/75. 


Leo Pessini, Jr.: Why not charge the new owners of the old homes 
if you are trying to build for the future? 


Comm. Valcour: They are not charged because the demand is already 
present. The house is already on the lot and in the construction 
of a new house, whether existed by an existing citizen of the Town 
or a citizen who moves into the Town from another Town creates 

are the new demand. 


Leo Pessini, Jr.: Where does the $400 go? The Town still 
appropriates all funds for expansion. 
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Comm. Valcour: For the past two years the Water Dept. has brought 
in more money than it has expended over all of its activities 
including expansion, debts, normal operation, purchase of water, 
fringe benefits for employees, etc. 


Comm. Phaneuf: Explained that he was one of the first 

individuals charged this $400 demand fee. He in turn was so 
upset by the fee that he ran for Water Commissioner and now is 

the dissenting member in regard to this issue. However, he 

stated that he felt that the charge was justified and was 
necessary although difficult to explain. Regarding the demand 
fee, he offered the following explanation: people must pay money 
for the use of this commodity - water. If you agree that the 
department should be made self-supportive and that no cost 

beyond fire protection should be borne by the citizens in general, 
then the people who use the system should support it. The people 
who come into the system that create demand for future expansion 
should be forced to pay for that expansion. The hookup cost for 
a water system is very expensive, not just for the pipes, it may 
be on the street in front of you, but the main line pipe connecting 
to the existing system to that subdivision or to a tank or to a 
pump, whatever. He further feels that it is unjust to make the 
current users pay for this expansion since the expansion is not 
required because of their use, but rather because of new units. 


Leo Pessini, Jr. requested to see copies of the laws or by-laws 
which allow monies to be made without Town Meeting approval. 
There was no answer to this question. 


Chairman Bartolini then asked how the $400 figure was arrived at. 


Comm. Valcour: Walter Amory took the growth rate over 10 
years, figured the result of expansion costs and divided that 
cost by the number of new customers and came out with $400. 


Mr. Federico: asked where the $400 goes, whether or not we are 
saving for a new pump, a new pumping station, a new 
transmission line, or whatever. 


Sel. O'Connell: asked if there was any surplus to be saved or 
set aside. 


Town Counsel Busconi said that there was an estimated $3,000 
for this fiscal year. 


Comm. Phaneuf: indicated that this system was self-supporting 
and that it was limited to a 2% surplus overcosts. 


An unnamed citizen felt that established a dangerous 

precedent for other departments to charge demand fees for the 
occupancy of new homes such as highway or schools or police or 
fire since the expansion of certain subdivisions or addition 
of new homes might reguire the hiring of more teachers, 
another school or something of this sort. 
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Another citizen indicated that he didn't feel that it was an 
issue of legality or illegality. However, he felt it would be 
fair to charge all new users, to do the same thing the Telephone 
Company does - charge $35 or $40 depending on simply turning 

on the system, even if the system is already there and you are 
moving into an existing house. 


Sel. O'Connell: requested that the Water Commissioners look into 
the suggestion of a hookup charge, a user charge, a connection 
charge similar to the charge made by the Telephone Company. 


Comm. Valcour: indicated that he would look into this. He would 
look into a better explanation of the demand charge,look into the 
possibility of renaming it, something other than "demand" and 

look into what other towns do and the actual fiscal basis for this 
charge. 


Ch. Bartolini summarized his feeling of the meeting stating that 
he felt that these people objected to the $400 charge as an 
excessively expensive cost and a discriminatory cost. No 

people present seem to object to a charge for a hookup of a 
system, but rather for the Commission's decision to only charge 
certain new residents and not others and therefore the resultant 
high charge since all new residents were not assessed. 


An unnamed citizen then asked whether or not the funds were 
needed for balancing the cost of the Water Dept. could be gained 
through increased rates. 


Comm. Phaneuf said that this was discriminatory asking people 
who have used the system for a number of years to finance 
expansion that they were not causing. 


Ch. Bartolini then asked if the Commissioners would research the 
matter and then call a public hearing with all of these citizens 
present. 


Commissioners indicated that they would.

Commissioners indicated they knew 
nothing of the problem and would check with their office 
staff and suggested that the Admin. Asst. send 
correspondence directly to the Commissioners in this 
matter. 


Two jurors were then chosen for the Traverse Jury in Worcester 
in May: Frank J. Polagruto, 4 Atwood Street and Albert H. 
Drake, 55 Southville Road.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


— Tuesday, May 9, 1978 


Present: Selectman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr., 
Sel. Donna L. McDaniel, Administrative Assistant John A. 
Lundblad, members of the press. 


Sel. O'Connell moved that Thomas W. McAuliffe be elected 
Chairman for the next year. Sel. McDaniel seconded this motion 
and Thomas W. McAuliffe was unanimously VOTED as Chairman of the 
Southborough Board of Selectmen. 


Board of Selectmen moved outdoors to the Fayville Playground to view 

a demonstration by Officer Ronald Allan of the Westborough Police 
Department and his dog. Also present were ten citizens, Officer 
Richard Waller of the Southborough Police Department, and Southborough 
Police Chief Francis J. Mattioli. 


8:10 p.m. Selectmen returned to the meeting room on the second floor, 
Fayville Village Hall, and met with Officer Waller, Chief 
Mattioli and Police Officer Allan from Westborough, four 
members of the Southborough Auxiliary, six other citizens and members 
of the press. Officer Waller handed the Board of Selectmen a report 
demonstrating that the total cost for the first year of the Police 
Dog Program would be assumed by donations from various businessmen 
and interested citizens. Officer Waller requested that the Board of 
Selectmen allow him to have a one year experiment to prove that a 
police dog would be worthwhile for the Southborough Police Department. 
Sel. O'Connell asked if there would be any costs such as training, 
housing, food or registration. Officer Waller said there would be 
no cost the first year. In subsequent years there would be no 
additional training. Sel. O'Connell questioned the cost of 
insurance. Westborough Officer Allan stated that it was included on 
the Police policy without a rider. The dog was considered a member 
of the Department. Chief Mattioli confirmed this as he had discussed 
it with Chief Harry F. Shepherd. The total second year cost for 
programs such as this would be $600. 


Sel. McDaniel asked how this situation would work in regard to 
overtime and recall. Westborough Officer Allan indicated that the 
Chief and he had agreed to a flexible system whereby he worked a 
swing shift from 6 to 2 and if called back at other times, he would 
just work the overtime and not get the callback as dictated in the 
Police Contract for the Town. He generally takes his overtime 
callback relating to this dog in compensatorytime. Officer Waller 
indicated that he is now on the swing shift (confirmed by the Chief). 
He would agree to stay on the swing shift and work out "some 
arrangement with the Chief outside of the contract". Sel. McDaniel 
asked how long this dog had been used in Westborough and what sort of 
activities it was involved in. 
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The dog has been used since June 1976 to the present and has been 
involved in 27 arrests ranging from robbery, breaking and entering, 
auto theft, following fleeing suspects and occasionally in 
disturbing-the-peace type activities. The dog has never had a 
problem in court and has always been viewed as an expert witness. 
The animal is recertified annually with the court. 


Sel. O'Connell then summarized the meeting and stated that 
contributions were present for one year of the operation of this 
program, that if the program were proven and retained by the 
Board of Selectmen, the total annual cost would not exceed $600. 
The patrolman who is in charge of the dog would not be paid any 


additional stipend or reward for being the "Dog Officer". The 
insurance cost is negligible. An additional car was not needed 
Since one of the backup vehicles could be used. If, in fact, an 


additional car was needed in the future, it certainly could be one 
of the old vehicles that would not be traded in. Selectmen 
instructed the Administrative Assistant to draft correspondence 

to the Advisory Committee forwarding data to them relating this 
issue and to report the feedback. Officer Waller indicated that the 
total cost of this animal, including purchase, training, and 
equipment is between $2,000 and $4,000 and this all is being 
donated. Ch. McAuliffe asked the opinion of the Chief. Chief 
Mattioli recommended in favor. 


Sel. O'Connell moved that the Board of Selectmen proceed 
instituting this program upon the review of the Advisory Committee 
so that they would have the opportunity to commence. Motion was 
seconded by Sel. McDaniel and APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of 
the Board of Selectmen. 


Sel. O'Connell requested that the Town Counsel be utilized to 
draft an Agreement between Officer Waller and the Town excluding 
the Dog Officer callback in the Collective Bargaining Contract. 


8:30 p.m. Selectmen opened Liquor License Hearing on application 
of Joseph F. Prior, Jr. and Roger K. Poole, Jr. d/b/a 
Fitzgerald's Wine Cellar for a Retail Package Goods 

Store/Wines and Malt Beverages License for 110 Southville Road. 

This Hearing was recessed immediately to consider an 8:15 p.m. 

appointment which had not yet been held. Messrs. Prior and Poole 

had no objections. 


8:30 p.m. Board of Selectmen met with Brent Trottier, Paul 
Henderson and Fred Quinn of the Historical Commission 
to award the printing of the Town History. Ch. 
McAuliffe read a letter of recommendation presented with a Summary 
of Bids The letter noted that the J. G. Laplante Company was 
received late. The Town Counsel, after reviewing it, listening 
to the tape, reviewing the case law and General Laws, and reviewing 
the specifications, ruled that this bid was improper. Town 
Counsel indicated that he spoke to the Chief Attorney in the Labor 
and Industries Department who confirmed his interpretation that this 
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was, in fact, an improper bid and must be thrown out, that the bids 
were opened by the Board of Selectmen on time and that the low bidder 
arrived later than that time and therefore could not be considered. 
The next low bidder must, therefore be considered, and that low 
bidder is Heffernan Press of Worcester, Massachusetts. 


Therefore, subject to a transfer from the Reserve Fund, the Board 

of Selectmen moved that the Heffernan Press of Worcester be awarded 
the contract for the printing of the Town History. Ch. McAuliffe 
stated that this bid was $8,900. Again, this bid, moved by Sel. 
O'Connell, seconded by Sel. McDaniel, APPROVED by an unanimous voice 
VOTE of the Board of Selectmen, is subject to a transfer from the 
Advisory Committee. It should be noted that the correspondence from 
the Historical Commission and the discussion noted that the selling 
price of the book is $10 and therefore $7,500 could be brought into 
the Town Treasury for this purpose. The $1,400 needed for the 
transfer would be the only cost to the Town for the printing of this 
history when all books were sold. Ch. McAuliffe asked Mr. Henderson 
how many times this has been bid. He indicated that this was the 
second attempt to bid it. The Selectmen informed the Town Counsel 
to notify the J. G. Laplante Company of the discussion concerning 
the low bidder. 


8:42 p.m. Chairman McAuliffe reopened the Liquor License Hearing, 
to the Board of Selectmen acting as the Licensing Authority 
9:00 p.m. for the Town of Southborough, on the application of 
Joseph F. Prior, Jr. and Roger K. Poole, Jr. d/b/a 
Fitzgerald's Wine Cellar for a Retail Package Goods 
Store/Wines and Malt Beverages License, located at 110 Southville 
Road. Ch. McAuliffe read aloud the Legal Ad as it appeared in the 
WORCESTER TELEGRAM of April 28, 1978. Ch. McAuliffe asked Town 
Counsel Busconi if he had reviewed this application. Town Counsel 
Busconi indicated in the affirmative. Town Counsel Busconi stated 
that proof of ownership must be furnished, that there are four 
owners of this building and two licensees. Therefore, they must 
either have a License or Tenancy at Will Agreement from the four 
to the two or all four names must be on the License if all four agree 
to become members of the partnership. Still outstanding is an 
affidavit verifying that the abutters notified were in fact the only 
abutters to this property. Sel. O'Connell asked if the License were 
issued, would the building be fixed up while alterations would be 
made. Mr. Poole indicated that the basement would have a concrete 
floor. Egresses would have to be added according to the Building 
Code. The heating, wiring and plumbing and structural building 
codes would all have to be met. Additional land would have to 
be acquired for parking. All of this would be dealt with on the 
Site Plan. However, prior to seeking that approval the petitioners 
ra request favorable action on the Liquor License. Sel. O'Connell 
asked where the nearest license was. Mr. Poole indicated that it 
was Ralph's Package Store at the intersection of Woodbury and 
Southville Roads. Mr. Poole indicated that there were five licenses 
offering package goods on the north side of Route 9 and only one 
on the south side. He would therefore request that a fairer 
distribution could be accomplished by a favorable action on this 
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license. Sel. McDaniel asked the hours of operation. Mr. Prior 
indicated that the current store is open from noon to 5:30 p.m. 

on weekends only during the Winter and during the Summertime it 
will be open regularly from noon to five every day, that the 

hours of the furniture store will not change. There will be no 
access between the two floors and each unit will be self-contained 
with their own personnel working in each area. Sel. McDaniel 
asked if there would be any relationship between the hours of the 
store. Mr. Poole indicated there would not be any relationship 
between the store and that the wines and malt beverages store 
would probably be open in the evenings, perhaps from 8 a.m. to 

11 p.m. Ch. McAuliffe asked if there were any comments from the 
abutters present. No response was heard from the audience. Sel. 
O'Connell saw no great objection to the License, subject to the 
acquisition of land and Site Plan approval, and of course the 

two issues mentioned by the Town Counsel, then this should be 
approved. In deference to Sel. McDaniel who was at her first meeting, 
he felt that a week should be offered to her to review this matter, 
to think about it prior to calling for her vote. Sel. McDaniel 
asked Mr. Poole if one week's delay would matter. He indicated 

it would not. Chairman McAuliffe asked if there were any comments 
from the audience. There were none. 


Sel. O'Connell moved that the matter be taken under advisement. 
Motion was seconded by Sel. McDaniel, and APPROVED by unanimous 
voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. 


9:01 p.m. Site Plan Hearing for Wellesley Motor Coach. 
to Attorney Kenneth May present; Architect Hunt; Owner 
9:30 p.m. Mr. Belleau; Water Commissioner Henry Valcour and 


Peggy Donath of the Planning Board. Attorney May 

gave a brief presentation stating that the building 
for the Wellesley Motor Coach would be located in Framingham 
and the parking and driveways would be in Southborough; all 
drainage would be toward Framingham, all underground subsurface 
drains are located even those located in Southborough drain into 
Framingham because of the lay of the land, but the water service 
would come from Southborough if possible. Mr. Valcour stated 
that the covenant with the MDC prohibits the sale of water 
outside the Town. However, Ch. McAuliffe indicated that Town 
Counsel could review this matter with Commissioner Valcour. 
If necessary, the Wellesley Motor Coach Company would be willing 
to run the pipe to a box in Southborough where a meter could be 
placed and the restriction could be adhered to. Wellesley Motor 
Coach indicated they would like Southborough water, but would 
prefer not to hold up the entire Site Plan process because of that. 
Sel. O'Connell noted that the dimension of the parking spaces 
were slightly undersized. However, he felt that this could be 
easily rectified by the applicant. He further requested that 
Highway Supt. John Boland review the drainage and act upon the 
same. Attorney Kenneth May gave a brief presentation regarding 
the usage of the building. Half of the office space would be 
found on the Southborough side of the building although in 
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Framingham, and that the garage would have a six-day service area, 
school buses and vehicles. Although Wellesley Motor Coach had 
preferred to locate in Southborough, for a number of reasons; their 
DPU address is in Framingham and it would require a lengthy 
application before that Utility Commission to move the Town and 
County of their legal location. Mrs. Donath of the Planning Board 
questioned the frontage and the parking. After reviewing this 
with Mr. May, she concluded that they were adequate. Town Counsel 
Busconi noted that we could only consider usages within the Town 

of Southborough and could not in fact make requirements for parking 
or of the services of buildings which are not in the jurisdiction 
of the Town. Mr. May asked whether or not the Board of Selectmen 
has received a request from the owners of Rhode Island Avenue to 
eliminate this so-called paper street, that it would be necessary 
to eliminate this for the closing of the purchase and sale 
agreement. The petitioner had asked to rescind the paper street. 
Mrs. Donath indicated that the Planning Board had received a 
request and unanimously approved that request to amend the sub- 
division to move that street. This plan has been filed with the 
Town Clerk. 


Sel. O'Connell moved to accept the Site Plan pending the review of 
the Town Counsel concerning the water supply, the approval of the 
Site Plan pending the designation of 10' x 20' parking spaces, 

and the review by Highway Supt. John Boland concerning the parking 
lot drainage. Seconded by Sel. McDaniel and APPROVED by a 
unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. 


Selectmen then AGREED to file a statement with the Department of 
Public Health concerning the upgrading of CPR Law. 


Selectmen discussed with Town Counsel Busconi "Bare Tracts 
Subdivision" (Southborough Farms Subdivision) noting that Section I 
has not been completed and therefore requests for Permits from 
Section II cannot be considered and suggested that the Board notify 
the Planning Board and convene a meeting with Town Counsel to move 
this through as expeditiously as possible. 


Selectmen then considered the possibility of appointing members to 
the Youth Commission and requested the Administrative Assistant 

to look into the number of members allowed and the age distribution 
of those members. 


Selectmen considered correspondence from Building Inspector Edgar 
A. Phaneuf, Jr. resigning as Building Inspector dated May 2, 1978. 
Selectmen requested the Administrative Assistant to discuss this 
matter with Mr. Phaneuf and to report back to the Board of 
Selectmen reasonable options for either upgrading Mr. Phaneuf's 
position or finding a qualified inspector. 


Selectmen APPROVED the sign for the Southborough Plant Sale. 
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Sel. O'Connell moved that Town Counsel F. A. Busconi be 
reappointed for another year. Sel. McDaniel seconded this 
Motion, and it was VOTED by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board 
of Selectmen. 


Selectmen instructed the Administrative Assistant to make a 
determination with the Committee as to the Open House for the 
Town Hall. It was hoped that this could coincide with the 
Memorial Day Parade. 


Sel. McDaniel asked about the appointment to the Southborough 
Police Department. Sel. O'Connell indicated that he would like 
to see the appointment from within if there is a qualified 
applicant in-house. He would prefer to give consideration to 
those Reserves and Auxiliaries who have demonstrated their 
ability to work well within the Department and their ability to 
serve as a Regular Officer. Then, if the Board can agree upon 
an applicant and the Chief of Police concurs, he would prefer to 
see the appointment made in this manner. If no qualified 
applicants are found utilizing this system, then the system 
utilized in the past, as detailed in the Board of Selectmen's 
Procedure Manual, should be adhered to. 


Sel. McDaniel asked if any vacancies were in existence in the 
Industrial Development Commission. Administrative Assistant 
indicated thatere were no vacancies. However, Mr. George N. 
Thibeault, a member for a number of years has not been an active 
member and therefore, perhaps could be asked to resign. 


Ch. McAuliffe suggested that Sel. McDaniel be appointed as the 
Board's representative to the Citizens' Planning Committee. It 
was an unanimous AGREEMENT upon that decision. 


Selectmen met with Town Counsel Busconi concerning the Clark 
Case. Town Counsel indicated that the Planning Board has 
approved the terms in principle and is awaiting the drafting of 
the document. The Clark case relates to the Grasslands Sub- 
division dating back to 1967. This case would eliminate five 
pending lawsuits against the Town. 


Maureen Maguire, Reporter for the Worcester Telegram & Gazette 

and a resident of 9 Winchester Street, Southborough, MA questioned 
the award of the printing of the Town History to Heffernan Press 
since it was her recollection that no sample was supplied by 
Heffernan Press and were therefore technically not adhering to 

the specifications. In reviewing this matter, the Board 
concurred. Sel. O'Connell moved to reconsider the award, 

seconded by Sel. McDaniel and APPROVED by unanimous voice 

VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. Selectmen instructed the 
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Administrative Assistant to notify the Historical Commission and all 
of the bidders and the Town Counsel, then moved to reject all bids 
for the printing of the History of Southborough, Massachusetts, as 
soon as possible. This was seconded by Sel. McDaniel and APPROVED 
by an unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


May 16, 1978 


Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr., 
Sel. Donna McDaniel, Admin. Asst. John A. Lundblad. 


7:30 p.m. Chairman McAuliffe reconvened the Beer & Wine Package 
Goods Liquor License Request for Joseph Prior and 
Roger Poole, dba Fitzgerald's Wine Cellar. Forty five 
citizens were present. Chairman McAuliffe read the 
affidavit aloud and the Lease Agreement, the two issues required 
after the hearing on May 9th, 1978. Sel. O'Connell asked if all 
documents, formalities and requirements had been complied with. 
Admin. Asst. Lundblad responded in the affirmative. 


Sel. O'Connell then asked Messrs. Prior and Poole the status of 
the outside grounds of the site. Mr. Poole indicated that he had 
spent all morning and afternoon cleaning it up, which was 
accomplished by three o'clock today. Second, Mr. O'Connell 
questioned the back of the building and the base of the | 
foundation. He asked what plans would be made for the 
restoration and reconstruction of the building. Mr. Poole 
answered that the foundation would be razed, levelled and cleared 
with a new foundation in place in the rear and that all of this 
would be done before a Site Plan Hearing would be held regarding 
parking and other similar requirements. Sel. O'Connell then 
questioned the use of the building itself. Mr. Poole indicated 
that the basement is now unusable, that floors one and two are 
structurally sound according to the Building Inspector and that 
the basement will not have any direct access to the first or 
second floors. The actual location of the basement windows, 
doors, signs, lights, etc. will await the decisions of the 
Building Inspector regarding certain fire and safety codes. There 
is no means of egress at this time, however, there will have to 
be prior to the opening of the building. Sel. O'Connell 
questioned the exterior of the building. Mr. Poole indicated 
that since October 1 of the previous year, they had begun to 
weather proof the outside with tar paper, redo the roof with 
aluminum sheets. They hope to reclabboard the building, probably 
after the Beer and Wine License is approved and some additional 
funds are coming in. 


Sel. McDaniel then questioned Messrs. Prior and Poole on the 
problems of vandalism and loitering. Mr. Poole indicated that 
they have had no problems since they took over the operation. 
They had anticipated problems on last Halloween, stayed in the 
building the entire evening, but no problems developed. Sel. 
McDaniel questioned the petitioners regarding public drinking in 
the immediate area. Mr. Poole indicated that the license request 
is primarily for a wine and cheese shop, a small convenience 
store not for a package store. They were not seeking out 
teenagers to support their business; in fact they felt that this 
would hurt their business in the long run. Chairman McAuliffe 
then opened the meeting to the public to hear proponents and 
opponents. 
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Frank Wood indicated that a half mile up the road is another 
beer and wine licesee and that at lunchtime the combination 
of these two operations would attract a lot of people to 
Cordaville to buy beer and have their lunch in the parking 
lot and along the streets of Cordaville. He saw no reason 
why another license is needed. There is a large open area 
around the building, a big parking lot and this would 
encourage people to buy their alcohol there and to sit and 
drink in the parking lot at noontime. 


Ronald Nelson stated that this license request was for a beer, 
wine and cheese shop and not for an establishment that would 
permit drinking on the grounds or inside the building. He 
asked for a clarification. Chairman McAuliffe stated that 
the license was for packaged goods only and not a pouring 
license. Mr. Nelson stated that in his opinion a package 
store license was worse than a pouring license, especially 
with a large parking lot to encourage people to sit and drink 
on the premises. Chairman McAuliffe noted that that activity 
is unlawful and that the beverages cannot be consumed on 

the premises including the parking lot. 


Louis Hoisington commented that the current public drinking 
law is not properly enforced and that the introduction of yet 
another liquor outlet would merely aggravate the serious 
problem that already existed. 


Mr. William Clark stated that he felt there was a provision 
in the deed on the sale of liquor on the site. Mr. Poole 
indicated there was not. Second, Mr. Clark expressed his 
concern about the traveling public stopping at this location 
for purchase of beer and wine and consuming same in the 
parking lot. 


Mrs. Eleanor MacLaughlin questioned what the hours would be. 
Mr. Poole indicated that there would not be an all day 
operation, but at this point they envisioned it opening at 
ten or eleven in the morning until eight o'clock at night. 


Harold Little commented that this store location is a school 
bus stop and that his children get on the bus there. dHe 
would be gravely concerned if this location developed into a 
spot where people were consuming alcohol during the day while 
the children were waiting for their school bus. 


Mrs. Mitchell presented a petition with fifty or so names in 
opposition to the request. 


Ralph Parsons identified himself as the licensee of 

Ralph's Package Store approximately a half a mile away. Mr. 
Clark corrected Mr. Parsons and stated that it was much closer 
to a fifth of a mile. Mr. Parsons was in opposition to this 
license stating that there simply was not enough business in 
the area to support one, let alone, two licensed establishments. 
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Mr. Ed Ostrander stated that he knew both petitioners well, 
felt that they were men of good moral standing and would 
supervise the site if requested. 


Mr. Frank Landry spoke in favor of the petitioners stating that 
they were neighbors and friends, felt that they had done a good 
job in upgrading Fitzgerald's Store. He they asked the 

Selectmen what the procedures were and the criterior were for 
licensure. Sel. O'Connell indicated that the Board would 

review the pros and cons and that the decision is a 

discretionary one that the Board may issue if they wish, but they 
do not have to issue. 


Andrew Whitney spoke in favor of the petitioners stating that they 
were good, honest people. If there was a problem it seemed to 

be with the location, not with the law or character of the 
individuals. The license was in fact available and it would be 
just a matter of time before someone else sought that license, 
someone in the Town. 


Brian Butler stated that he didn't feel that the neighborhood 
would fall apart with the introduction of this establishment and 
that there was already an establishment a fifth of a mile up 

the road. In his opinion competition was good. 


David Kimball concurred with Mr. Butler's comments stating 
that competition was healthy and he was certain that Mr. Poole 
would be effective in handling any loiterers on his site. 


Thomas Grady asked if this was a new license or a license that 
was previously allotted to another location. Chairman 

McAuliffe stated that it was an old license which was not renewed. 
Mr. Grady stated that he knew both petitioners, felt that they 
were good people and that the issue should not be an emotional 
one, Or a moral issue. The decision should be based upon fact. 


Sel. O'Connell then offered the following comment. He was 
concerned about the petition signed by fifty people, noted that 
some people did favor the petition and the petitioners, but he 
was concerned about the proximity of this license to the other 
license in the neighborhood. The positive side if this use is 
permitted is that the people are in favor of it, some people; 
the property is zoned for business and it is an opportunity to 
improve the building and site and finally the general reputation 
of the petitioners is not in question. He would, therefore, 
Support closing debate at this time. : 


Sel. McDaniel questioned whether a license could be withdrawn 
for problems such as littering. Town Counsel Busconi indicated 
that the license could be removed for serious matters such as 
drinking on the premises, but not for matters such as littering. 
He indicated that even with drinking on the premises normally 
it would have to be for repeated violations and flagrant 
problems. Sel. McDaniel stated that, however, they could still 
be brought in for public pressure and public hearings. 
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sel. O'Connell questioned whether the reissuance of the 
license on an annual basis is scrupulously reviewed to 
ensure conformity with conditions. Town Counsel Busconi 
indicated in the negative, noting that the ABCC does not 
permit the expansion or amendment of licenses on the annual 
renewal forms. 


Sel. McDaniel noted that economics are not the concern of 

this Board, that the decision should not be predicated upon how 
many businesses are located in the area, whether they compete 
Or can survive. She indicated that she will vote in favor 

of the petition for the following reasons: 1. It's ina 
business zone; 2. It's a permitted use; 3. The problems 

that might exist are found with these types of activities and 
not the licensees; therefore, the people should not be 


penalized; 4. The issuance of this license and the sub- 
sequent Site Plan approval will give the Town better control 
over the site; 5. The individuals in question, the petitioners, 


have turned a tough property into an asset for the entire 
neighborhood and that the further diversification and 
improvement of this retail site will, in the long run, benefit 
the Town and the neighborhood; 6. That if any problems develop 
regarding public drinking, that those problems are the Town's 
as well as the individual licensee's and that joint monitoring 
and enforcement is necessary. 


Chairman McAuliffe spoke in favor of the petition. First, the 
record of the existing license holders throughout Town is 
excellent, very few licenses of this type having any 

problems; second, he stated that he personally knew both men, 
he personally knows the area very well and the opponents and 
supporters. He feels that these two gentlemen will do an 
excellent job in complying with any restrictions imposed by 
the Board. 


Helen Hayes objected to statements of support by the Selectmen 
stating that it didn't matter how many people were opposed to 
it, that the people did not have any say. She stated that the 
area is a tough area, the kids are terrible, we certainly don't 
need another negative influence like this in the area. 


Paul Brefka recommended that certain promises should be made 
and guarantees received regarding the site development if the 
operation were to succeed. Chairman McAuliffe stated that he 
would vote to grant the license subject to issuance of all 
necessary permits, the issuance of the Site Plan and assured 
the residents that the license would not leave the office of 
the Board of Selectmen until all work on the building and the 
site is completed to the satisfaction of the Selectmen. Mr. 
Brefka of the Planning Board asked if the Board had any 
information regarding activities on the other side of the 
tracks on the so-called Cordaville Woolen Mill site. Chairman 
McAuliffe noted that the outstanding bill of $12,600 has been 
paid to the Newton-Waltham Bay Bank and it was presumed that 
the site is being marketed for sale. 
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Frank Wood then questioned whether Mr. Busconi said that the 
Selectmen could sign the license and not release it. Mr. 
Busconi noted that the Chairman had used the wrong words, but 
that in essence what he was stating could be accomplished, that 
the license would be granted subject to certain conditions and 
would not be released physically until those conditions had been 
met. Mr. Wood went on to say that he respected Roger Poole; he 
has known him for many years and does not oppose Mr. Poole's 
venture, but rather just the location and type of business in 
question. 


James Cappello of the ZBA then noted for the record that the 
Corner Store on Highland and Parkerville Road had sought a 
variance for a beer and wine license a number of years ago and 
was denied since it was a non-conforming use and too close to 
a church. Chairman McAuliffe noted that the zoning categories 
were different for these two operations. 


Sel. McDaniel supported that statement by the Chairman noting 
that the Corner Store request was for a variance ina 
residential zone and that there is no question of zoning 
regarding the license for the Fitzgerald's Wine Cellar. Sel. 
McDaniel then spoke in support of the request based upon the 
following conditions: 1. approval of a plan; 2. the 
acquisition of land for parking; 3. the approval of a detailed 
Site plan. 


Mr. Hoisington then questioned whether all people present were 
abutters or citizens. Chairman McAuliffe noted that the abutters 
were notified, but any citizen has the right to comment. 


William Clark questioned Sel. McDaniel's conditions stating 
that the petitioners now had to only submit and gain approval 
of a Site Plan. Chairman McAuliffe clarified saying that the 
work would have to be completed as per the three requirements 
above including construction. Mr. Clark asked if that included 
the construction on the building; Chairman McAuliffe indicated 
in the affirmative. 


Marie Chicoine stated that she was the owner of the building 
where Ralph's Package Store was located and was the previous 
licensee in that location. In her opinion, there was not enough 
business to warrant a second license in the area. There has 
been no great expansion of the population in this area and that 
the issuance of the second license will mean that one of the 

two will mean that one of the two will not succeed. 


Mr. Nelson asked if Mr. Poole and Mr. Prior could acquire 
additional land for parking. Mr. Poole indicated that they would 
try. Chairman McAuliffe noted that that would have to be 
accomplished prior to the issuance of the license. 


An unnamed citizen asked whether the gas pumps would be removed. 
Mr. Poole indicated that he would have to check with the Town 
since they are technically within the taking of the road. 
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Sel. McDaniel (then speaking to the audience) stated that the 
Selectmen do care about the imput of the people and have 

heard what the people say and have heard their opposition and of 
support. Certainly Mr. Prior and Mr. Poole have also heard the 
opposition in the neighborhood and will be sensitive to 
complying with the requirements placed on the license by this 
Board. However, she felt that these two men could not be 
condemned because of problems in other towns or in other times 
licenses like these. Sel. O'Connell then moved to approve the 
license with the following conditions: 1. that approval of the 
interior and exterior reconstruction of the building and the 
grounds be completed prior to the issuance of the license; 

2. that the acquisition of additional land necessary to comply 
with the Site Plan and zoning by-laws be accomplished prior to 
the issuance of the license; and 3. that a Site Plan be approved 
and that all outside site work be completed prior to the 
issuance of this license, seconded by Sel. McDaniel and APPROVED 
by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. This Hearing 
adjourned at 9:00 p.m. 


9:00 p.m. The Selectmen held the Hearing which was scheduled 
for 8:15 p.m. with the Board of Health, all three 
members present: Philip Mauch, John Bartolini, 
Timothy Stone, M.D.; members of the Industrial 

Development Commission: Chairman Russell Millholland and members 

Charles Aspesi, Edward Murphy, Jr.; Advisory Committee: Chairman 

George McClelland, members Ann Dockstader, Sherman Ball, 

William Pires, Philip Jenks; Planning Board: Paul e Brefka, 

and member Patricia Capone; Board of Assessors: Charles Johnson 

and Arthur Sisson; Ralph De Norscia; Town Counsel Frederick 

Busconi; Roger Capone. This meeting was held to discuss 

Industrial Development options for the Town of Southborough. 


Sel. McDaniel: One of the critical issues raised during her 
travels around Town prior to her election was the Industrial 
Development potential of the Town. | 


Mr. Brefka indicated that the Industrial Park presently 
does not provide a great deal of expansion. We should look at 
some of its problems; such as sewering and access. If we are 
not willing to speak to those problems, then we should look 

for more industrial land and perhaps rezone that for some other 
use. At the present time we do not have much to offer. Our 
choices are simply to try and make some difficult sites work for 
underutilized uses. Chairman Philip Mauch noted that the 
Industrial Development of Southborough is a tough job, that 

we should be careful in describing and defining industries 

that we want. In his opinion, sewerage is ten to fifteen 

years away. Regarding Data General, he felt that the Town 

was lucky to have Data General there, lucky to have a 
Corporation that was willing to put significant investment 

into the sewer hook-up to Westborough. 
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sel. O'Connell asked if the Town should encourage business uses 
with little or no water or sewerage problems. Mr. Mauch 
indicated that that could be an attractive alternative; however, 
the wholesale and warehouse uses were low tax yield uses. Mr. 
Millholland felt that the IDC's role is as spokesman for the Town 
to private industry. The first point of contact all the way to 
the occupancy permit issued by the Building Inspector when the 
structure was done. He felt that the response should be 
positive, that an initial inquiry sheet can be prepared and 
available for people to fill out and refer back to the IDC. 

The second issue he felt should be examined is sewerage. As an 
IDC member he favored sewerage, felt that the Selectmen should 
take some action to try and convene a meeting and to work on 
this. At this time he felt that there were severe restrictions 
on any sewerage expansion and little or no progress was being 
made. He felt that the Town should be willing to expend money 
to expand its tax base and not to merely hope that industry will 
come in and repeat Data General's example. He asked the 
Selectmen to give him one year to rebuild the IDC and to find 
out what other IDC's do and what the Town has to offer. The 

IDC in Southborough is working at a great disadvantage and will 
take a lot of selling to try and attract industries to this 
town. Mr. Millholland felt that the IDC needs to conduct an 
inventory, needs to talk with businessmen and town officials and 
perhaps even consider some rezoning articles. 


Mr. McClelland supported the presentation given by Mr. Millholland. 
He asked whether the IDC hoped to focus on a full coordinating 
process from the initial inquiries of the final permit. Hopefully, 
if they did they would be looking at the possibility of combining 
some of the hearing procedures and the permit procedures. Mr. 
McClelland offered his impressions of the Industrial Park and 
hoped that the buildings that would go in would support light, 
industrial and professional services. He personally felt that 
that would be to the best advantage of the Town which would, 

he felt, maximize the land use and increase the quality of tenants 
of the Town. He also supported the previous statements regarding 
the fact the Town should consider investing money in order to 
widen the tax base in the future. 


Chairman McAuliffe felt that one of the primary stumbling blocks 
the previous IDC had been that the members lacked detailed 
information on available land. Mr. Millholland concurred and felt 
that this would be one of the top priorities of the IDC. He 

hoped that when industries do seek out the Town, he would have a 
road map both on how to get to Southborough and how to get 

through the development process. 


Mr. Sisson felt that the Town has a lot to offer industry; 
transportation network, attractive locations should attract 
national sales companies especially with the location of Data 
General and Western Electric and Commonwealth Gas. He felt that 
the Town should try to open communications with these major 
taxpayers and other smaller ones. 
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Mr. Sisson felt that the sewerage options for the Town could 
be selective and would prefer to see a major office 
development instead of a warehouse development. 


Ann Dockstader felt that we should look at the whole question 
of development and try to measure the total cost of 
development, whether it be industrial, warehouse, commercial 
or office; try to measure what light industry would demand in 
services and what it would pay. Mr. Millholland felt that 
new industries to the Town will always demand services; 
however, the Industrial Development Commission would try to 
do an economic analysis of the impact of this demand on the 
Town in comparison to the projected tax bill. Mr. Murphy 
indicated that the Citizens Planning Committee is working 
closely with the IDC to try and have certain business 
oriented questions in the questionnaire. 


Chairman McAuliffe asked if there was anything the Selectmen 
could do to try and overcome part-time status of the IDC. 

Mr. Millholland indicated that hopefully the form would help, 
that he would be seeking information about available land, 
zoning questions, etc. from the Administrative Assistant. 


Mr. Brefka again questioned what was the scope of the IDC, 
whether they would limit themselves to industry or whether 
they would also encourage commercial and office development. 
Mr. Millholland and Mr. Murphy indicated that they were 
looking for new development which would result in an in-flow 
of revenue to the Town. Mr. Aspesi indicated that they 
would contact landowners and honor their wishes regarding 
the sale and disposition of their properties. 


Mr. Brefka stated that the Business and Industrial 

Developers first go to existing businessmen and industrialists 
in Town to get an opinion of the Town. He felt that it was 

at this stage the Town gets poor references. Hopefully, 

the IDC could work to improve that image. Mr. Aspesi 

indicated that the IDC would be talking to local industries and 
to try and get back to the various boards with problems that 
each of these industries has experienced. 


Sel. O'Connell stated that the Selectmen are trying to 
improve the channels of communication between the Selectmen's 
Office and various boards and various industries. He felt 
that the IDC could be a key committee in carrying out these 
open communication channels. 


Sel. McDaniel stated that the IDC's name bothered her more than 
anything else at this point. She would like to see them as 

the coordinator of the permit process. She would like to see 
them as a commercial and development arm. She also requested 
information regarding the soil survey being conducted by the 
Soil Conservation Service. She felt that for sewerage to go 
through it would take a significant investment and she was not 
certain that the investment would be justified by the 
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increased development. She would like to see figures on that 
issue. She would also like to see figures and data on which 
way the Town should go to sewer Route 9; whether to the MDC 
in Framingham or to Shrewsbury-Westboro. 


She was glad to hear Mr. Mauch say that some uses could go 
into the Park as it is now with minimal water demands. 


Mr. Mauch stated that Data General had initially started out 
with a small facility using only eight to ten thousands 

gallons per day. However, subsequent development and change 

of use within the existing structures drove their volume up 

to 30,000 gallons per day. He felt that two to four 

thousand gallon per day operations could work very well in this 
Park, but major developments like Data General and Commonwealth 
Gas have had problems that demand rebuilding of systems from 
time to time. 


Upon recommendation of the IDC Chairman Russell Millholland, 
Sel. McDaniel moved that Ralph De Norscia be appointed to 

the IDC to fill the vacancy created by the resignation of 
Ronald Edgren, term ending in 1982, seconded by Sel. O'Connell 
and APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. 


Timothy Stone, M.D. of the Board of Health questioned whether 
the IDC and the Planning Board should look into the strip 
zones along the south side of Route 9, the possibility of 
deepening these zones to encourage quality development instead 
of small scale shopping centers. He felt that zone if 
strengthened with proper setbacks and buffers could be an 
ideal location for development. This meeting adjourned at 
10:06 p.m. 


The Selectmen recessed until 10:12 p.m. 


10:12 p.m. The Selectmen met with the Advisory Committee. 


11:08 p.m. First issue discussed was the Police dog. Chairman 
McAuliffe gave a brief presentation regarding the 
pros and cons of Officer Waller's suggestion that 
the Selectmen allow a police dog to be added to the 

Police force on a one year experimental basis at no cost to the 

Town. Sherman Ball questioned what would happen if Mr. Waller 

left the force. Sel. O'Connell noted that the dog belongs to 

Mr. Waller; he is the only person trained to work with it. If 

Mr. Waller left, the dog would leave too, he assumed. Westboro 

has a similar situation and when this question was asked, the 

same answer was received. Mr. Jenks questioned whether this 
would cost additional money because of call-back for the use of 
the dog. Sel. O'Connell noted that this could be worked out in 
the contract. He felt that the arrangement in Westboro where 
the person received compensary time, would also be the situation 
in Southborough. This also has been agreed to by the Chief and 
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Officer Waller on an informal basis. Mr. Ball asked if 
consideration had been made for replacement cost over six or 

seven years. Mr. McClelland asked if there was a consideration 

of creating a K-9 officer with resultant increases in pay for 

this special designation. Sel. O'Connell indicated that no 
consideration had been made for replacement and that no 
consideration has been made for K-9 officer. The Westboro position 
has been a fact for three years with none of these pressures 

and none of these problems, although the Department has received 

a lot of favorable publicity. 


Second, Mrs. Dockstader questioned the creation of the ESU 
Emergency Service Unit and the inclusion of one additional 
vehicle for ESU activities. Mr. Ball expressed concern that the 
ESU vehicle was a municipally registered vehicle, although it was 
nice to have a donation of this sort that replacement costs 
should be considered in time as well as the consideration should 
be given to the registration, insurance, operation of the 
vehicle. Sel. O'Connell felt that both of these projects 
deserved a test with the clear understanding on the part of the 
Police Association and the members involved that neither 
activity would cost the Town any money during the current fiscal 
year. The Selectmen agreed with the Advisory Committee that 
both projects should be closely monitored. The Selectmen 
indicated to the Advisory Committee they would be back in touch 
soon to discuss fees and other matters as more information 
became available. 


The Selectmen instructed the Admin. Asst. to have the Highway 
Supt. and the Board of Health agent conduct a perce test at the 
old fire station site and to contact the Southborough Citizens 
Planning Committee to solicit their comments regarding the 
development of that old fire station site. The Selectmen created: 
the committee to study recycling and the operation of the 
Transfer Station. Sel. O'Connell moved, a member of the 
Advisory Committee, Mrs. Tufts, Highway Supt. Boland, Sel. 
McDaniel to be members of said committee, seconded by 

Chairman McAuliffe and APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of the 
Board of Selectmen.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


— Tuesday, May 30, 1978 


7:30 p.m. Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr., 
Sel. Donna McDaniel, Admin. Asst. John A. Lundblad, three 
Assessors - Arthur Holmes, Charles Johnson and Arthur Sisson, 
Treasurer/Collector Ruth Johnson, Town Counsel Frederick 
Busconi, Town Accountant Hinckley, Advisory Committee Chm. 
Dockstader, and members Donovan, Ball, Chaput, Pires, Otavsky. 


Discussion of a request by the Assessors for a Reserve Fund 
Transfer to complete the revaluation project. Chairman McAuliffe questioned why 
the original sum of $18,000 was inadequate and further why this issue was not 
brought up at the Special Town Meeting or the Annual Town Meeting recently concluded. 
Arthur Holmes stated that the reason for the transfer was due to time restrictions, 
that the Assessors would have carried out this activity but not in a timely fashion 
so that tax bills would be mailed out to maximize return on the money for the Town. 
Charles Johnson indicated that while the Assessors are ready, willing and able to 
complete the revaluation for the amount of money furnished, the problem which they 
have encountered as due in part to loss of CETA funding. They had hoped for a 
two year CETA position and were only able to have funding for one year. Also, he 
indicated that the loss in revenue for delayed tax billing would be approximately 
$12,000 a month, therefore the request for a $7,500 transfer to assess one 
hundred and six industrial and commercial properties seemed to be a bargain if 
this would in fact expedite the process. In an effort to demonstrate that the 
$7,500 price was fair and equable Mr. Johnson indicated that the appraisals 
required in the Data General Appeal Case were over $4,000. Chairman McAuliffe 
guestioned how long it would take for a professional to carry out this work. 
Chairman Holmes indicated that if the work began now it could be completed by the 
end of August and that bills would be prepared in late September or early October 
with only a day or two lost on the tax billing. Many other state funding 
proposals still remain unresolved and those could further delay the tax billing. 


Chairman McAuliffe asked for the possibility of postponing 100% revaluation. 
Chairman Holmes indicated that all new records have been drafted effective 1/1/78, 
instituted as a new record keeping system. It would take longer to return all 

of this data on to the old system then it would to do these industrial parcels. 
Assessor Sisson indicated that in his opinion a conversion to the other system 
could mean the late billings would cause a delay as late as January which would 
be a greater hardship to the citizens of the Town because of the loss of revenue. 
Assessor Johnson indicated that this is the most opportune year to institute 
revaluation because 1) a tight spending Town Meeting, 2) a very generous amount 
of state aid and 3) over $400,000 was put against the tax rate from free cash. 


Chairman McAuliffe asked if there were sufficient funds in the current budget for 
this activity. Mr. Holmes indicated that it was his understanding that there 
was about $8500 in escrow in the Reserve Fund for consultant and court fees. Mr. 
Pires questioned whether this problem was in fact unforseen, therefore qualifying 
‘cea for a Reserve Fund transfer. He questioned if the program has been ongoing for 
three years, if the Assessors have been on top of the program for three years, why 
did they just now figure out that they were running late. Mr. Holmes indicated 
that a detailed analysis was not undertaken until the last few weeks and the full 
impact of the loss of the CETA employee was not fully known until recently. 
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Mr. Johnson indicated that this last year was an exceptional building year, 

that there were 400 permits further complicating the revaluation task in taking ae 
more time than the Assessors had originally budgeted. Mr. Johnson noted 

that revaluation was not delayed and is not now being slowed down because of 

the pay raise question from the last Town Meeting. 


Mr. Ball questioned if the Addressograph/Multigraph could be adapted for 

the new revaluation figures since all figures would have to be changed. Mrs. 
Johnson indicated that all the cards in the Addressograph/Multigraph will have 
to be changed . 


She explained her figures on the loss of revenue. Her estimate based upon 
previous years would be that two and one half million dollars in revenue lost 
over thirty or sixty days given the current interest rates would yield the 
figure she had presented to the Advisory Committee. Further the loss of this 
revenue might necessitate short term borrowing unless spending could be 
effectively curtailed through December. The cost of borrowing in approximately 
% short term notes could be $3600 or $7100. Mr. Ball felt that this was 
double counting and Mrs. Johnson maintained that there were losses at both 
ends in lost revenue and in additional interest paid. 


Mr. Ball again questioned whether or not revaluation could be put off another 

year uSing old numbers. Mr. Holmes indicated that the Town Meeting has twice 

been promised that the process would be completed this year and the State was cal 
also promised the same and that the Assessors were going to keep their promise 

even if they had to do all the work themselves and make a late tax billing. 


Mr. Johnson felt that the current system is grossly inequitable and that the 
activities must be maintained to bring this system back to a fair market 
value. He indicated that the inspection of commercial property would have to 
be done during the business day and this would make it increasingly difficult 
for the Assessors since they all have full time employment. Mrs. Dockstader 
questioned whether this should have been known hefore. Mr. Holmes stated that 
this was known before but that they had hoped to use a CETA employee to do 
this sort of work. 


Mr. Donovan questioned how much time would be needed for this professional. 
Mr. Sisson responded ten to twelve weeks for the one hundred six properties. 
Mr. Donovan stated that that's doing more than one per work day and asked 
what sorts of quality assurance could be guaranteed on such a project. Mr. 
Johnson indicated that twenty percent of the tax rate is made up of these 
properties and that the professionalism for this sort of project cannot be 
minimized. 


Chairman McAuliffe asked whether or not this money could come out of next 
year's budget. Mrs. Dockstader noted that $8500 appraisal fees were placed 
in the Reserve Fund but that was to be used for appeals after the revaluation 
process was complete and not before it in order to complete it. Chairman 
McAuliffe stated that he could understand how a project like this could fall 
behind and expressed support for the transfer. 
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Mr. Johnson indicated that the industrial and commercial properties are expensive 
court cases and that for this reason they should be given the closest scrutiny 
and the most professional review possible. Mr. Donovan asked if this was why 
they were getting a professional consultant; Mr. Holmes indicated in the 
negative. The reason was just to speed up the process. Mr. Ball then stated 
that this all goes back to the loss of CETA workers and that the loss of these 
CETA workers has pushed the Assessors farther and farther behind. When Mr. 
Holmes concurred, Mr. Ball then indicated that he had serious questions, that if 
this were the primary problem that the Advisory Committee Reserve Funds could 

be used because it was not unforseen. 


Mr. Holmes then requested an opinion by the Town Counsel regarding the use of 
reserve fund funds. Mr. Pires asked what happened if the Town Counsel responded 
in the negative that we would experience a severe loss of funds and perhaps 
even suffer a taxpayer suit. Mr. Donovan stated that he had a problem with 
using just one consultant. Mr. Busconi stated that the consultant in question 
was an outstanding one who had done work for the Town in the past ata 
reasonable rate with high quality assurance. Mrs. Dockstader requested that 
the Assessors rewrite her the letter and take into account correspondence from 
Mr. McKennon, former Director of the Bureau of Accounts. Mr. Busconi noted 
that the Assessors should reference the Data General case for an example of the 
possible technical difficulties which could be encountered. 


Sel.O'Connell stated that he can appreciate the practical problems which he 

feels are most compelling. He would prefer to have seen the Assessors bring this 
before the Town Meeting to resolve it. However, assuming what they have 
represented to be the truth that we should do everything in our power to keep 
this running on time. Mrs. Dockstader agreed with this in principle but felt 

the vehicle for funding is right now the most serious problem, that she still 

can not accept this as unforseen. 


Chairman McAuliffe then stated that the Assessors should hire the consultant and 
go to a Special Town Meeting to request the money once they run out. Mr. Ball 
indicated that this would be advisable. It would take the Advisory Committee 
off the spot. Mrs. Dockstader stated that in the eventthat the Town Meeting 
did not fund it that the '79 Reserve Fund could not be used because it clearly 
would not be unforseen at that time. She hoped that this was not a solution 
that merely put off the problem and that the money should be available before 
the contracts were signed. Mr. Ball stated that it was not unforseen and not 
an emergency and therefore should not be funded. Mrs. Dockstader concurred 
given the fact that the Assessors stated they could complete the job, this is 
merely a matter of timing. Mr. Busconi stated that delaying this project 
merely buys time or loses time and would prefer to see it solved right now. Mr. 
Jenks arrived at this time (eight-forty). 


Mr. Holmes asked what the Advisory Committee would like in the letter. Mrs. 
Dockstader stated that she would like a legal written opinion from Town 
Counsel that the activity is proper. Mr. Ball indicated that the entire 

— presentation was a "mish-mash" and that the reasons and logic jump all over the 
place. He would like assurances in writing that the transfer is proper. 


Mr. Holmes asked what jeopardy the Assessors would assume if they signed a 
contract at this time. Sel. O'Connell stated that it would therefore not be 
unforseen, would not be an emergency although he feels that the emergency or 
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the unforseen is valid at this time. Mr. Johnson indicated that there 
was $1,500 in the budget which would end July lst and that the 

Assessors will start the work with this amount of money to give them one 
month to gather the data and the necessary permissions as they come into 
the next fiscal year. At least this would try to make it work and give 
Mr. Busconi time to do the research. Mr. McAuliffe supported this 
suggestion.

7:30 p.m. Selectmen met with Douglas Rowe, Attorney for 
to Marlborough Savings Bank, and Mr. Noble (Director of 
7:55 p.m. Marlborough Savings Bank) regarding a Site Plan for 
parking lot adjacent to the new Marlborough Savings 
Bank Building on East Main Street. Mr. Rowe indicated 
that the added parking was being installed primarily 
for the convenience of the customers. The original application 
previously approved by the Selectmen and the Planning Board had 
sufficient parking for the square footage of the new structure. The 
location of the drainage, the relocation of the catch basin on 
Newton Street and the size of the pipe feeding the entire system has 
been reviewed and approved by the Highway Superintendent. Residents 
questioned if this added paving would create further water problems. 
Admin. Asst. indicated that Highway Supt. Boland had reviewed the 
matter and felt that this was a negligible increase in the flow of 
ae water. That these catch basins would not necessarily solve existing 


problems, but should not exacerbate those problems. The Board of. 
Selectmen approved the Site Plan as submitted based upon John W. 
Boland's review of the engineering. 


7:55 p.m. Selectmen drew four jurors: 1. Walter White of Oregon 

to Road, 2. Mark Hutchinson of Southville Road, 3. Paula 
8:00 p.m. Draper of Bigelow Road, 4. Bertha Rose of Rock Point Road. 
8:00 p.m. Selectmen met with Arthur Cannon and his daughter. Also 
to present at the meeting was Fire Chief Brock. Selectmen 
8:45 p.m. asked Mr. Cannon why he was on sick leave. Mr. Brock 


indicated that he was not on sick leave, rather on 

disability and being carried as such on the payroll. 

Chief Brock asked Mr. Cannon why he had not gone for- 
ward with medical examinations and/or offered medical opinions to 
the Fire Chief and/or the Selectmen of those examinations. Mr. 
Cannon stated that he had an examination with Dr. Lewis on 
May 12, 1978 and Dr. Safran, Franklin Street in Framingham. He 
stated that Chief Brock had informed him that the Retirement Board 
had turned him down and, therefore, he had not sought a retirement. 
Chief Brock indicated that he had never said such a thing and that 
Mr. Cannon had never to his knowledge had a petition before the 
Retirement Board. Mr. Cannon stated that his report from Drs. 
Lewis and Safran has not yet been finalized as Dr. Safran has 

— additional tests to conduct. Chairman McAuliffe asked how long Mr. 

Cannon had been out and what his prognosis would be. Chief Brock 
noted a memo to the Board regarding this subject. Chairman 
McAuliffe asked what legal action the Board wishes to take in 
regard to Mr. Cannon's condition. He questioned why his pay had 
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stopped with the pay period ending 5/28/78. Chief Brock 
informed him that his pay has not stopped, that he has 
requested legal advise and has notified Mr. Cannon in writing 
that he must have a medical examination, but that his pay is 
continually being processed. Chief Brock asked Mr. Cannon if 
he was coming back or if he would file for a disability. Mr. 
Cannon indicated that his doctor, Dr. Safran, the Head of 
Neurology would be meeting with him on June 26th and that his 
attorney, Edward Reardon, would review thos findings with him 
and Dr. Safran and make a determination as to whether or not 
he could continue working, stay out on sick leave or seek 
retirement. 


Mr. Cannon indicated that he was injured in the Fall of 1976, 
out of work for twenty one weeks and returned to work after 
examination showed that he was capable of returning. Chief 
Brock noted that Dr. Yoan indicated that Mr. Cannon was fit for 
duty, that the Selectmen sought a second opinion with Dr. 
Johnson, that second opinion confirmed Dr. Yoan's decision Mr. 
Cannon return to work. It was when Dr. Safran and a Dr. Moore 
consulted with Dr. Lewis that Mr. Cannon received a statement 
permitting him to go back out on disability. Mr. Cannon 
indicated that even after Dr. Yoan had sent him back to work 
that he still had difficulty in rising each morning and some- 
times couldn't get up for two or three minutes. It was because 
of this that he sought other medical assistance. 


Sel. O'Connell recapped the meeting: 1) Mr. Cannon was out for 
twenty one weeks after the original injury in 1976, 2) He 
received full pay during that period of time. 3) He returned 
March 6, 1977, 4) stayed on duty until February 2, 1978, 

5) from that time until the present he has been out for eighteen 
weeks receiving full pay on disability. 


Sel. O'Connell asked if Mr. Cannon would like to retire, further 
stating that if he did that the Board of Selectmen would support 
him and do whatever they could to expedite filing and the 
processing of those retirement papers. Mr. Cannon indicated that 
he still couldn't make that decision. The primary decision 
would have to come from the doctors and he is awaiting the report 
of his May 12th physical. He will decide whether to seek 
retirement after May 12. Chairman McAuliffe asked if there was 
anything the Board could do to unlock the red tape. He indicated 
that perhaps the Admin. Assistant could talk with Dr. Safran and 
that Town Counsel could contact Attorney Reardon. Sel. McDaniel 
noted that the Town needed a written statement as to Mr. 

Cannon's suitability for work after 6/23. That was the time 
when his current disability statement would "expire". 


Chairman McAuliffe then summarized the meeting stating that: 
1) Mr. Cannon does wish to retire if the medical evidence is 
sufficient; 2) that the Admin. Assistant will talk with the 
doctor to determine as much as possible about this case and 
further, to determine if an additional written statement could be 
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procured; 3) Town Counsel will meet with Mr. Reardon as soon as 
possible; 4) the Board will do everything in its power to try 
and help Mr. Cannon in his retirement. 


Sel. McDaniel moved that the Board of Selectmen should give 
permission to Kindergroup to use town property behind the Town 
Pound until further notice for the establishment of a "Tot Lot". 
She noted that the parking was more than adequate, the location 
was not only central for most residents of the Town, but also 

was close to the church where the Kindergroup organization 
operates a winter program. Therefore, this location seemed to be 
a natural one; the enthusiasm of the volunteers and the design of 
the playground indicated that the work would be both tasteful and 
safe for children. Therefore, the Board of Selectmen should 
support this group. Motion was seconded by Sel. O'Connell and 
APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. 


Sel. McDaniel moved that the Board of Selectmen establish an 
adhoc committee known as the Elected Officials Salary Study 
Committee, the Committee to be made up of Louis J. Bartolini, 
Charles B. Swartwood, III, and George McClelland.

7:30 p.m. Present: Ch. Thomas W. McAuliffe, Sel. Paul O'Connell,Jr., 
to Sel. Donna McDaniel and Admin. Asst. John A. Lundblad. 


The Selectmen met with James McCaw, Fay School - Supt. 

of Buildings & Grounds, concerning a Site Plan 

Application for tennis courts on property owned by Fay 
School off of Route 30, Main Street, Southborough. Also present: 
Patricia Capone and Russell Millholland. Ch. McAuliffe read a letter 
of Notice to Town Clerk Berry and asked Mr. McCaw to give a brief 
presentation about the proposed tennis courts. The presentation by 
Mr. McCaw included the location of the tennis courts, the existing 
topographical description, the existing buffers to the neighborhoods. 
Mr. McCaw presented a letter signed by abutters acknowledging this 
Hearing. Mr. McCaw identified the location as behind the St. Mark's 
Parish House on a flat piece of land adjacent to Fay School's Soccer 
Field. Two tennis courts have been given to the School by parents 
and that this is felt to be the best location. Rev. Goll and the 
St. Mark's Business Manager both found no problems with the property. 
No exterior lighting is anticipated and very little grading work will 

pram have to be done. All vehicles will use Fay School's driveway to and 

from the site. Sel. O'Connell asked if any other roadways would have 
to be built during other streets and Mr. McCaw indicated that they 
would not. Sel. McDaniel moved that the Site Plan for the tennis 
courts be approved as presented, seconded by Sel. O'Connell and 
APPROVED by an unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of. Selectmen. 


7:45 p.m. The Board of Selectmen met with Data General Corporation 
to concerning a Site Plan for a warehouse facility adjacent 
7:55 p.m. to Building 4, Southborough - Westborough Town line. 
: Present for this Hearing in addition to Mrs. Capone of 
the Planning Board; Mr. Millholland of the Industrial 
Development Commission; Mr. DeNorscia of the Industrial 
Development Commission, Town Counsel Busconi; representing Data 
General - Robert Capobianco, Attorney; Mr. Michael Murphy of Public 
Affairs and Mr. Robert Bradley, Architectural/fEngineering Department. 
Mr. Capobianco gave a brief presentation that Data General proposes 
constructing a 37,000 square foot warehouse attached to Building 4, 
with the Town line running through the building with approximately 
24,000 square feet in Westboro, 14,000 square feet in Southborough. 
The Building would be used for the storage of finished products. The 
only change from the preliminary plans presented two weeks earlier 
would be that no toilet facilities would be found in this wing at 
all, they originally thought to be located on the Westboro side and 
piped to Westboro. It is now anticipated with the realignment of 
— the Building that the only work areas would be in Southborough and 
that these would be close enough to the existing bathroom facilities 
in Building 4. These facilities would be upgraded to meet the 
Handicapped Code. No new hirings were anticipated. Sel. O'Connell 
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questioned Mr. Capobianco about parking. Additional spaces 
which would be required by this warehouse facility even though 
no new employees were anticipated. Mr. Bradley indicated that 
Data General would lose approximately twenty spaces by this 
addition, but would be putting up another 162 spaces behind 

' Building 6. This would meet both Southborough's and Westboro's 
requirements for off-street parking. Sel. O'Connell asked if 
there would be any outside lighting; Mr. Bradley indicated that 
those outside exterior lights were shown on the plan in addition 
to whether lights in the parking area, these would all be for 
security and safety of employees. Sel. O'Connell asked if any 
loading facilities would be found in this warehouse building. 
Mr. Bradley indicated they were not. All necessary facilities 
were in Building 4. It was necessary to relocate a small 
mechanical building along Building 4. Although this has been 
accomplished it would be included in this Site Plan for formal 
approval. Sel. McDaniel asked if the police and fire 
arrangements have been worked out between the two Towns to the 
satisfaction of Data General. Attorney Capobianco indicated 
that they had. Sel. McDaniel then asked what the proposed time- 
table would be for the construction. Mr. Bradley indicated 

four weeks to start construction. Chairman McAuliffe then asked 
the Planning Board if they had any comments. Mrs. Capone asked 
for clarification of the break-down of the square footage — 
between the two Towns. Mr. Bradley indicated 14,326 square feet 

would be found in Southborough and the remainder leading up to 
approximately 37,000 square feet would be found in Westboro. 
Regarding permits, Sel. O'Connell asked if any problems had been 
encountered by Data General. Mr. Bradley indicated that he 

had met with both Building Inspectors and settled upon an 

equitable arrangement for the fee and for the permits, although 

all permits would have to be taken out by the contractor. 

Chairman McAuliffe asked IDC if they had any questions; Mr. 

Millholland indicated that they did not. Sel. O'Connell then 

moved that the Board accept the Site Plan as presented, seconded 

by Sel. McDaniel, APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board 

of Selectmen.

8:25 p.m. attended Thursday, June 22, 1978 in the City Council 

Chambers in Worcester. A Letter of Intent should be 

brought to the next Annual Town Meeting if the Town 

is interested in joining this Program. The Planning 
Committee requests a Letter of Intent from the Board of Selectmen 
or the Chief Executive of each municipality supporting the 
continued work of this planning process.

a long duration. Sel. O'Connell felt that the full-time 

dispatcher concept is a good one and that it freed the Town 

from the problem of the second responder. He would rather see the 
back-up at the Police Station instead of in a private residence, 
but if the Chief wanted to go ahead with the dispatchers, he 

would approve it for one year so long as no Town money was involved. 
The Chief was asked by Chairman McAuliffe if he saw a problem 

tying in with the Police Station. He indicated he would look 

into the matter. Sel. O'Connell indicated he would prefer to 

hold off the decision on the CETA request until both 

department Chiefs and the Administrative Assistant could discuss 
the possibility of various alternatives to provide the back-up 

for both Departments, especially the Fire Department. 


8:00 p.m. The Selectmen met as the Liquor Licensing Authority to 
to hear an application from Barbara Beyeler, d/b/a 
8:08 p.m. La CasaNova Restaurant, B & B Enterprises, Inc., 
44 - 50 Turnpike Road. The Transfer would be from el 
H. M. Dalzell, HMD Realty Trust to Barbara Beyeler. 
Present: Barbara Beyeler; Mr. Romano, her 
accountant; Mr.Swartwood, attorney for Mr. Dalzell. Chairman 
McAuliffe read the Legal Ad aloud; Mr. Swartwood presented 
the Selectmen with an affidavit regarding the publication of a 
list of abutters and certified receipts. Mrs. Beyeler presented 
the Corporation papers; Chairman McAuliffe noted that question 9 
was unanswered; Mrs. Beyeler answered in the negative. Mrs. 
Beyeler indicated that she would like to open a restaurant for 
the lunch and dinner trade for a family style restaurant. It would close 
at eleven o'clock; it would be a 100% restaurant with no bar or 
dancing business. Regarding the parking, the Administrative | 
Assistant noted that under previous site plans the motel and 
restaurant parking was examined separately and found to be adequate. 


Mrs. Beyeler indicated that in the future she would appreciate 
increased seating, but realized that she would have to go to the 
Board of Health before this could be granted. Sel. McDaniel asked 
if she had desired entertainment for patrons; she answered in the 
negative. Sel. O'Connell asked if Mrs. Beyeler was the manager; 
she answered in the affirmative. Sel. O'Connell moved to transfer 
the license as per the application, seconded by Sel. McDaniel, 
APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board. 


Selectmen considered a request from John Castagnetti to connect 
an automative sump pump drain to the Town's storm drain system. 
Mr. Boland and Mr. Labarre had approved the request. Sel. 
O'Connell noted that an easement would not be necessary and the 
Board would permit this activity so long as Mr. Boland and Mr. 
Labarre monitored the installation. 
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8:30 p.m. The Selectmen met with the Personnel Board Chairman 
to Janice Fletcher, members John Hofer, Clifford Glynn, 
9:05 p.m. Andrew Mandell, Secretary Eleanor MacLauchlan and 


Advisory Committee members William Pires, Wendy 
Otavsky; Town Counsel Busconi; and Highway Supt. John 
W. Boland. 


Chairman McAuliffe read a letter to Janice Fletcher 
concerning Step 5 increases for various employees and Collective 
Bargaining issues. The Selectmen pressed Mr. Boland to see if the 
men deserved the recommended increases. He was firm in his support; 
the Selectmen concurred with Mr. Boland's request. Since the 
Department employees had waived their right to collectively 
bargain this year and since they were under the Salary Adminstration 
Plan, the Selectmen felt that they deserved this tep if all of 
the necessary requirements had been met as they have in this case. 
Chairman McAuliffe noted that the Step 5 was available, the money 
was in the budget, there is no need for a transfer, there was no 
need to change the salary plan as approved at the Town Meeting, 
but rather to work within the system as now described. Mr. Glynn 
asked if the employees would push for additional money when 
bargaining began, after this increase was received. Sel. O'Connell 
indicated that the Association has given up their right to 
negotiate a new contract for the current fiscal year. Although 
they could still negotiate for the year following, they could not 
negotiate for any changes in the current fiscal year. Janice 
Fletcher gave a brief statement on Step 5 increase in its concept 
as a merit raise. Mrs. Otavsky questioned what incentives remain 
after Step 5; Mrs. Fletcher indicated that only cost of living 
and longevity increases remained at that time. 


The second issue discussed: Building Inspector position. Chairman 
McAuliffe read a letter of July 13, 1978. Mrs. Fletcher asked if 
others were interviewed for this position besides Mr. Phaneuf. 
Sel. McDaniel noted that others were sought; one or two interested 
persons stepped forward, gualifications eliminated most and money 
eliminated the rest. Mr. Phaneuf would be "grandfathered" in 
because he was the Building Inspector prior to the initiation of 
the law. The Town has a choice of advertising for another person 
and paying a significantly higher sum than that offered Mr. 
Phaneuf, or promote from within. Sel. O'Connell noted that the 
Town really had no choice if it were not willing to pay a 
Significantly higher sum, it hoped to reduce other parts of the 
budget to offset this increase and to increase the rates. Mrs. 
Otavsky asked if the Board of Selectmen would transfer the Building 
Inspector position to the Personnel Plan; Chairman McAuliffe 
indicated in the affirmative. Sel. O'Connell noted that once the 
rate is set and the Building Inspector is in the Salary Plan, 

then it is their position for administration change in the future. 
Town Counsel Busconi felt that the next Town Meeting would have 

to move to approve this position if it were placed in the Salary 
Plan. Mr. Hofer, questioning the job description, asked how much 
work the Building Inspector could really provide for all parties 
involved. 
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9:05 p.m. The Selectmen met with Town Counsel Frederick Busconi, 
to and Highway Supt. John W. Boland regarding a bid for 
9:15 p.m. the sander. Mr. Boland recommended that the low bid 


be disqualified because when the acquisition of 

replacement parts and modifications were added on, the 

low bidder became the second bidder and moved out of 
the budget warrant article sum. In addition, the low bidder did 
not meet the specifications. If the Board wished, Mr. Boland would 
redraft the specifications and readvertise. Mr. Busconi indicated 
that the specifications were good, should not be readvertised 
Since that would merely drive up the cost. Sel. O'Connell moved to 
accept the bid of the Worcester Mack Sales Service, Inc. for the 
sander, seconded by Sel. McDaniel; no exceptions to the bid were 
allowed, and APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of 
Selectmen. 


9:15 p.m. The Selectmen met with the Board of Health. Present: 
John Bartolini, Philip Mauch, Timothy Stone, M.D.; 
Clarence Tourville, the Executive Director of the 
Central Mass. Mosquito Control District as well as 
Ray Davis, a Commissioner of said District; Mrs. Davis, Mrs. 
Loretta Nelson and Denson Satterfield, petitioners regarding 
mosquito control problem; Lawrence Susskind; Delia Mulvaney 
the Conservation Commission Chairman; William Pires of the 
Advisory Committee and a number of citizens. Mrs. Loretta Nelson 
presented the Selectmen with a petition of over three hundred 
names calling for aerial spraying to solve the mosquito control 
problems of the Town. Board of Health Chairman Mauch indicated 
that some spraying has been done in June and July and he read 
the schedule prepared by the Central Mass. Mosquito Control 
District. He noted, however, that the unusual amount of rain 
has made this one of the toughest years in the last twenty for 
mosquitoes. The Board of Health had talked this issue over and 
hoped to meet again soon with the Central Mass. Mosquito Control 
District. They had looked into purchasing a machine for the 
Highway Department and Tree Department and doing the job ourselves, 
being able to respond to complaints much quicker, perhaps even 
doing it for less money. The Town is no longer using the small 
mist blowers, but rather the large ones so that we could get the 
mist back into the woods. 


Mr. Clarence Tourville, Supt. of Central Mass. Mosquito Control, 
confirmed that this was the worst year in the last twenty for 
mosquitoes. The Central Mass. Mosquito Control is receiving 
between 150 and 250 calls per day throughout the region. Although 
aerial spraying is commonly identified as a workable solution, 

he felt that it was not good at this time, that there were no 
encephalitis or communicable disease outbreaks which would permit 
the State to exercise emergency powers. Other than that, most 
towns would have to appropriate the money through Town Meeting 
action which is now difficult for most towns. The complaints 
received are difficult to respond to because the spraying in 
residential areas is very difficult because of beekeepers, 
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swimming pools, ponds and streams and anything short of DDT will 
not last from one rainfall to the next. The Environmental 
Protection Agency severely limits what you may spray with and 
who may spray. Therefore, he feels that his agency is in many 
ways hamstrung by Federal and State regulations. 


Mr. Davis indicated that property owners should try to eliminate 
areas of stagnant water. The best way to reduce the mosquito 
population is to reduce the sources, reduce the staging areas. He 
felt that spraying was the short term solution, that it was good 
for three to five days and that mosquitoes continue to breed after 
the next rainfall when all of these small stagnant areas again 
receive water. 


Sel. O'Connell felt that the CMMC was not effective in solving 
the problem and that the money being spent by the Town was not 
being spent effectively. He asked the Board of Health Chairman 
how much money was being spent on this project; Mr. Mauch indicated 
approximately $5,000 on the cherry sheet. Mr. Tourville indicated 
that this price will not go up; although it did last year to 
purchase some capital equipment, it will not in the future. Sel. 
O'Connell asked when the streets were sprayed. Mr. Tourville 
indicated that during the June and September period they were 
spraying on a regular basis. Chairman McAuliffe asked what 

ae data they used; Mr. Tourville indicated larva count, bite count 
and light trap counts. 


Mr. Susskind asked if the CMMC had mapped complaints to try and 
determine if the problem areaS were congested or were they spread 
out. Mr. Davis indicated that only two calls had been received in 
southborough, and both were answered within twelve hours. There 

are 32 towns in the District, served by three areas with one machine 
going from spot to spot to take care of complaints. If people 

have complaints they should call the Board of Health directly or 
directly call CMMC. 


Mr. Satterfield noted that the spraying has little or no effect 
after a short spraying, that two days later the mosquito 
population is back where it was. He felt that the CMMC spraying 
did little or no good even when they could spray in the back yard; 
he wanted aerial spraying. 


Sel. O'Connell asked the CMMC to take some action and to solve 
this problem as quickly as they could, make recommendations to the 
Selectmen through the Board of Health. Mr. Tourville indicated 
that he wanted permission to spray a larvacide in the spring 
before the leaves come out and that is when he would prefer to do 
aerial spraying; that at this time it is too late. There is no 
money for this year. Chairman McAuliffe noted that Westboro 
sprays on an annual basis. Mr. Mauch concurred but said that the 
Town Meeting did appropriate funds for this and that aerial 
spraying is done on a town by town basis, not by district. 
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10:50 p.m. selectmen met with Town Counsel regarding the Michelle 
to L. Lanza matter. Mr. Busconi recommended that a new 
11:00 p.m. hearing be set and that the suspension be revoked for 


Ms. Lanza and the Southborough Auxiliary. Mr. 

Busconi was asked to clarify the position of the 

Civil Defense/Police Department matters such as this. 
He's further informed to recommend that the meeting be postponed 
until all matters could be clarified. He felt that it was better 
to try and resolve this matter instead of setting up more hearings. 
Sel. McDaniel questioned whether it was fair for the Police 
Department to turn Ms. Lanza's requested meeting around from a 
meeting to hear her complaints to a meeting hearing complaints 
against her and resulting in her suspension. Sel. McDaniel felt 
that any accused person, in this case, Ms. Lanza should have the 
opportunity to defend herself and the opportunity to prepare that 
defense. The Selectmen requested that Town Counsel prepare a list 
of the violations, the status of those violations, the inherent 
rights of all parties, the subject of the hearing and the date of 
the hearing.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


August 22, 1978 


Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe; Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr.; 
Sel. Donna L. McDaniel and Admin. Assistant John A. 
Lundblad. 


7:30 p.m. There were no appointments scheduled. Chairman 
McAuliffe reviewed correspondence from the folder. 


Letter from James McCaw, Supt. of Buildings and Grounds, 
Fay School, requesting School Zone signs and flashing lights. 
Selectmen requested that a report be given to them concerning the cost 
and timetable for installation and problems encountered in setting up 
such a system. 


Correspondence was received from a number of residents of Parkerville 

a Road petitioning the Selectmen to delay paving of that road until a 
water main could be installed. The Selectmen instructed the Admin. 
Assistant to contact the petitioners in writing, notifying them that 
this could not be done since this project has been delayed three 
times already and the people who travel Parkerville Road to and from 
Neary School each day have been promised that this road would be 
repaired and brought up to standard by the beginning of this school 
year. 


Discussion of the fees of the Fayville Village Hall, Central Street, 
caused by a letter from Mrs. Gallivan requesting use of that hall 
at the same rate that she previously had it. Selectmen requested 
the Admin. Assistant to put together up-dated fee schedule and also 
to investigate the possibility of recovering some funds from the 
Federal Government for the use of this hall for hot meals. 


Selectmen requested and received an up-date on Wyndemere Drive. 


The Board of Selectmen received a request from Mitchell Sthika, dba 

rome, Muley's Food and Spirits / Southville Road, for a 2 a.m. closing 
on his all-alcoholic beverage pouring license. Sel. O'Connell 
moved that the Town remain with 1 a.m. closings, seconded by Ch. 
McAuliffe. Sel. McDaniel felt that she would be more comfortable 
receiving a request from this licensee once he had been in business 
a little longer and had established himself. She further felt that 
it was not fair to penalize him or any other license holder for 
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problems experienced with other licensees. Sel. O'Connell then 
noted that the problem is not so much with the licensee, but 
the nature of the clientele that come into a 2 o'clock-closing 
establishment. The Board of Selectmen VOTED unanimously to 
deny the request by Mr. Sthika and further noted that 
correspondence from Mr. Sthika listing his employees shall be 
forwarded to the Chief of Police. 


Selectmen received a complaint from Mrs. Beck of Ashland; 
Cordaville Road, complaining about excessive noise from Muley's 
Food and Spirits on Southville Road. Selectmen request a report 
from the Police. Mrs. Beck is to be informed an investigation 
is under way. Letter to go to Muley's advising him of the 
complaint and regquest a written explanation. 


Sel. McDaniel moved that all bids for the police cruisers be 
rejected, seconded by Sel. O'Connell and APPROVED by unanimous 
voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. Chairman McAuliffe then 
noted that the last specifications carry a request for air- 
conditioners. He instructed the Admin. Assistant to notify the 
Police Chief that the Selectmen had publicly stated that this 
would not be the case at the last Town Meeting. Therefore, he 
instructed the Chief of Police to strike that from the bidding 
document. Sel. O'Connell felt that air-conditioners were not 
a luxury, although Town Meetings over the past few years have 
stricken these from the warrant article, out of frustration 
Since there were so few items that could be reduced; so this 
becomes a sacrificial lamb to be reduced. 


The Selectmen then held a policy discussion session to receive 
up-dates on the following projects: 


Sel. O'Connell requested that the letter on the reduction of 
budgets for each department be sent out this week and further 
discussed the content of that letter with other members of the 
Board. 


Second issue discussed, the content of the policy statement for 
receipt of donations. 


Third, Sel. O'Connell requested information on discussions between 
the Admin. Assistant and consultants regarding the disposition of 
the Fire Station. Admin. Assistant Lundblad indicated that he 
would be speaking with the consultants this week. Selectmen made 
this their top priority for resolution before Labor Day. 


Fourth, Sel. O'Connell expressed his concern about three By-Law 
amendments which the Town Counsel was working on for the Zoning 
By-Law, those being the Accessory Apartments, Cluster Zoning 
and Home Occupations. It was felt that the Assessors would be 
helpful, especially in the Accessory Apartments, furnishing the 
Town with information on the number of apartment units and the 
number of accessory apartments. 
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Fifth, Sel. O'Connell also indicated concern that Town Counsel had 
not put together the Special Permit and Variance Procedures for 
the Zoning Board of Appeals under Chapter 808. 


Sixth, Sel. O'Connell expressed his concern about the lack of progress 
on the simplifying of the permit procedures other than those for 
variances and special permits. 


Sel. McDaniel raised the following issues: 


1. complaint from Kathy Grant of Mt. Vickery Road. Admin. 
Assistant Lundblad explained the nature of this problem 
and the fact that he and Mr. Boland of the Highway 
Department have been speaking with Mrs. Grant a number of 
times, but unfortunately the problem is not easily solved 
short of major capital expenditure on the part of the Town. 


2. Sel. McDaniel noted complaints received regarding the 
pick-up of waste both on White Bagley Road, Cordaville Road 
and Middle Road. Admin. Assistant Lundblad indicated that 
he and Highway Supt. Boland had discussed this matter at 
length earlier this week and that the phase-out of the 
CETA program last week has left the Town with a void that 
must be filled, we believe, by a private hauler. Selectmen 

— authorized the Admin. Assistant to work with the Highway 
Supt. to solve this problem as quickly as possible to 
bring back long range cost estimates to the Board for review. 


3. Sel. McDaniel requested that the Selectmen from Northborough, 
Westborough and Shrewsbury be invited to a meeting with the 
solid waste people from the State to discuss the Resource 
Recovery Proposals. Sel. O'Connell stated that prior to 
sitting at such a meeting he would request that we discuss 
with them personally their interest in this proposal, that 
if such interest is not prevalent, that we should not 
pursue it with them but rather just invite those towns that 
are strongly interested. 


4. Sel. McDaniel requested that the Town formally notify 
Northborough that we do have a Transfer Station facility 
which is available for their use in their current emergency. 


5. Sel. McDaniel reported that the final draft of the MAPC 208 
Document has been released and that she is reviewing this 
now to boil it down for a Southborough summary. She noted 
that there are Planning Board issues, Flood Plan issues, 
Conservation issues, Board of Health issues and general 
Government issues. She would hope that the Town would have 
a statement prepared for September 19th hearing. Although 
a tentative hearing date was scheduled by the Selectmen, 
it was later felt that Sel.

She read 
a list of restrictions and cited their compliance in a recent 

visit to the site. She felt that they had done quite a job and 
hoped that they would be able to finish the remaining piece of 
exterior work soon after opening. Mr. Poole indicated that once 
the Beer and Wine operation opened and a cash flow was 

established, then they would secure the extra money needed to 
purchase the rest of the exterior siding. He stated that it would 
definitely be up before the first of the year. 


Mrs. Capone questioned where the loading areas would be; Mr. Poole 
indicated there would be none. She questioned if there would be 
stairs between the basement and the upper levels; Mr. Poole 
indicated there would be none. She questioned the surface of the 
parking lot; Mr. Poole indicated it would be stone dust and fine stone 
hard packed, a stable surface but not paved. Mrs. Capone questioned 
the location of the stockade fence and its purpose; Mr. Poole 
indicated it was to shield the dumpster from the residential area 
and also to prevent persons from entering the parking lot at 

that location which was deemed unsafe by the Highway Superintendent. 
She questioned the zoning of the property; Sel. O'Connell indicated 
it was proper. 
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Mr. Millholland of the Industrial Development Commission had no 
questions or comments. There were no questions or comments from 
the audience. 


Sel. McDaniel] moved that the Site Plan be approved as submitted. 
Sel. O'Connell seconded it with the condition that they 

continue to control the land for parking by lease and that a 
fence be constructed. It was APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of 
the Board of Selectmen with Sel. O'Connell's condition. 


Selectmen then discussed with Messrs. Prior and Poole the 
issuance of their beer and wine package license. Sel. O'Connell 
indicated that the siding is a relatively small sum of money. 

He would like to see that done before the license is approved.

Mr. Poole agreed that a January lst date was possible, but 
that December lst might be difficult for cash flow reasons. 
Sel. O'Connell felt that December lst Signified the beginning 
of the winter and that anything later than December lst 
probably would be too late to do any work anyway. Sel. 
O'Connell agreed to issue the license on a short term basis 
until the end of the year to be reviewed at that time. 
Chairman McAuliffe felt that the license should be issued at 
this time with no conditions. 


Mr. Prior stated that he would have no problem with the 
December lst date if the money started coming in, did not wish 
the Board to misjudge himself and Mr. Poole. They'd put a lot 
of money into this structure; they'd saved the Town an eyesore, 
saved a historic site and perhaps even saved it the cost of 
having to demolish and maintain the site themselves. He felt 
that the Board's statement of December lst represented a lack 
of faith in both of them, felt that it represented selling 
them short for a mere thirty one days. Mr. Poole indicated 
that he simply could not forecast the volume of money that 
would be coming in at the start of an operation like this, 
especially the operation ina basement. Therefore, they 
request all the time possible.

Worcester as well as bids on ceiling tiles from Western Mass. 
Accoustical. Sel. O'Connell moved that the bids be taken under 
advisement, seconded by Sel. McDaniel and APPROVED by unanimous 
voice VOTE of the Board. 


8:05 p.m. The Hearing reconvened with Messrs. Prior and Poole. 
Sel. McDaniel took exception to Mr. Prior's comments 
of lack of faith. Mr. Poole indicated that there were 
certain benefits doing the work and that he would push 

for the work to be done as quickly as possible. Those benefits 

related to mortgages on the building, saving of heating dollars 

on the building and saving of insurance costs. Sel. O'Connell 

felt that the greatest reason to issue this license was to get 

some cash coming in and to have the property improved as soon as 
possible. Sel. McDaniel moved the issue, moving that the license 
be issued on condition that the exterior renovation be begun at 
least by December lst and completed by the end of the year.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


a September 5, 1978 


Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe; Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr.; 
Sel. Donna L. McDaniel. Admin. Assistant John A. 
Lundblad was not present. 


7:30 p.m. Selectmen met with George Hall, Jr., regarding Carlin 
Machine Co;, Inc., for Site Plan Hearing. Chairman 
McAuliffe read the ad aloud. Selectmen reviewed the 
plan as submitted. No opposition was recorded. Sel. 
O'Connell moved to accept the plan as submitted; seconded by Sel. 
McDaniel and APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. 


8:00 p.m. Meeting with Committee to Study Elected Officials Salaries 
was rescheduled for another evening. 


8:00 p.m. Selectmen met with Aldo Cipriano regarding the problems 
on Wyndemere Drive. Mr. Cipriano took issue with the 
rome Police Chief's proposal stating that it has not resulted 
in a decrease in traffic, although the people do tend to 
stay for a shorter period of time since the police do move in and 
move the people along. Once again, Mr. Cipriano requested that a 
barrier be constructed until Spring and then be reconsidered in the 
event that single-family dwellings were to be constructed. 


Sel. O'Connell stated that it was his understanding that the incidents 
of complaints had reduced greatly and that the Police Chief was 
recommending a continuation of this program as was the Highway Supt. 
to avoid the expense of $1,000 to $2,000 for a permanent barrier 

which would have to meet State standards and be removed in the event 
that new homes were to be constructed in the Spring. Mr. Cipriano 
took exception to the statement that the incidents of complaints had 
diminished and that the problem was less severe. 


Mr. Cipriano felt that a heavy gauge chain between the posts would be 
much less expensive and still provide the needed protection. Mr. 
Cipriano indicated that the residents of the area were willing to pay 
for the cost of the barrier. The meeting was set up for Friday, 
September 8th in the afternoon between Mr. Lundblad and Mr. Cipriano 
and the Police Chief to discuss this issue. 


— 8:30 p.m. The Selectmen met with Alfred and Arlyn DeCicco at a 
to reconvened Site Plan Hearing regarding the use of 
9:15 p.m. 117 Northboro Road for a boarding stable for horses as 
well as a single-family dwelling. Town Counsel Busconi 
read his opinion aloud stating that the DeCiccos would 
have to seek a special permit for this activity in this 
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zoning district. Mrs. DeCicco questioned the opinion; Mrs. 
Coleman, an abutter, stated that on a two acre plot 
Significantly smaller than the DeCicco's property nearby, there 
are over thirty animals being stored, kept and sold. She asked 
how this could be legal when the DeCiccos' activity ona 
Significantly larger portion of land with many less animals had 
required a special permit. Mrs. DeCicco's mother stated that it 
was understood from the beginning that the barn would be 

81 x 130 and for twelve animals, not four to six people as 
stated in the Town Counsel's opinion. 


Mr. and Mrs. DeCicco contended that the proposed use was either 

a farm or a customary or incidental use and therefore permitted 

under the zoning district. Chairman McAuliffe noted that the 

Town Counsel's ruling would be accepted, that the Site Plan 

would have to be denied and referred to the Zoning Board of 

Appeals for special permit. A single-family dwelling permit, however, 
could be approved. 


The Selectmen discussed the January 4, 1979 deadline for 
budgets and Warrant Articles; further ,they instructed the 
Admin. Assistant to have notice sent out immediately to all 
boards, departments and officials in Town regarding these dead- 
lines. The January 4th deadline coincides with the request for 
the Advisory Committee for the delivery of all budgets. The 
Selectmen are requiring a December 15th delivery date for all 
budgets under their control. 


In relation to the Admin. Assistant's request to upgrade the 
fees at Fayville Village Hall, Selectmen requested additional 
information regarding the cost of living increases over the 
period of time since the last fee change. 


Sel. McDaniel noted that the Board should include in its 

annual Town Meeting Agendas the sort of language to clearly define 
what a boarding stable would be in the zoning by-law, whether it 
should be a matter of right or a matter of special permit.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Tuesday, September 12, 1978 


Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr., 
Sel. Donna McDaniel and Admin. Assistant John A. 
Lundblad. 


7:30 p.m. On a petition by NET, the Selectmen held Underground 
Conduit Hearing, Main and Middle Roads. Chairman 
McAuliffe read the notice that was sent to abutters. 
Present: Abutters Dr. and Mrs. Timothy P. Stone and 
Mr. Boyce of New England Telephone. 


7:40 p.m. The meeting recessed: the Board, the abutters, 
representative of New England Telephone, Mr. Boland 
and Mr. Lundblad went to inspect the Site at Main Street 
and Middle Road. 


7:59 p.m. Meeting reconvened. Sel. O'Connell moved that the 
Hearing be suspended and reconvened after NET Co. 
had the opportunity to examine alternatives to 
excavating Main Street, which was repaved last year by 
the Town. Motion was seconded by Sel. McDaniel. At this time Ms. 
Thelma Davis of Middle Road requested to be recorded present and 
favoring the conduit along the shoulder instead of in the 
traveled way. Sel. O'Connell noted that this is where the conduit 
would go, but the question of location was not raised for Middle 
Road as much as for Main Street. Selectmen voted unanimously to 
suspend the Hearing to reconvene at a later date when additional 
data was presented. 


8:00 p.m. Selectmen held a Pole Hearing for Oregon Road. Mr. 
William Dearstyne of Mass. Electric was present, noted that 
this was service for a new home and that Mass. Electric 
prefers not to cross private property especially 

where they would need an easement from a neighbor to bring service 

to a new house. Therefore, they request an additional pole 

approximately three feet off the pavement, requirement for an 

anchor, an easement which would be received from the abutters in 

question. 


8:12 p.m. Sel. O'Connell moved to approve this location as 
submitted, (1155 feet NW of Edgewood Road), seconded 
by Sel. McDaniel and APPROVED by a unanimous voice VOTE 
of the Board of Selectmen. 
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8:15 p.m. The Selectmen met with the following individuals: 
to Planning Board - Chairman Dillman, members Capone 
8:50 p.m. and Brefka; Highway Supt. John W. Boland; Town 
Counsel Frederick A. Busconi; Water Supt. William 
G. Binder and Building Inspector Edgar A. Phaneuf, Jr. 
concerning the so-called Bare Tracts subdivision 
and recent problems regarding the reopening of the street to 
locate water service connections. Mr. Goodman and Mr. 
Fantoni were also present. Chairman McAuliffe asked why it 
was necessary to open the street again for lots 42, 29 and 28. 
Mr. Goodman stated that he had spent three days on each lot 
trying to find the connection digging down to a depth of over 
eight feet across the entire front section of the lot, then 
brought a backhoe in for an additional two days on each lot 
without success. Supt. Binder noted that this job was installed 
a number of years ago by Mr. Caterino, that the engineer who 
designed this and who certified the as-builts was apparently 
never paid by Mr. Caterino and therefore never submitted the 
plans to the Town. However, one of the Town's inspectors was 
present during the installation of this pipe. Mr. Binder indicated 
that he or his men had located the service connections three 
times for Mr. Caterino and three times for Mr. Fantoni or 
Mr. Goodman. The last time Mr. Binder's men actually painted 
markers on the base coat so that they would not have to come 
out again. According to Mr. Binder later that Fall Mr. ae 
Fantoni paved over the street with the finished coat hot top 
covering over all of the markers. Mr. Binder felt the Town had 
already spent too much time in locating these and that there 
was no choice now but to open the street. Chairman McAuliffe 
asked why there were no records of services besides painting 
Signs in the street. Mr. Binder indicated that there was no 
other way to tie them in and that the Board of Water 
Commissioners did not even want that much Town involvement. 
Mr. Goodman indicated that he and Mr. Fantoni sincerely made 
an effort to locate these, that they brought in Mr. Binder's 
crew,but the original grades were below the roadway and that 
many of these connections had been filled in when the Town 
required that the sidewalk be installed before last winter. 
Therefore, some of the services might have been down as deep 
as nine feet. Mr. Fantoni noted that there was no permanent 
reference points to tie in other than writing on the road. 
He and Mr. Goodman have learned from this experience and when 
they put in Section two they will certainly provide some sort 
of concrete markers or other tie ins. Mr. Fantoni also noted 
that last Fall the major concern of the Selectmen and the 
Planning Board was to get that road paved as soon as possible 
no matter what the cost either in money, time or other 
considerations. He noted that he would meet with Mr. Boland 
and Mr. Binder to insure that the services were installed 
properly and that the best patch possible would be installed. 
Sel. O'Connell asked if any other street openings would 
be necessary. Mr. Goodman and Mr. Fantoni indicated that two 
more short openings approximately three feet long would be 
needed and that one longer opening was also contemplated. 
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In regard to the second Section, Mr. Goodman indicated that he 
would drive a 2' x 4' into the side of the road and paint them 
red at the point of connection and dig a three foot trench. 

Mr. Binder again noted that typically engineers will tie in all 
of the services by instruments and bring them into hydrants, 

and bounds and other permanent markers. This was done in 
Section I, but those plans were lost. Sel. O'Connell asked if 
as-builts would be provided for Section II. Mr. Goodman 
indicated in the affirmative. Mr. O'Connell asked if the 
Planning Board and/or Water Commissioners should require 
as-builts for future subdivisions so that problems such as this 
could be avoided. Further, he asked Mr. Binder why the services 
couldn't be located the fourth time if they were in fact located 
three other times. Mr. Binder indicated that the lots had been 
regraded, that some of the cast iron boxes which were installed 
had either been broken or covered over. Sel. O'Connell then 
felt that some sort of as-built plan or other assurance should 
be required so that this sort of activity would not occur again. 
Mr. Binder felt that the engineering plans should also be tied 
in on the ground. 


Chairman McAuliffe asked how many more openings would have to 
be made. Mr. Goodman indicated two or three. Sel. O'Connell 
indicated that the Boards present should take collective steps 
to prevent this sort of situation from reoccurring. Chairman 
Donald Dillman of the Planning Board asked Town Counsel 
whether additional bonding should be posted to insure that the 
cut in the road will be made and repaved according to 
specifications. Town Counsel Busconi noted that the bond for 
Section II already is significantly larger than the work 
remaining and that Mr. Fantoni intends to have significantly 
more work done within the next two months before the hot top 
plants close, therefore, when the bond reduction request comes 
in for Mr. Fantoni this issue could be considered at that time 
as with other finishing touches for Section I. Paul Brefka 
asked whether the metes and bounds had been placed in. Mr. 
Fantoni indicated in the affirmative. Mr. Goodman asked whether 
or not he would be permitted to open the street. Sel. O'Connell 
indicated that if Mr. Busconi and Mr. Fantoni could 
renegotiate the bond taking some of the funds out of Section II 
and assuring that sufficient monies remain for Section I, then 
permission would be granted as far as he was concerned. Town 
Counsel Busconi indicated that this could be done.

Selectman O*Connell moved to take these under advise- 
ment and was seconded by Sel. McDaniel, approved by 
unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen, 


The Selectmen met with Sgt. William J. Colleary to offer 
Sgt. Colleary a citation for outstanding investigative 
work as concerns the arson at the Kendall family's 
property in Southville. 


The Selectmen presented a citation to Paul e Brefka, 
Chairman of the Town Hall Users Group.

Chairman McAuliffe then read correspondence from Police Chief 
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Francis J. Mattioli recommending that five Auxiliaries be 
appointed as Reserves. These men included: —

selectman McDaniel then discussed the method used to choose these 
Reserves and asked whether or not other Auxiliaries were interested. 
Chairman McAuliffe informed her that, to the best of his 
knowledge, the Chief had posted a letter a number of months ago 
Stating that any Auxiliaries interested in consideration to be 
appointed Reserves should notify the Chief. Those people who 
have were reviewed by Captain Purcell of the Auxiliaries, then 
Sgt. Harpster and finally Chief Mattioli. Secondly, Sel. 
McDaniel felt that the need for Reserves should clearly be 
documented prior to the appointment of five additional Reserves. 
Sgt. Colleary, who was still present at the meeting, noted that 
the promotion of Charles Keller and Danny Chernewski from Reserve 
to Regular status had denied the Department the two Reservists 
who would take most of the patrol duty. This, according to Sgt. 
Colleary, was now the biggest problem. Hopefully, these five 
gentlemen recommended tonight would be able to fill that void. 
Finally, Sel. McDaniel noted that she had problems with one 
candidate. She and Chairman McAuliffe discussed this matter without 
mentioning the candidate's name. She felt assured that she was 
thinking of someone else and that the five candidates mentioned 
were outstanding individuals. Sel. O'Connell moved to appoint 
the five individuals as Reserves in the Southborough Police 
Department as recommended by Chief Francis J. Mattioli. This was 
seconded by Sel. McDaniel and APPROVED by an unanimous voice VOTE 
of the Board of Selectmen. 


At this time Chairman McAuliffe read a lengthy correspondence from 
Lawrence Susskind, staff to the Southborough Citizens Planning 
Committee, in response to Mr, Kimball's correspondence and 
meeting with the Selectmen the previous week. At this time it 
was agreed to try and establish a meeting on the 3rd or 10th of 
October if both parties were available and interested. In regard 
to a request by residents of Overlook Drive, communicated over 
the telephone through Nelson Goldin to the Selectmen's Office, 
the Board would prefer that complaints of this sort: (1) be 
submitted in writing and (2) go through the appropriate 
departmental channels prior to being received in the Selectmen's 
Office. This was conveyed to Mr. Goldin who had lodged the 
complaint and to the department heads. It was agreed that some 
sort of a procedure should be established and firmly adhered to 
in regard to problems of this sort. 


selectmen then discussed the application by Williams Trailer 

for a site plan hearing and Class I license. Sel. O'Connell 
moved to request a written opinion from the Town Counsel 
regarding the appropriateness of site plan or special permit 

via the ZBA and action on the Class I application. There was 

no second. Sel. McDaniel noted that she was bothered by the fact 
that it appeared that the Town was imposing new standards on a 
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business currently in its ninth or tenth year of operation in 
the Town. Further, she felt that the Board should not ask the 
Town Counsel to decide all problems of this matter, rather should 
take the leadership for themselves. Chairman McAuliffe noted that 
the petitioners were granted zoning permission by a previous 
Board of Selectmen upon the recommendation of a previous Town 
Counsel, recommendation being in the form of a legal written 
ruling. Chairman McAuliffe noted, however, that he would prefer 
not to see a court challenge on this matter and therefore feels 
that the most expeditious route is to have them go to the ZBA 
and get what would amount to fool proof permit for this activity. 
This would give them the best protection possible. Sel. McDaniel 
noted that she did not necessarily agree with the previous Town 
Counsel's ruling nor did she agree that were she a Selectman at 
the time she would have abided by it. However, she felt that at 
this time we should not ask them to go to the ZBA. If they 
prefer to take this action, then it would be appropriate and 
she would not object to it.

Either way they would be afforded the opportunity 
to give a report before the annual Town Meeting. 
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8:30 p.m. Selectmen met with the Board of Health: Philip Mauch, rT 
to Timothy Stone, M.D. and John Bartolini, Carol 
9:00 p.m. Perlman (Secretary) and Sanitarian Peter Savello. 


Chairman Mauch introduced Mrs. Perlman and Mr. 

Savello as the new staff members for the Board of 

Health. Mr. Savello replaced Joseph Kales who has 
had an automobile accident and does not anticipate returning to 
work. Although Mr. Savello cannot put in much more time than 
Mr. Kales did, he is available any day of the week on a short 
term on-call basis. Chairman Mauch noted that as the Board 
needs more and more inspection time they may have to either hire 
someone else or someone in addition to Mr. Savello. Mr. Savello 
has ten years of experience as an Engineer; he is doing work 
currently rewriting the local regulations making Title V of the 
State Sanitary Code more understandable for local citizens. He 
is also working with the Board of Health to rewrite the Rules 
and Regulations concerning pumping of septic systems. 


Chairman Mauch noted that the Board of Health is also considering 
the possibility of seeking additional funds from the Advisory 
Committee for more inspection time. While not going to full-time 
inspector, they anticipate that the increasing work load both for 
new construction and for inspection of existing problems, will 
require additional hours through the coming years. Chairman 
Mauch noted that recent work by Admin. Assistant Lundblad and ‘esa 
Building Inspector Phaneuf have made the work of the Sanitary 
Inspector easier, but has also brought about a greater exchange 
of information which, in turn, is creating more work for Mr. 
Savello. Sel. O'Connell asked whether the decision to go to a 
full-time Inspector, when it is reached, would be because of 
back-log work or institution of regular inspections. Chairman 
Mauch noted that the Inspector does not need any additional 
requirements for activities to go full-time right now. There 

is plenty of back-log and administrative work as well as a 

number of inspection functions that simply are not being done 
that could be done without any additional loaws or activities 
initiated. In fact, Chairman Mauch noted that he was looking 
toward the use of W.P.I. Interns for some of the public 
information functions. Sel. O'Connell noted that he thought 

that the proposal to keep inspections on an annual basis was 

a good idea and that the efforts toward coordinating and 
consolidating permit procedures and inspection functions is an 
idea that deserves additional research. 


Sel. McDaniel noted that the Internship Program was a good idea 
and that the redefinition of septic regulations was long 
over-due. She asked whether or not the Board of Health would 
consider activities such as composting or perhaps even composting 
toilets which are being considered in some locations such as 
Acton by special permit. Sanitarian Savello noted that the fmacae, 
Acton permits are still experimental since the State does not 
approve these activities except on a one time basis. He 

would prefer not to see Southborough become an experimentation 
Station. Sel. McDaniel then asked whether the rewriting of the 
Septic Systems Rules and Regulations would look into the 
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possibility of using less water either by rewriting plumbing 
regulations or tying it into a Building Code. Chairman Mauch 
noted that he was interested in this and he would like to see 
this put into the new Rules and Regulations. 


9:00 p.m. Selectmen held a Site Plan Hearing Proposal by 
American Optical to create a parking lot on land 
leased from Paramount Building. Present: Representing 
American Optical: Roger Parson, Professional Engineer, 

David Johnson, Architect and Robert Longden, Attorney. Mr. 

Longden gave a brief presentation showing the new parking lot and 

the expansion from the existing Site Plan approved parking lot. 

Attorney Longden noted that the parking lot would be landscaped, 

that all lanes, sizes of spaces, curbs and curb cuts would be in 

keeping with the By-Law and identical to the last Site Plan 

approval. American Optical currently has between 600 - 700 

people working on three shifts and anticipate up to one thousand 

employees with four hundred on the day shift; therefore, needing 

the additional parking spaces. Selectmen had a number of questions 
for American Optical; those included: 1) the easement along Route 

30, twenty five feet wide to the drain culvert. This was an 

easement for Paramount Development and had nothing to do with 

—_ American Optical. 2) Selectmen had a number of concerns regarding 
the engineering of the parking lot, lack of topographical 
over-lay, the lack of a determination of the direction of 

drainage from Route 30 into the parking lot or viceversa. These 

problems were all to be rectified between Mr. Boland and American 

Optical's Engineering Consultant. 


Sel. O'Connell then moved that the Site Plan be approved subject 
to a meeting being held between Highway Supt. John W. Boland and 
the Engineer from American Optical and further, contingent upon 
approval of Hatch Act Hearing which was held earlier on the 
evening of the 26th. That Motion was seconded by Sel. McDaniel 
and APPROVED by an unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. 


Regarding Police cruisers, Admin. Assistant Lundblad reported 
that the Police Chief recommended purchase of the Chevrolet 
Malibu Bid, and requested that the bid for the Novas be thrown 
out. It was the Chief's preference to purchase the Malibu over 
the second low bidder of the Ford LTD II's, feeling that they 
were a better bargain for the Town and more durable automobile.

to arson, property owned by Mr. and Mrs. Kendall, (John and 
Lorraine) 258 Parkerville Road. This Motion was seconded by 

Sel. McDaniel and APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board 
of Selectmen.

Sel. McDaniel gave a brief presentation to the Board concerning 
the progress made by the Transfer Station Committee.

2) request permission of the Board of Selectmen to begin 
negotiations to acquire this property with the abutting property 
owners, 3) specifically request permission to work with 
Commonwealth Gas Corporation to look into the possibility of 
acquiring property from that Corporation for the recycling 
purposes.

Chairman McAuliffe read letters calling for the Site Plan Hearing 
notifying the Town Clerk and the abutters of the date, the time 
and the issues at hand. 


Mr. Keyes gave a brief description of the anticipated use which 

was a multi-purpose use of 49 Lynbrook Road with apartment and 
residential dormitory space on the second floor, kitchen, dining 
and classroom space on the first floor. Chairman McAuliffe , 
questioned the Building Inspector regarding State Codes, Fire Codes. 
Mr. Phaneuf informed the Chairman that all codes had been 
Satisfied, that the Wiring, Fire and Building Inspectors all have 
reviewed the plans and reviewed the structure and found them 
satisfactory. Sel. O'Connell questioned the Town Counsel regarding 
permanent use; Mr. Busconi indicated that the use was acceptable 
but he could not speak about the parking. Sel. O'Connell then 
asked Admin. Asst. Lundblad if the parking was acceptable; he 
indicated in the affirmative, further stating that the plan 
includes so-called double counting of spaces which provide for full 
compliment of parking spaces to serve the residential units, the 
office units, the classroom units and meeting hall units; in the 
event that this use generated all of those activities at one time 
without the same people being involved in all of the activities 
that would be with L'Abri. Chairman McAuliffe asked Mrs. Capone 

of the Planning Board if they had any comments. Mrs. Capone 
indicated that the Planning Board would like to know what the use 
would be for the dead end area of Route 30. Admin. Asst. 

Lundblad answered that the dead end area still is State Highway 

and as such the Town could not authorize parking on this area 

or accept parking for a Site Plan Application on a State Highway, 
however, aS a practical matter this has been used as a parking 

area in the past and so long as it does not block the hydrants

Mr. Johnson asked if the L'Abri Foundation would 
consider, after renovations and all the work has been completed, 
to consider making a donation to the Town in lieu of taxes. 


Mrs. Duggan requested an explanation of the word "Community" 
in Mr. Keyes' presentation. Mr. Keyes indicated that families 
would be living in the house full time; his family and another 
family and that from time to time there would be other staff 
members on a temporary basis staying in the other apartment. 
In addition, there would be students, families, other residents 
living in the dormitory space on a temporary basis, never more 
than six months at a time. All of these people would eat in 
a community environment in the one kitchen downstairs 
although both apartments would have their own private kitchen 
if the people felt that they wanted privacy at one particular 
time or another. 


Mrs. Capone asked whether L'Abri was a foundation that actively 
seeks membership as was the Bible Speaks. Mr. Keyes indicated 

that they have never had to seek members, that usually they have 

a schedule and they control the access of visitors, people call 

or write in advance to schedule their retreat or student time and 
it is not a situation such as Bible Speaks where clergymen actually 
are on a missionary assignment trying to find converts. 


Sel. O'Connell noted that with the exception of the Board of 
Health that the application meets all criterion for Site Plan 
and therefore, moved that the Site Plan be approved as submitted 
subject to approval by the Board of Health and the septic system 
redesigned, seconded by Sel.

Selectman O'Connell moved to take the bids under advisement, 
seconded by Sel.

First, the Selectmen discussed the Cruiser Bid recently 
opened, indicated that they would forward copies of all the 
information to Mrs. Dockstader. Second, the Selectmen have 
requested all of their budgets and the Advisory Committee requesting 
other departments to submit a projected 5% reduction plan which 
would reduce overall Town spending by 5%. Ann Dockstader indicated 
that a number of budgets; for example, Interest, Principle, 
Gasoline, Street Lights all have fixed costs and cannot be reduced 
without either raising serious legal or statutory questions. 
Further, Mrs. Dockstader indicated that most departments replied 
verbally indicating that they could reduce their budgets, but it 
would reduce services and they would seek guidance of where and how 
much to reduce. Mrs. Otavsky indicated that the Library is 
mandated to have 40% of its budget in the purchase of books and 
that a 5% cut would have to reduce hours; perhaps one day or two 
nights the Library would simply not be open and save the 5% by 
reducing staff. The Assessors and Recreation Commission indicated 
that they already were too busy and would seek to expand this year

instead of contract. The Board of Health did not respond. rom 
Chip Fay indicated that the Tree Warden if asked to reduce his 
budget by 5% would simply do less contract tree work. It was 
noted that at this time Mr. Truesdale does not have enough 

time to do all of the trees in Town as deemed necessary by 

himself and by various contractors. In regard to Assabet 

Valley Regional Vocational High School, indicated that the 

cost is assessed to the Town and is not a negotiable budget, 

that the Advisory Committee could work with the Administration, 
but that is not normally within their charge. In principle 

100% revaluation should assist the Town in reducing the share 
because of State reimbursement formula; however, this was 

still uncertain at this time. Mr. Fay indicated that the 

Water and Cemetery Departments were willing to reduce if necessary. 


Mr. Donovan indicated that the Capital Budget Planning Committee 
was willing to reduce its budget 5% and the School Committee, 
when meeting with Mr. Donovan, Mrs. McDaniel and Mr. McAuliffe, 
did not invoke their Fiscal Autonomy powers but did imply that 
any reduction would be strictly voluntary, that they would 

take a long look at their costs. 


Selectman O'Connell noted that unless reductions are made in 

salary accounts that reductions in most operating departments 

are minimal and would gravely handicap departments. Department 

heads in general are reluctant to identify areas fearing that ess 
these will be cut without justification although they in 

general felt that this was a valuable learning process 

tightening up costs of various programs and projects. Sel. 

McDaniel indicated that one result of this process was to make 

it clear to the Selectmen and hopefully to the people of the 

Town what it cost for the delivery of key services. 


Mrs. Dockstader hoped that this would be an on-going process, 
that the Selectmen and the Advisory Committee will meet again 
in December to review the progress made to date and to review 
the preliminary submission of budget levels. The meeting was 
scheduled for December 5th. 


97:35 ‘p.m The Selectmen met with David Holland and Mitchell 
McCarroll of Parkerville Road. The two men 
requested the Selectmen's assistance to make their 
roadway safe for school children. At present the 

road has no sidewalks and there are children and animals along 

the side of the road continually. When the Fairview sub- 
division is completed many more children will be living and 
walking in the area, the situation may get much worse. In the 
winter with severe icing on the road because of the steep 
driveways located along the eastern side, the dangers increase. 


Chairman McAuliffe indicated that the best way to solve this 
problem would be to petition the Town Meeting, drafting a 
Warrant Article to request that engineering work be done and 
perhaps even construction work sometime in the future to create 
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a drainage system there and then a sidewalk along this side of the 
roadway. He indicated that the Selectmen would instruct the 
Highway Superintendent to replace the signs that have been vandalized 
or place other signs there to slow down traffic that would seek 
assistance from the State to accept a traffic zone, look into the 
possibility of establishing a school zone flashing light and have 
increased cruiser exposure throughout the area. Sel. O'Connell 
indicated that vast areas in the Town have the same problem and 
that comprehensive examinations should be made regarding drainage, 
sidewalk, school crossing, blinking light, radar studies. The 
cost of solving every problem at a full funding level would be 
phenomenal, not just from a capital point but from a maintenance 
point. Our current police staffing does not permit that we have 
coverage at every cross walk during the normal school days. Sel. 
O'Connell stated that the best short term remedy is Police 
Department exposure and radar traps, however, the limited manpower 
available during the day for this type of activity greatly 
restricts the possibility that all trouble spots including Route 85 
in the vicinity of the railroad bridge, White Bagley Road, 
Parkerville Road at both ends in the vicinity of both schools and 
numerous other areas including Gilmore Road, Flagg Road, at the 
center of Town could not be ccvered simultaneously. In fact, the 
Police Department cannot now cover all school crossings 
simultaneously in the morning, therefore, the immediate approach 
while the most effective is not practical on a day-to-day basis.

In addition,they have logged 620 hours of cruiser duty, patrol 
under the supervision of the Regular and Reserve Officers; 
participated in the March of Dimes Walk-a-thon; Firefighters' 
Field Day and other civic events. 


Sgt. Harpster stated that the five members who have moved into the 
Reserve ranks had passed Academy exam. He would, therefore, 
request that five new members be brought into the Auxiliary and 
that a new class be begun starting October 26, 1978. 
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Mr. Purcell indicated that in his opinion the Auxiliaries have 

done a great service to the Town in general, but especially 

during the storm of '78. He felt that it was a good program with 
Minimal cost. Sel. O'Connell requested information on the cost for 
the program. Sgt. Harpster indicated that the cost of starting 

up the program requires an investment of $300 - $400 by the 
participant, but nothing to the Town. The participants purchase 
their uniforms, holsters and guns and all other leather goods. 


Sel. O'Connell asked how many area towns have auxiliary forces 

like ours. Sgt. Harpster indicated that at least Hopkinton, 
Ashland and Hudson to the best of his knowledge. He further noted 
that the training course in Southborough is the most rigorous in 
the area; it requires monthly meetings in addition to certain 
training exercises, as well as first aid and weapons classification. 
When asked by Sel. O'Connell about the schedule of training, Mr. 
Purcell indicated that in the past because it was the start-up 

of the program, that they would go three or four consecutive nights 
for certain types of training such as first aid, but now it runs 

on a weekly basis instead. Sgt. Harpster indicated that 
Auxiliaries cannot even ride in the cruiser until they have 
completed this basic course. 


Sel. McDaniel asked if the traffic and speeding problems could 

be alleviated by utilizing Auxiliaries. Sgt. Harpster was unable 
to answer the question. Sel. McDaniel further questioned the rules 
and regulations of the organization, feeling that some sort of 
grievance procedure should be written into the structure.

Building Inspector E. A. Phaneuf, Jr. Mr. Jenks offered a brief 
introduction stating that the problem to the best of his 
knowledge was that a drain pipe suggested to lie in the easterly 
side of the road would create a violation for pre-existing homes 
and systems along the eastern side of Marlboro Road. If the 
line were required to be on the westerly side, then Mr. Sarkisian's 
lots would be in jeopardy; he would be unable to build on those 
Sites. 


Mr. Mauch of the Board of Health indicated that the Planning 

Board had been given this problem last week; however, no action 

had been taken, therefore, it was necessary to hold this meeting. 
Mr. Savello, the Health Agent, first noted that in July two lots 
were accepted even with the drainage on the easterly side of the 
road. Three to five weeks ago the revised plan came in which would 
put the Cincotta and Bertonazzi systems in technical violations 

of the State Code. He further stated that it was not the drain 
line as much as the location of the drain manhole covers that 

would place these systems in violation. 


Mr. Sarkisian indicated that he would be willing to move the drain 
manhole covers and the drain. He indicated that there are 
underground telephone conduits in this area and a water main on 
that side; therefore, to put a 30" drain on that side of the road 
would be virtually impossible. It would have to lie on the 
easterly side of the road. He therefore requested the Planning 
Board to approve the change so that he could begin the project. 
He indicated the Planning Board had signed, the Highway 
Department had approved this location and the Water Department 
had approved it. It was then brought back to the Board of 

Health for review and had stopped at that place. 
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Mr. Brefka of the Planning Board indicated that everything he had 
heard to date was true, that all the proper procedures had been 
followed. Mr. Sarkisian and Mr. Boland had asked to move the 
drainage across the street. Mr. Boland had agreed with Mr. 
Sarkisian in choosing the location. The Planning Board simply 
did not know of Title V of the Sanitary Code which would create a 
problem in this case. 


Chairman McAuliffe asked why there was no communication between the 
Planning Board or the Highway Department and the Board of Health. 
Mr. Mauch indicated that Mr. Sarkisian might be able to move back 
on the lots on his side of the road and keep the drain in the 
center of the road. Mr. Brefka indicated that this would still 
conflict with the telephone and water lines. Mr. Boland indicated 
that the original location for the drain was identified in 1971 

to be on the westerly side, but that New England Telephone took 
this easement; therefore, the drainage could no longer go on the 
Side. 


Mr. Jenks stated that his client merely wanted to get the project 
going, he would do whatever necessary; he just wanted the Town to 
offer the leadership in solving this problem. He asked if an 
engineer could design a slanted line for the location of the drain 
manhole. Mr. Boland indicated that as long as the drain manhole 
is 100' from a system, it would be fine with him as it is located 
in the center of the street or offset in either direction. Mr. 
Mauch indicated that drainage is outside of the subdivision control 
law and the responsibility of the Highway Department and the Board 
of Health. He would not object to the relocation of the drain 
manhole as long it is 100' away from the system.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


October 24, 1978 


Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe; Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr.; 
Sel. Donna L. McDaniel and Admin. Assistant John A. 
Lundblad. 


7:30 p.m. The Selectmen met with Police Chief Francis J. Mattioli 
to and Highway Supt. John W. Boland regarding traffic 
8:15 p.m. problems at various locations in the Town. Issues 
discussed included: the Fairview Subdivision problems 
on Parkerville Road, south of Route 9; Route 85 north 
of Route 30; the possible relocation of a drain manhole on Marlboro 
Road to service the drainage system from the Wolfpen subdivision. 
Mr. Boland spoke with the Selectmen about awarding of the salt bids 
and the hiring of the private plows. However, this meeting was 
deferred until after the regularly scheduled appointments. 


8:15 p.m. The Selectmen met with the Board of Assessors. Present: 
to Arthur Sisson, Charles Johnson, Arthur Holmes, Betty 
9:00 p.m. Davis and Ann Garavante. First issue discussed was the 
ei classification amendment which is on the ballot for 
the November election. After an extensive discussion 
regarding the pros and cons of this issue, Sel. O'Connell moved 
that the Selectmen adopt the position against support of the 
Question 1, the so-called classification amendment; it was seconded 
by Sel. McDaniel and APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board 
of Selectmen. Admin. Assistant Lundblad gave a brief report on 
the meeting held by the MAPC regarding the classification amendment. 
Sel. McDaniel moved that a letter be sent to the MAPC expressing 
the Town's opposition both to Question 1 and the MAPC's activities 
supporting Question 1, seconded by Sel. O'Connell and APPROVED by 
unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. 


The second issue discussed was revaluation. Selectmen read a letter 
from the Assessors noting that for 1979 the total valuation would 
equal $135,923,800. With that evaluation the tax rate would be 

set at $28/100. 


9:00 p.m. The Selectmen held a Site Plan Hearing for L. B. Darling 
to Co. for the construction of freezer building adjacent 
9:40 p.m. to the existing refrigerator warehouse along the western 
portion of the L. B. Darling's Newton Street property 
abutting the railroad. Present: Kenneth Jocobsen, 
Executive Vice-President, Deerfoot Farms as well as Benjamin and 
Julius Abrams, Architects and Engineers for the construction project. 
Mr. Delarda, the building superintendent for L.B. Darling. I.D.C. 
Chairman Russell Millholland and members Edward Murphy, Ralph 
De Norscia; Patricia Capone of the Planning Board; Peter Savello 
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representing the Board of Health; Edgar A. Phaneuf, Jr., Building 
Inspector and eight citizens. Chairman McAuliffe read the 
Hearing notice aloud. He called on Mr. Savello for the comments 
of the Board of Health. Mr. Savello indicated that the Board of 
Health was in agreement with this proposal with minor changes. 
Mr. Boland indicated that he had no difficulty with the 

proposal, but would like to see lines painted on all parking 
areas used by L. B. Darling employees. In addition, Mr. Boland 
would like lines painted in any driveways, loading areas, etc. 


Mrs. Capone of the Planning Board raised no issues. 


Mr. Howes, an abutter, questioned if the small existing parking 
lot currently in back of the building would remain and whether 
or not the noise from the refrigerator and freezer buildings 
would be upsetting to the neighborhood. Mr. Jacobsen indicated 
that diesel engines would be used that would be much quieter 
than gasoline or pump generators. In addition, he indicated 
that if necessary they would put these diesels on the flat roof 
of the storage building which is there now and test them, 
allowing the neighbors to comment on the noise level. 


Mr. De Norscia of the I.D.C. indicated that he had been in the 
refrigerator/freezer installation and repair business for 
Fifteen years; that the biggest problem encountered by 
businesses such as this is noise. In addition, he indicated 
that the major problem in the spreading of noise is the 
horizontal plane and that a stockade fence or penthouse wall or 
some other barrier affectively muffles the sound and/or pushes 
the sound up to a higher horizontal plane above the homes. 


Chairman McAuliffe suggested that the Site Plan be put off one 
week until further analysis could be done on the engineering 

and noise problems caused by the diesel refrigeration units. 

Sel. O'Connell indicated that he concurred with Chairman McAuliffe 
and felt that the Fire Chief should be consulted regarding the 
configuration of the access to the back of the building given 

the fact that the freezer location would be blocking access to 

the rear of the building. The Hearing was recessed at 9:40 p.m. 
until 9 p.m. on Tuesday, October 31, 1978. 


9:40 p.m. The Selectmen met with Mr. Boland. First issue 
to discussed: the hired equipment for snow removal. Mr. 

10:20 p.m. Boland recommended the Southborough Trucking, Fleetwood 
Trucking and HMD Realty Trust, vehicle No. 1, all to 
be awarded by the Board. Mr. Boland offered a brief 

description explaining the variables he used in determining which 

vehicles to hire; those variables were the type of machinery, 

the needs of the Department, the price per hour and the experience 

of the company considered. He chose to exclude two vehicles, 

primarily because the Department has little need of these types 

of vehicles. He felt that the prices were in keeping with 

publicly regulated prices in the Commonwealth, therefore, 

recommended approval as submitted. Summary of Bids is attached. 
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Sel. O'Connell moved that the hired equipment for snow removal 
contracts be awarded to Fleetwood Trucking, Southborough Trucking, 
HMD Realty Trust, Vehicle No. 1. The Motion was seconded by Sel. 
McDaniel and APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of 
Selectmen. 


Second issue discussed was the road salt bids, opened October 11, 1978; 
a bid for eleven municipalities in the immediate area. Two bids 
received: 


1. International Salt of Pennsylvania 
$26/ton, Solar and Mine salt 


2. Eastern Minerals of Lowell, MA 
Solar salt, $27.20/ton 


Mr. Boland indicated that the cost was up almost $7.00 a ton over last 
year. In a normal winter the Town uses 700 tons. The cause of the 
increase is: 


1. New regulations by the State's Div. of Environmental Quality 
Engineering. 


2. New restrictions by the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency regarding storage. 


These two regulations have forced the closing down of all but the 
largest operators, producers and wholesalers of salt. Generally, 
salt is shipped by rail from Pennsylvania and delivered to the 
customer for storage, thereby eliminating the need for a storage 
location in the Northeast. Upon recommendation of the Highway Supt., 
Sel. O'Connell moved that both bidders be awarded the contract for 
the Town, seconded by Sel. McDaniel and APPROVED by unanimous voice 
VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. The reasons for awarding both bidders 
were: 1) to guarantee supplies during the non-critical months; the 
low bidder could not guarantee supply from December through March on 
other than thirty day notice; 2) the Town uses both solar and 

mined salt for different applications, therefore, requests both 
types of material with quick delivery times; given the Town's 

limited storage capabilities, became a necessity. 


Mr. Boland indicated that this marked the beginning of a new era in 
the use of chlorides and their storage. He recommends that the Town 
look closely at the storage problem with an eye toward solving our 
own storage and purchase problems next summer and fall before 
another winter's demands are placed upon our limited supply and 
storage capabilities. 


The third issue discussed by Mr. Boland was a petition by more than 
ten residents of the Town to have Fairview Drive and Banfill Lane 
plowed. Chairman McAuliffe asked for a reconfirmation of the 
Board's policy regarding plowing. Sel. McDaniel asked if the road 
was finished and suitable for plowing. Chairman McAuliffe felt 
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that since the development is still going on and the developer 
is active at that location, that he should assume the 
responsibility, that the Town trucks should plow to the end of 
the Town way without leaving a large ridge of snow. Mr. 

Boland indicated that the Post Office has refused mail delivery 
to these homes because snow plowing is not guaranteed by the 
Town. Chairman McAuliffe indicated it was the responsibility 
of the developer; Sel. O'Connell stated that he was not eager 
to plow private ways except in true emergencies. 


He preferred that routine plowing not be authorized. He asked 
that the Planning Board meet with Mr. Goodman and Mr. Fantoni 

to set aside assurances that the plowing would be done. Sel. 
O'Connell moved that no more private ways be authroized for 
plowing, including Fairview Drive and Banfill Lane. In addition, 
he moved that the Planning Board try to meet with the developer 
to insure that he would carry out the plowing.

Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr., 
Sel.

Sel. O'Connell was at a Collective Bargaining Meeting at 
the beginning of this evening's meeting. He arrived at 
8:05 p.m. 


7:30 p.m. The Selectmen met with Sarkis Hagopian and a 
to representative of Sun Oil Company regarding an increase 

7:45 p.m. in the gasoline storage capability for the service station 
at 264 Cordaville Road. No abutters were present, although 
they had been notified according to Town procedure. 
Building Inspector Edgar A. Phaneuf, Jr. was present. 

A representative of Sun Oil noted that there is a vapor recovery 

system being installed according to Federal regulations, therefore, 

even though there will be increased storage there would be decreasing 

amounts of fumes in the area. Mr. Hagopian indicated that presently 

he is limited in the supply which he can purchase because he has a 

small storage capability. He is not seeking a larger operation, but 

rather a larger storage so he can ensure supply for his customers. 

Sel. McDaniel moved to approve the request subject to the Town 

Counsel's review to insure that this did not represent an increase 

in the usage since the site was a pre-existing, non-conforming use 

in a residential zone. Motion was seconded by Chairman McAuliffe, 

APPROVED by an unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. 


7:45 p.m. Sel. McDaniel moved to impose the winter parking ban on 
public ways in the Town of Southborough, seconded by 
Chairman McAuliffe and APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE. 


8:00 p.m. The Selectmen held a hearing on the disposal of the Fire 
to Station site. Present were: Board of Water Commissioners; 
10:00 p.m. Henry Valcour, Daniel Phaneuf; Industrial Development 
Commission; Russell Millholland, Ralph De Norscia, 
Edward Murphy; Planning Board: Paul e Brefka, James 
Denman, Patricia Capone, Donald Dillman; Building 
Inspector Edgar A. Phaneuf, Jr.; Water Supt. William Binder; Library 
Trustee Henry Welch; Advisory Committee Chairman Ann Dockstader and 
members Brian Donovan, Chapin Fay, Philip Jenks, Wendy Otavsky, 
Ann Kelly; Paul J. Berry, Town Clerk and approximately twenty 
citizens and businessmen. Chairman McAuliffe gave a brief 
explanation regarding the nature of the meeting. He indicated 
that it was the intent of the Board of Selectmen to solicit the 
opinions of the various Town officials, businessmen and citizens 
regarding the disposition of this structure. Chairman McAuliffe 
read from a prepared statement answering issues raised by IDC

Chairman Russell Millholland regarding the rough draft of the 
Request for Proposal prepared by the Admin. Assistant. Mr. 
Valcour, speaking for the Water Department, indicated that 

they unanimously favored improving the quarters of the Water 
Department; however, they felt that they did not need all of 

the space at the current Fire Headquarters Building. They 
would need an alternative site for the storage of their backhoe, 
and more space for the storage of other materials which they 
currently keep at the Fire Headquarters's Building. 


It was noted that when the new station was approved by the 

Town Meeting, that the Annual Town Meeting was informed that 

the present station at 5 Main Street would be sold to help defray 
the cost of constructing the new station. In addition, the 
Selectmen noted that it was the intent of this Board to widen 

and diversify the tax base of commercial properties in the center 
of Town. It was' hoped that this policy would not only increase 
the tax base, but also increase the mix of shops and services 
serving the residents of Town. Chairman McAuliffe then opened 
the meeting for comments from the floor. Questions received 
included: 


1. Should a comparative study be undertaken to determine 
needs of existing departments? 


2. Should a space and cost study be undertaken to 
determine if the building could be rehabilitated for 
municipal use? 


3. Is it in the best interest of the Town to have more 
businesses in the area or to keep it in municipal use? 


4. What would be the cost of new building for the Water 
Dept. functions, Tree and Highway functions currently 
in use? 


Wendy Otavsky stated that in her opinion the voters of the 
Town Meeting in approving the Fire Station Construction Bond, 
were led to believe that this building would be sold. 


Peter Phaneuf indicated that the current building is very 
expensive to heat and that if the operating departments of the 
Town were to locate in that particular site, it would make the 
chances of a Department of Public Works impossible for the future. 
In addition, he estimated the cost of rehabilitation of the 
building in upwards of $100,000. 


Joseph Tessier of Able Realty suggested that the Selectmen engage 
outside appraisers to establish the value of the property. Sel. 
O'Connell indicated that this was considered and the specs could 
be rewritten to accept the lower price and encourage greater 
capital investments. However, the appraisal price was 
established by the Assessors. 
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Paul Brefka suggested that Sel. O'Connell's comment be incorporated 
into the bidding document allowing the changing of minimum bid 

wording to an asking price. He felt that the real interest of the 

Town was in securing the most attractive proposal possible, that if the 
Town could lower the land cost, it would allow bidders to put more 
money into the restoration of the structure. 


Mr. Susskind, questioned whether the remainder of the downtown area 
should be examined, whether a master plan should be undertaken prior 
to the disposition of this structure. Chairman McAuliffe noted that 
there seemed to be little interest on the part of the businessmen 

to expand this project beyond the disposition of the fire station. 
He indicated that the Knights of Columbus had not expressed an 
interest in joining this effort, nor had any other area businessmen. 


Mr. Murphy of the IDC questioned whether the site -was desirable for 
office use alone or mixed use. Sel. O'Connell, answering both 

Mr. Susskind and Mr. Murphy, indicated that the Board had resisted 
the master plan concept and resisted the large scale development 
concept, rather had felt that they shouid take the proposals one 

at a time and respond to the requests as they came in, whether they 
be for commercial, office or retail use instead of limiting proposals 
to any one activity or tying them into a larger comprehensive plan. 


Mr. Peter Phaneuf suggested that perhaps the minimum price just be 
eliminated and allow the cost to fluctuate in the free market. 


Mr. Denman questioned how the proposal would be written in a 
warrant article and whether authorization for sale would have to 
be secured. 


Mr. De Norscia felt that prior to going to Town Meeting, he would 
like to see detailed site plans and working drawings as a 
requirement in the specification. Sel. O'Connell stated that that 
was one of the requirements of the group and that they would try 

to have those available as soon as possible for an evaluation by the 
Review Committee. 


Daniel Phaneuf asked if any interest has been expressed since the 
idea was first publicly noted. Sel. O'Connell responded in the 
affirmative. 


Mrs. Duggan questioned why the Selectmen did not go to an appraiser. 
Sel. O'Connell noted that the Board didn't feel the need for an 
appraisal. They could change the minimum price to an asking price 
and then the bids received could be the best evaluation of the 
value of the property. 


Mr. Brefka concurred with Mr. O'Connell in avoiding public 

appraisals and seeking instead an asking price. Mr. Brefka questioned 
the possibility of deed restrictions. He felt that they were 
ineffective in trying to enforce long range restrictions on the 
building, but rather could be helpful in trying to limit the style, 
the use or some other types of activity. Mr. Brefka also raised 

the question of long range leases with the Town owning the

structure and permitting the rehabilitation under a long range 
lease. Sel. O'Connell stated that the Selectmen felt the 
possibility of long range leasing of the building, the land 
and/or both, the possibility of municipal renovation and renting 
of the structure were all considered; however, at this time the 
Selectmen felt they would take the simplest approach possible 
and not try to add another dimension to the municipal 

management functions in the Town. 


Mr. De Norscia indicated that he liked the system so far, would 
prefer to.see retail/commercial .use on the site and did not feel 
that we should restrict it with any deed restrictions concerning 
architectures or site plan or uses. Sel. O'Connell indicated | 
that much more thought would have to go into any restrictions,
